2.  San  Francisco  International  Airport 

Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  presented  Janet  Echelman's  revised  design  for  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,  which  includes  the  sculpture  shapes;  the  relationship  of  the 
sculptures  to  the  architecture;  the  colored  lighting  concept,  the  terrazzo  floor  design,  and  the  fans  to 
provide  movement  of  the  sculpture,  if  feasible.  She  stated  that  Airport  Director  John  Martin  has 
approved  the  sculptural  shapes  and  terrazzo  floor.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  choice  of  color  is 
still  undetermined  and  as  a  result,  she  is  requesting  that  color  be  deleted  from  the  motion.  She 
stated  that  the  motion  is  to  approve  all  elements  of  design  that  affect  the  construction  documents. 
Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  she  asked  the  artist  for  a  mock-up  of  her  proposed  colors.

3.  Port  of  San  Francisco 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  a  project  opportunity  with  art  enrichment  funds  from  the  Neighborhood 
Bond  Project  for  the  southern  section  of  the  Embarcadero,  possibly  an  entryway  sculpture  at 
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Heron's  Head  Park  and  or  an  artwork  at  another  site  farther  north.  The  total  budget  for  the  project 
is  $400,000.  She  reported  that  she  will  take  a  tour  of  the  site  on  Friday,  January  22  with  staff  from 
the  Port  of  San  Francisco  and  is  waiting  for  more  input  from  the  Port  Commissioners.  Ms.  Pontious 
explained  that  while  the  funds  may  be  moved  to  another  location,  the  Port  prefers  that  the  budget 
for  the  artwork  be  applied  to  the  park.  The  park  will  open  at  the  end  of  2011. 

Ms.  Pontious  also  presented  an  opportunity  for  the  Blue  Greenway  along  the  City's  southeastern 
waterfront.  The  project  will  likely  involve  artwork  that  takes  the  form  of  signage  and  wayfinding, 
similar  to  the  work  along  the  Embarcadero.  Artists  will  be  asked  to  apply  through  a  Request  for 
Qualifications  and  the  timeline  for  the  project  is  from  the  middle  of  2010  to  2013.

4.  Potrero  Branch  Library 

Senior  Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  presented  documentation  of  Gina  Telcocci's  installed  artwork 
at  the  Potrero  Branch  Library.  The  artwork  is  suspended  above  an  atrium  adjacent  to  the  staircase  in 
the  two-story  renovated  facility.  The  main  forms  and  materials  of  the  artwork  are  inspired  by  the 
natural  and  cultural  history  of  the  Potrero  Hill  area,  which  includes  the  California  Buckeye,  one  of 
the  few  trees  native  to  the  hill,  the  weaving  techniques  use  by  the  Ohlone  Indians,  and  the  Tubbs 
Cordage  Company,  an  early  shipbuilding  business  along  the  waterfront.  Commissioners 
congratulated  Ms.  Moran  on  the  success  of  the  project.

5.  Sunset  Playground 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  presented  the  selection  of  artists  and  proposals  recommended  by 
the  Sunset  Playground  Artist  Selection  Panel.  She  stated  that  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  is 
currently  renovating  the  whole  site  including  the  landscaping,  the  existing  structures  and  the  play 
areas.  The  artwork  will  be  located  at  the  main  entryway  on  Lawton  Street  to  make  the  entry  more 
prominent  and  inviting.  The  total  art  budget  is  $70,000.  The  panelists  include  Commissioner  Maya 
Draisin,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  Project  Manager  Dan  Mauer,  community 
representative  Shawna  McGrew  and  two  arts  professionals,  Executive  Director  of  Kearny  Street 
Workshop,  Ellen  Oh  and  artist  Walter  Kitundu.  The  panel  interviewed  the  following  three  finalists: 
Amy  Blackstone,  Jefferson  Mack,  and  Bryan  Tedrick.  After  discussion,  panelists  ranked  the  three 
finalists  and  Bryan  Tedrick  received  the  highest  ranking.  The  panelists  made  the  following 
recommendations  regarding  Mr.  Tedrick's  proposal:  1.  Reduce  the  scale  of  the  artwork  so  that  it 
does  not  seem  so  top  heavy;  2.  Extend  the  length  of  the  artwork  and  shorten  the  height;  3.  Explore 
surface  treatment  colors  to  make  the  finish  warmer;  4.  Collaborate  with  architect  on  design  to 
ensure  that  artwork  elements  are  not  hidden  by  existing  trees;  and  5.  Artwork  should  be  legible 
when  viewed  from  the  play  area  and  from  the  street.  Commissioner  Johnston  stated  that  the 
artwork  at  that  site  needs  to  be  powerful  and  dramatic.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  supported  the 
recommendations  of  the  panelists.

Motion:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  artist 
Bryan  Tedrick,  selected  by  the  Sunset  Playground  Artist  Selection  Panel  for  design,  fabrication, 
transportation  and  installation/consultation  during  installation  for  an  artwork  for  Sunset 
Playground  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $70,000.

6.  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Unit  -  Art  Glass  for  Floors  3-7 

Ms.  Loworn  reported  on  the  final  selection  panel  meeting  for  the  art  glass  for  the  General  Hospital 
Acute  Care  Unit:  Floors  3-7,  which  met  on  January  15,  2010.  The  panel  included  Commissioner 
Chew;  representatives  from  General  Hospital;  former  Arts  Commissioner  Leonard  Hunter; 
Executive  Director  of  Mission  Cultural  Center  Jennie  Rodriguez;  and  architect  David  Fong.  Arts 
Commission  staff  Susan  Pontious  and  Genevieve  Masse  and  DPW  Project  Manager  Ron  Alameida 
were  also  in  attendance.  Ms.  Loworn  reminded  Commissioners  that  this  second  round  of  selections 
for  the  art  glass  opportunities  resulted  because  the  panel  had  selected  only  three  proposals  and  had 
recommended  that  staff  conduct  an  additional  round  of  selections  to  fill  the  remaining  slots.  The 
Arts  Commission  gave  approval  to  the  previously  selected  proposals  by  artists  Stephen  Galloway, 
Mildred  Howard,  and  Julio  Morales  in  September  2009. 

Ms.  Loworn  then  presented  the  three  artists  and  proposals  selected  by  the  panel  for  the  remaining 
art  glass  opportunities  at  the  January  15th  meeting.  The  first  proposal  by  Nancy  Blum  illustrates 
medicinal  plants;  the  panel  recommended  that  Ms.  Blum  create  more  open  space  in  the 
illustrations.  The  next  proposal  by  Alan  Masaoka,  who  works  in  stained  glass,  includes  creek- 
inspired  imagery  on  one  panel  and  a  series  of  trees  on  another  panel;  the  selection  panel 
recommended  that  the  artist  use  the  creek-like  imagery  on  both  panels  as  it  could  be  disorienting  to 
patients  to  have  different  imagery  on  either  sides  of  the  corridor.  Panelists  thought  that  Mr. 
Masaoka's  proposal  for  the  curved  glass  element  of  trees  with  birds  was  beautiful  but  stark  in  its 
black  and  white  rendering,  and  recommended  the  artist  incorporate  color  into  the  image  and  also 
avoid  depicting  any  types  of  birds  which  might  have  potential  negative  connotations  (i.e.  ravens  and 
crows).  The  artist  would  be  required  to  conduct  this  research  across  all  cultures.  The  third  proposal 
by  Arthur  Stern,  an  artist  who  also  works  with  stained  glass,  is  a  geometric  rendition  of  the  hills  and 
houses  of  San  Francisco.  As  there  were  some  depictions  of  churches  in  the  proposal,  the  panel 
recommended  that  the  artist  not  portray  religious  symbols  in  the  artwork. 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  panel's  recommendation  for  the  floors  on  which  each  of  the  artists  and 
their  proposals  will  be  located.  The  panel  recommended  Mr.  Masaoka's  work  for  Floor  7  which  is  a 
specialized  acute  care  unit  for  the  elderly.  For  Floor  6,  the  panel  recommended  the  work  of  Mr. 
Morales  (for  two  light  court  windows  and  the  curved  glass  element)  and  Mr.  Stern  (for  two  light 
court  windows)  as  these  proposals  were  about  neighborhood  and  community.  Panelists 
recommended  Ms.  Blum's  proposal  for  Floor  5,  Stephen  Galloway's  proposal  for  Floor  4  and 
Mildred  Howard's  proposal  for  Floor  3. 

Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  she  proportionately  allocated  the  budgets  for  the  design  contracts  for 
each  of  the  artists  according  to  their  scope  of  work  based  on  the  square  footage  of  each  of  the  art 
glass  sites  assigned.  She  stated  that  she  is  requesting  authorization  for  the  following  design 
contracts  in  the  following  amounts:  Mr.  Masaoka  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,000;  Mr.  Morales 
for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,000;  Mr.  Stern  for  an  amount  not  exceed  $13,500;  Ms.  Blum  for  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $20,500;  Mr.  Galloway  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,000;  and  Ms. 
Howard  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,000. 

Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  she  has  spoken  to  all  of  the  selected  artists  and  they  are  all  receptive  to  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  panel  regarding  their  proposals.  Commissioners  inquired  how  the 
artists  who  do  not  work  in  glass  would  translate  their  imagery  into  art  glass.  Ms.  Pontious  explained 
that  there  are  many  wonderful  glass  fabrication  options.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  the  artists  will  be 
required  to  create  mock-ups  as  part  of  the  design  phase  for  review  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee.

7.  Chinese  Recreation  Center  —  Exterior  Work 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  options  for  how  to  proceed  with  the  exterior  artwork  at  the  Chinese 
Recreation  Center.  She  explained  that  during  the  proposal  development  process,  the  site  for  the 
artwork  was  changed  from  the  playground  to  the  facade  of  the  building.  During  the  final  selection 
panel  for  the  exterior  artwork,  there  was  extensive  discussion  among  panelists  about  the 
appropriateness  of  each  of  the  proposals  given  that  each  of  the  three  artist  finalists  were  initially 
selected,  based  on  their  qualifications,  to  create  an  exterior  work  in  the  playground;  there  was  also 
concern  by  panelists  that  the  work  on  the  facade  might  clash  with  the  work  selected  for  the  interior 
lobby.  Arts  Commission  staff  postponed  the  approval  of  the  panel's  recommendation  for  LiQing 
Liang's  proposal  for  the  facade  of  the  center  as  there  were  concerns  about  the  feasibility  of  the 
project  given  the  budget.  Staff  would  like  to  recommend  that  Commissioners  not  approve  the 
panel's  recommendation  and  to  approve  Arts  Commission  staff  to  return  to  the  three  finalists  and 
request  proposals  for  the  original  site  in  the  playground.  Ms.  Pontious  also  stated  that  maintenance 
funds  were  not  taken  out  from  the  art  budget  so  the  budget  for  the  exterior  artwork  will  be  less  than 
the  original  $42,000.  Commissioner  Johnston  inquired  about  the  reason  behind  dividing  the  budget 
between  two  different  artworks.  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  explained  that  as  the  art 
enrichment  budget  was  rather  large,  the  Commission  decided  to  allocate  part  of  the  budget  to  a 
signature  piece  in  the  lobby,  and  a  smaller  part  of  the  budget  to  a  work  in  the  playground.  She  also 
stated  that  there  were  options  for  the  artists  to  do  a  decorative  railing  in  the  playground,  in  which 
case  the  budgets  for  railing  could  be  combined  with  the  art  budget.

8.  Ortega  Branch  Library 

Program  Associate  Mary  Chou  presented  images  of  the  clay  models  of  the  sculptural  mosaic  fish  by 
artist  team  Wowhaus  for  the  Ortega  Branch  Library.  In  the  images,  the  models  are  positioned  in  a 
way  that  mimics  their  relationship  in  front  of  the  library.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  the  tail  of  the 
larger  fish  should  be  more  graceful  and  the  fish  looks  more  like  an  eel.  Commissioner  Garcia- 
Nakata  stated  that  the  artists  should  change  the  proportion  of  the  larger  fish  in  front  to  closer 
resemble  the  drawing  on  the  original  proposal  board;  she  stated  that  the  models  looks  a  little 
clumsy,  comic,  and  almost  slug-like.  Commissioner  Johnston  stated  that  the  fish  appear  chubbier, 
more  bulky,  and  less  streamlined  than  in  the  original  proposal  image.  Commissioner  Sklar 
recommended  that  the  fish  look  more  animated.  Overall,  Commissioners  stated  that  the  design  of 
the  fish  needs  to  be  more  articulated  along  the  body,  more  streamlined,  animated  and  graceful,  and 
less  bulky  and  cartoonish.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  she  will  forward  these  comments  to  the  artists  and 
have  the  artists  bring  in  their  revised  models  for  review  by  the  Commissioners  during  the  next 
Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting  in  March.

9.  Valencia  Streetscape  Improvement  Project 

Ms.  Chou  presented  Michael  Arcega's  final  design  for  his  project  titled  Valencia  Street  Posts.  His 
design  consists  of  a  series  of  four  posts  along  Valencia  Street  between  Sixteenth  and  Nineteenth 
Streets.  The  work  consists  of  a  wooden  pole  with  a  clamshell  base  and  a  stainless  steel,  painted  top 
inspired  by  Victorian  houses  in  the  neighborhood.  Each  post  is  unique  with  the  text  "Valencia  Street 
Public  Post."  The  artist  has  also  designed  a  paving  pattern  that  will  be  sand-blasted  onto  the 
sidewalk  and  maintained  by  DPW.  Installation  will  take  place  in  mid-June  2010.  Commissioners 
supported  the  final  designs  for  the  artwork. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  Michael  Arcega's  design  development  for  four  unique  sculptural 
capitals  and  clamshell  bases  installed  on  four  wooden  poles  along  Valencia  Street. 
Moved:  Sklar/Chew 

10.  Memorial  Court  Project 

Ms.  Pontious  provided  an  update  on  the  development  of  the  Memorial  Court  Project  and  the 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  ("MOU")  with  the  War  Memorial  Board.  She  reported  that  the  War 
Memorial  Board  would  like  a  memorial  that  incorporates  water,  to  represent  spilled  blood,  seating 
and  lighting.  A  fundraising  goal  of  $250,000  was  given  to  the  Board  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  design 
proposal  and  the  display  of  the  proposals,  which  is  anticipated  to  take  place  on  Veteran's  Day  2010. 
Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  Request  for  Qualifications  will  encourage  collaboration  between  an 
artist  and  a  landscapes  architect.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  opportunity  for  the  Arts 
Commission  to  manage  this  project  was  largely  due  to  the  success  of  the  Harvey  Milk  Bust  in  City 
Hall. 

11.  Temporary  Installation  on  Civic  Center  Plaza 

Ms.  Manton  reported  on  the  installation  of  the  sculpture  "Three  Heads  Six  Arms"  by  Zhang  Huan  on 
Civic  Center  Plaza  as  part  of  the  Shanghai  Sister  Cities  2010  celebration.  She  stated  that  the  work 
has  never  been  shown  outside  of  Shanghai.  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  with  the  assistance  of 
Commissioner  Chew,  roundtrip  transportation  of  the  sculpture  by  boat  between  Shanghai  and 
Oakland  is  being  generously  covered  by  an  anonymous  donor.  She  also  confirmed  with  a  structural 
engineer  that  the  weight  of  the  sculpture  will  not  damage  the  roof  of  the  Civic  Center  garage.  Ms. 
Manton  reported  that  the  next  step  is  to  fundraise  for  the  project,  which  has  an  estimated  budget  of 
$200,000.  The  budget  includes  a  fee  for  a  translator  for  the  docent  tours  during  the  exhibition  as 
well  as  full-time  security  during  festivals  in  Civic  Center  Plaza;  she  will  also  try  to  utilize  the 
services  of  the  security  guards  that  currently  patrol  buildings  around  Civic  Center  Plaza.  The  Arts 
Commission  is  also  working  with  Atthowe  Fine  Arts  and  PaceWildenstein  to  get  an  estimate  for  the 
cost  of  installation  of  the  artwork.  Commissioners  expressed  their  enthusiasm  about  the 
installation.

12.  Transbay  Transit  Center 

Ms.  Manton  presented  the  conceptual  proposals  for  the  permanent  artwork  at  the  new  Transbay 
Transit  Center.  She  stated  that  she  has  worked  closely  with  Executive  Director  of  Transbay  Joint 
Powers  Authority,  Maria  Ayerdi-Kaplan,  and  architect  Fred  Clarke  of  Pelli  Clarke  Pelli,  who  are  both 
supportive,  knowledgeable  and  intelligent  about  art,  to  identify  specific  sites  that  would  be 
appropriate  for  the  artwork,  including  the  Grand  Concourse,  the  light  columns,  and  Mission  Square. 
Artist  Julie  Chang,  who  recently  received  her  MFAfrom  Stanford  University  and  lives  within  blocks 
from  the  Terminal,  is  creating  a  giant  tapestry  for  the  floor  of  the  Grand  Concourse  that  is  inspired 
by  the  geography,  nature,  and  culture  of  San  Francisco.  Artist  Jenny  Holzer  has  proposed  white  LED 
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horizontally-scrolling  text  that  will  wrap  around  the  elliptical  glass  enclosure  that  encircles  the  light 
column  on  the  second  level.  She  will  use  text  specific  to  San  Francisco  and  the  height  of  the  text  will 
be  either  11  feet  or  19  feet;  the  artist's  studio  is  still  refining  the  budget  but  estimated  difference  in 
cost  for  these  two  proposed  heights  is  about  $1  million.  Ms.  Holzer  is  also  proposing  a  temporary 
outdoor  projection  on  the  facade  of  the  Transit  Center  to  celebrate  its  opening.  Artist  Tim 
Hawkinson  has  proposed  a  monumental  work,  about  35  to  40  feet  high,  of  an  Inuit  guardian  figure 
called  inukshuk,  fashioned  from  recycled  chunks  of  concrete  from  the  old  terminal.  Artist  Jamie 
Carpenter,  who  was  originally  working  on  the  light  column,  is  now  considering  an  alternate  site  as 
Ms.  Holzer's  work  will  wrap  around  the  light  columns,  and  artist  Ned  Kahn  is  creating  a  series  of 
waterjets  on  the  rooftop  park  that  will  be  triggered  by  the  flow  of  buses  on  the  deck  below. 
Commissioners  expressed  their  enthusiasm  about  the  group  of  artists  selected  for  the  Transit 
Center,  which  include  well-known  and  established  artists  as  well  as  more  emerging  ones,  and  the 
use  of  recycled  materials  in  some  of  the  proposals. 

13.  New  Business 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  design  proposal  by  Laurel  True  (DBA  True  Mosaics)  for  an  artwork  for 
the  Hayes  Valley  Playground.  She  reminded  Commissioners  that  due  to  the  small  budget  size  of 
$20,000  for  this  project,  Ms.  True  was  direct  selected  and  approved  by  the  Arts  Commission  to 
create  a  proposal  for  the  artwork  at  Hayes  Valley  Playground.  Ms.  True  has  proposed  an  amorphous 
spherical  shaped  mosaic  sculpture.  The  mosaic  will  include  tile,  glass  and  recycled  concrete.  The 
sculpture  features  a  number  of  colorful  circular  designs  located  on  all  sides  of  the  piece  which  are 
slightly  elevated  at  their  centers.  The  main  background  color  of  the  sculpture  is  blue.  Commissioner 
Garcia-Nakata  commented  that  Ms.  True's  proposal  is  appropriate  for  the  playground.  Ms.  Loworn 
stated  that  as  the  work  is  on  a  fast  timeline  and  fabrication  needs  to  start  soon,  she  will  place  the 
motion  to  approve  design  on  the  Full  Commission  meeting  agenda  for  February  1  and  will  have  the 
artist  bring  a  mock-up  to  the  next  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  the  artist 
should  ensure  that  the  surface  of  the  mosaic  sculpture  does  not  have  any  sharp  edges  as  it  will  be 
well-used  by  children.

There  was  no  old  business  to  report.

2.  Ortega  Branch  Library 

Mary  Chou 

Public  Art  Program  Associate  Mary  Chou  prefaced  her  presentation  of  artist  team  Wowhaus'  revised 
clay  models  of  two  mosaic  fish  sculptures  by  summarizing  the  opinion  of  the  committee  at  the 
preceding  month's  meeting  that  the  artists'  models  were  inconsistent  with  the  images  that  were 
originally  proposed.  She  then  pointed  out  recent  alterations  made  to  the  models  based  on  the 
committee's  suggestions,  including  reshaping  of  the  smaller  fish's  tail  and  changes  to  the 
proportions  of  the  larger  fish.  Ms.  Chou  also  noted  that  due  to  the  wooden  armature  defining  the 
basic  shape  and  position  of  the  models  they  were  limited  as  to  how  much  they  could  be  reworked. 
Artist  Ene  Osteraas-Constable  of  Wowhaus  addressed  the  committee  via  speaker  phone  and 
informed  them  that  Wowhaus  intends  to  present  the  work  in  full  scale  before  final  fabrication  in 
order  to  allow  for  any  revisions  as  requested  by  the  committee.  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan 
Pontious  responded  by  saying  that  the  concerns  voiced  by  both  staff  and  commissioners  upon 
review  of  the  current  models  have  been  focused  on  the  aesthetic  success  of  the  piece,  an  issue  that 
can  not  be  resolved  by  changes  in  scale.  Adding  to  Ms.  Pontious'  comment,  the  committee  members 
all  agreed  that  the  changes  made  to  the  models  demonstrated  an  overall  improvement,  but  that 
additional  refinement  is  necessary,  particularly  regarding  the  form  and  posture  of  the  larger  fish.  In 
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light  of  this,  Commissioner  Johnston  recommended  that  the  motion  to  approve  the  design  be 
postponed  and  calendared  for  the  upcoming  meeting  of  the  full  commission.  Commissioner  Garcia- 
Nakata  also  offered  to  meet  with  the  artists  in  person  to  discuss  further  changes  to  their  models.

3.  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Unit  -  Plaza 

Jennifer  Lovvorn  and  artist  Anna  Valentino  Murch 

Public  Art  Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  introduced  artist  Anna  Valentina  Murch,  the  artist 
selected  to  develop  an  art  concept  for  the  General  Hospital  plaza.  Ms.  Murch  began  her  presentation 
to  the  committee  by  showing  slides  of  past  work  commissioned  for  public  spaces  similar  the  site  at 
General  Hospital.  Ms.  Murch  then  displayed  renditions  of  seating  and  sculptural  elements  to  be 
sighted  between  the  hospital's  new  emergency  room  entrance  and  the  existing  hospital  building. 
These  artist-designed  features  are  to  include  a  series  of  curvilinear  granite  benches,  gradational 
basket-like  benches  with  integrated  planters  at  their  center,  and  a  single,  six-foot  stainless  steel 
lantern  form.  In  addition  to  these  proposed  elements  which  serve  a  dual  purpose  as  public  seating 
and  safety  bollards,  the  artist  suggested  that  planting  beds  within  the  space  be  designed  to  mirror 
the  curving  arrangement  of  her  benches  and  planters. 

The  committee  expressed  unanimous  approval  of  Ms.  Murch's  design  and  cautioned  that  additional 
elements  located  within  the  site,  as  suggested  by  the  hospital's  art  steering  committee,  could  be 
disruptive  to  the  successful  composition  of  the  artist's  design. 

Ms.  Loworn  added  that  Ms.  Murch  had  intended  to  incorporate  a  mosaic  mural  on  the  hospital 
facade  as  part  of  her  design  for  the  space,  but  due  to  the  logistics  and  expense  involved  it  could  not 
be  realized.  Ms.  Pontious  suggested  that  because  the  elimination  of  the  mural  is  of  concern  to  the 
artist,  the  opportunity  to  add  a  second  lantern  form  or  benches  to  an  additional  space  as  identified 
by  the  steering  committee  may  prove  to  be  a  viable  compromise.

4.  Leland  Avenue  Streetscape  Improvement  Project 

Mary  Chou 

Ms.  Chou  reviewed  design  developments  for  artist  team  REBAR's  project,  Street  Life,  for  the  Leland 
Avenue  Streetscape  Improvement  Project.  These  include  orientation  of  the  sculpture  towards  the 
intersection  of  Leland  Avenue  and  Bayshore  Boulevard,  changing  the  color  of  the  meter  heads  from 
red  to  orange  in  order  to  distinguish  them  from  the  palette  of  the  existing  streetscape,  and  the 
addition  of  colored  glass  in  the  meter  windows  in  order  to  catch  and  reflect  ambient  light.  She  also 
noted  that  the  text  on  the  galvanized  steel  poles  had  been  further  developed  by  the  artists  and  will 
contain  words  generated  through  community  meetings,  as  well  as  the  word  "reflect'  in  raised  type  in 
the  back  of  the  artwork.  Ms.  Chou  concluded  by  stating  that  the  artwork  will  consist  of  twenty-three 
poles  joined  around  a  central  support  and  the  meter  heads  will  be  fixed  at  approximately  ten  feet.

5.  Visitacion  Valley  Branch  Library 

Mary  Chou 

Ms  Chou  introduced  the  artist  team  of  Mark  Grieve  and  liana  Spector,  as  well  as  Andy  Malone,  the 
building's  architect.  Mr.  Grieve  then  addressed  the  committee,  explaining  that  the  artwork  will  be 
suspended  from  the  beamed  ceiling  of  the  library's  main  reading  room  beneath  a  central  oculus,  and 
will  consist  of  a  network  of  interlocking  steel  hoops  and  recycled  bicycle  gears.  The  largest  of  the 
hoops  will  be  seventeen  feet  in  diameter,  and  the  sculpture  will  hang  approximately  twenty  feet 
above  the  floor  at  its  lowest  point.  The  artwork  will  be  designed  to  accommodate  the  building's 
hanging  light  fixtures  and  its  materials  are  intended  to  contrast  with  the  ceiling's  oak  beams  and 
dark  blue  vaults.

6.  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Unit  -  Roof  Garden 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Ms.  Loworn  informed  the  committee  of  changes  to  the  paving  design  by  Masayuki  Nagase  for  the 
roof  garden  of  General  Hospital's  acute  care  unit.  Due  to  patient  mobility  needs  and  requirements 
dictating  that  the  rooftop  egress  be  clearly  marked  and  free  of  visual  interruption,  Mr.  Nagase  has 
repositioned  and  relocated  certain  seating  and  paving  elements.  He  will  also  revise  the  paving 
design  to  include  a  single  integral  color  in  order  to  avoid  high  contrasts  that  may  prove  disorienting 
to  patients.  Ms.  Loworn  concluded  by  stating  that  the  art  steering  committee  was  supportive  of  the 
artist's  proposed  changes.

7.  Hayes  Valley  Playground  Public  Art  Project 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  committee  with  a  mock  up  of  artist  Laurel  True's  proposed  materials  and 
surface  treatment  for  the  playground's  mosaic  sculptures.  She  also  explained  that  although  Ms. 
True  does  not  intend  the  artwork  to  be  a  climbing  structure,  her  design  has  taken  into  account  that 
given  the  size  and  location  of  the  work,  climbing  is  to  be  expected. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  mock  up  of  the  materials  and  surface  treatment  for  the  mosaic 
sculpture  by  Laurel  True  for  the  Hayes  Valley  Playground.

8.  Mission  Playground 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  results  of  the  Mission  Playground  artist  selection  process  and  informed 
the  committee  that  San  Francisco-based  artist  Michael  Bartalos  was  selected  for  the  commission. 
She  added  that  Mr.  Bartalos  was  one  of  a  pool  of  thirteen  individuals  assembled  with  an  emphasis 
on  San  Francisco  and  Mission  District  artists.  Commissioner  Beltran  noted  that  of  the  thirteen,  Mr. 
Bartalos  was  selected  unanimously  by  the  selection  panelists.  Ms.  Loworn  concluded  by  explaining 
that  Mr.  Bartalos  will  be  designing  approximately  eight  to  ten  fence  panels  for  the  playground. 
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Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  selection  of  Michael  Bartalos  as  recommended  by  the  Mission 
Playground  Artist  Selection  Panel  for  the  public  art  project  for  Mission  Playground.

Motion:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  Michael 
Bartalos  for  design  of  artwork  for  Mission  Playground  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $16,000.

9.  Emergency  Removal  of  Artwork  from  Broderick  and  Bush  Mini  Park 

Allison  Cummings 

Civic  Art  Collection  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  informed  the  Committee  of  the  need  to 
remove  Paul  Selinger's  sculpture  Untitled,  1971  (Accession  #1971.44)  from  its  current  location  at 
Broderick  and  Bush  Mini  Park  due  to  the  artwork's  advanced  deterioration.  Ms.  Cummings  stressed 
that  as  assessed  by  a  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  structural  engineer,  the  sculpture  should  be 
considered  a  threat  to  public  safety  and  will  need  to  be  dismantled  and  stored  on  site  while  Arts 
Commission  staff  completes  the  formal  deaccessioning  process.  Upon  Ms.  Manton's  suggestion,  Ms. 
Cummings  agreed  that  public  notice  of  the  artwork's  removal  will  need  to  be  posted  within  the  park. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  removal  and  temporary  storage  of  Paul  Selinger's  sculpture 
Untitled,  1971  (Accession  #1971.44)  from  Broderick  and  Bush  Mini  Park  while  the  formal 
de-accession  process  is  completed,  as  the  work's  current  condition  presents  a  threat  to  public  safety. 
Moved:  Beltran/Sklar  Following  this  motion  Commissioner  Sklar  left  the  meeting  at  4:45  p.m. 

10.  Airport  Susan  Pontious  Ms.  Pontious  presented  images  of  fabrication  mock  ups  of  Nori  Sato's 
glass  canopy  for  the  facade  of  Terminal  Two  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  She  also 
informed  the  committee  that  the  Arts  Commission's  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  has  expressed 
concern  over  the  way  in  which  the  artist's  glass  panels  intersect  with  the  terminal  building  and  are 
requesting  that  the  panels  be  truncated  at  these  points.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  to  alter  the 
design  in  such  a  way  would  severely  impact  both  the  artist's  intent  and  the  fabrication  schedule. 

Commissioner  Beltran  expressed  her  opinion  that  truncating  the  artwork's  end  panels  where  they 
meet  the  building  would  inevitably  disturb  the  overall  balance  of  all  the  panels  and  significantly 
alter  Ms.  Sato's  design.  Commissioner  Johnston  agreed  that  the  proposed  changes  would  negatively 
impact  the  intrinsic  quality  of  the  artwork.  He  also  added  that  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee 
does  not  have  jurisdiction  to  curtail  artwork  as  designed  for  an  existing  proposal.  He  then 
recommended  that  the  two  committees  increase  communication  so  that  decisions  made  by  one 
committee  do  not  impede  the  other's  process.  Commissioner  Johnston  concluded  by  saying  that  in 
Ms.  Sato's  case  the  project  needs  to  maintain  its  existing  design  and  move  ahead  as  scheduled. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  of  fabrication  mock-up  of  Nori  Sato's  glass  for  Terminal  Two  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  and  notice  to  proceed  with  fabrication. 
Moved:  Beltran/Chew 

Ms.  Pontious  then  presented  images  of  Clare  Rojas'  completed  artwork,  Blue  Deer,  as  recently 
installed  in  Boarding  Area  G  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  Clare  Rojas'  Blue  Deer,  executed  in  paint  and  pigmented  ink  on  wooden 
panels  with  wood  frame  and  molding  as  installed  in  Boarding  Area  G  of  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  and  approve  acceptance  into  the  Civic  Art  Collection. 
Moved:  Beltran/Chew 

11.  Blue  Greenway  Signage  and  Sculpture  Projects 

Eleanor  Beaton 

Public  Art  Project  Manager  Eleanor  Beaton  began  by  introducing  the  Blue  Greenway,  explaining 
that  the  project,  as  directed  by  the  Neighborhood  Parks  Council,  will  create  a  multi-purpose 
recreational  system  along  San  Francisco's  southeastern  waterfront  from  China  Basin  to  the  county 
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line  near  Candlestick  Point.  Along  the  planned  thirteen-mile  corridor  there  will  be  opportunities  for 
artist-designed  interpretive  signage,  a  wayfinding  system,  and  possible  sculptural  elements  and  a 
gateway  near  Heron's  Head  Park. 

Ms.  Beaton  then  offered  the  following  arts  professionals  as  potential  art  selection  panelists  for  the 
project:  Barbara  Ockel,  Director,  Bayview  Opera  House,  Joanna  Haigood,  Director,  Zaccho  Dance, 
Camille  Utterback,  artist,  Mildred  Howard,  artist,  Hung  Liu,  artist,  John  Roloff,  artist,  Amy 
Trachtenberg,  artist,  Walter  Kitundu,  artist,  Mark  Baugh  Sasaki,  artist,  Margie  O'Driscoll,  Executive 
Director,  AIA,  San  Francisco  Chapter,  John  Peterson,  architect  and  founder  of  Public  Architecture, 
Mona  El  Khafif,  Project  Coordinator,  CCA  Urbanlab,  Rigo,  artist,  Jeannene  Przyblyski,  art  historian, 
and  Cliff  Garten,  artist. 

Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  suggested  that  Marianna  Stark,  Executive  Director  of  the  San 
Francisco  Art  Dealer's  Association  be  added  to  the  list.  Commissioner  Beltran  also  suggested  the 
inclusion  of  Jennifer  Morla,  a  local  graphic  designer.

12.  New  Business 

Public  Art  Program  Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  announced  the  pilot  project  for  the  Central 
Subway  Temporary  Art  Program,  titled  The  Chinatown  Journey.  Working  with  the  Chinese 
Historical  Society,  the  Chinese  Cultural  Center  will  collect  twenty  oral  histories  of  immigrants 
residing  in  Chinatown  who  entered  the  Bay  Area  through  Angel  Island,  including  interviews  with 
those  still  living  and  those  gathered  through  archival  materials.  The  project  artists  will  conduct 
workshops  and  interactions  with  Chinatown  residents  to  develop  ideas  for  their  artworks.  Lauren 
Huang,  Poet  in  Residence  at  the  Gold  Mountain  Society,  will  work  with  society  members  to  write 
and  calligraph  traditional  Chinese  poetry.  Visual  artists,  a  poet,  a  composer  and  a  theatrical 
performer  will  also  create  artworks  based  on  the  materials  gathered.  From  March  to  August  2011, 
visual  artists  Belli  Liu,  Hou  Yu  Mei,  Feng  Jin  and  Justin  Hoover  will  exhibit  their  project  artworks 
in  community  storefront  locations  and  on  the  bridge  spanning  Kearney  Street  between  Portsmouth 
Square  and  the  Chinese  Cultural  Center  located  at  the  Hilton  Hotel.  Theater  artist  Charlie  Chin's 
performance  about  a  Chinese  immigrant  who  worked  on  the  transcontinental  railroad  will  be  staged 
approximately  once  a  month  in  alleyways  throughout  Chinatown.  The  work  will  also  be  staged  with 
a  new  musical  composition  by  Jon  Jang  as  part  of  an  outdoor  festival  on  the  Kearney  Street  bridge 
in  July  2011.  Ms.  Moran  added  that  this  particular  proposal  was  chosen  by  the  selection  panel  based 
on  its  overall  artistic  merit,  the  ability  of  the  Chinese  Culture  Center  to  manage  the  project,  the  high 
percentage  of  funding  to  participating  artists,  and  the  significant  amount  of  meaningful  community 
engagement. 

Ms.  Manton  informed  the  committee  that  Arts  Commission  staff  had  been  working  with  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  explore  ways  in  which  pooled  art  enrichment  funds  from  Public  Utilities 
Commission  projects  may  be  used  to  create  public  projects  that  are  in  keeping  with  the  agency's 
desire  to  leave  a  lasting  artistic  legacy.  Some  of  the  ideas  in  discussion  include  a  commission  in 
Ferry  Park  inspired  by  the  journey  of  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy,  the  hiring  of  a  photographer  in 
residence  to  document  the  re-building  of  the  water  infrastructure,  a  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir 
interpretive  project,  and  the  installation  of  a  sculptural  wind  turbine  located  on  top  of  the  Baker 
Street  Pump  Station.  As  examples  of  projects  already  in  progress,  Ms.  Manton  cited  the 
Philosopher's  Walk  at  McLaren  Park  by  artists  Susan  Schwartzenberg  and  Peter  Richards,  artist- 
designed  kinetic  elements  for  the  exterior  of  the  Randall  Museum,  and  Wowhaus'  Sunnyside 
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Menagerie  at  the  Sunnyside  Conservator,  which  received  partial  funding  from  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  due  to  the  project's  proximity  to  adjacent  Public  Utilities  Commission  property. 

13.  Old  Business 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  Veterans  Memorial  project  is  progressing  and  has  received  the 
support  of  the  mayor.  She  added  that  both  former  Secretary  of  Defense  William  Perry  and  former 
Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz  will  be  serving  as  project  chairs.  Currently,  a  request  for 
qualifications  for  artists  and  architects  is  scheduled  to  be  issued  in  March  2010.  Selection  panelists 
are  to  be  named  and  approved  in  March  as  well.  Ms.  Pontious  concluded  by  welcoming  any 
recommendations  of  artists  who  are  veterans  that  might  serve  as  panelists.

Ms.  Pontious  then  discussed  possible  approaches  for  a  new  project  for  Boarding  Area  E,  which  is 
slated  for  refurbishment.  She  explained  that  there  will  be  some  change  in  the  floor  plan  but  not 
much.  The  site  also  has  a  low  ceiling  and  there  is  virtually  no  wall  space  and  no  ceiling  space,  so  the 
art  opportunities  are  limited.  By  Ms.  Pontious'  assessment,  the  only  place  to  integrate  artwork  is  the 
terrazzo  floor,  which  is  approximately  30'  wide  and  800'  long.  The  art  enrichment  budget  is 
approximately  $250,000.  Ms.  Pontious  will  ask  the  architects  to  come  up  with  a  color  palette.

3.  Blue  Greenway  Signage  and  Sculpture  Projects 

Port  of  San  Francisco  Master  Planning  Project  Manager  David  Beaupre  presented  the  public  art 
opportunities  associated  with  the  Blue  Greenway  project.  The  Blue  Greenway  project  is  made 
possible  with  funds  from  the  2008  Clean  and  Safe  General  Obligation  Bond,  which  generated 
approximately  $400,000  in  art  enrichment  funds  for  public  artworks  associated  with  the  project. 
The  Port,  which  is  a  self-supporting  enterprise  agency,  is  a  trustee  of  the  land  adjacent  to  San 
Francisco  Bay.  As  a  trustee,  the  Port  is  committed  to:  promoting  maritime  commerce,  navigation 
and  fisheries,  protecting  natural  resources,  and  attracting  public  to  use  and  enjoy  the  waterfront. 

According  to  Mr.  Beaupre,  the  Blue  Greenway  is  more  than  a  trail;  it  is  a  unifying  identity  for  the 
13-mile  corridor  along  San  Francisco's  southeastern  waterfront.  The  Blue  Greenway  will  link 
established  open  spaces;  create  new  recreational  opportunities  and  green  infrastructure;  provide 
public  access  through  the  implementation  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Trail,  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  Water  Trail,  and  green  corridors  to  surrounding  neighborhoods;  install  public  art  and 
interpretive  elements;  support  stewardship;  and  advocate  for  waterfront  access  as  an  element  of  all 
planning  and  development  processes  over  time.  Public  art  will  play  an  important  role  in  attracting 
people  to  the  Blue  Greenway  project  areas,  which  include:  Bayfront  Park  Shoreline,  Pier  70  Crane 
Cove  Park,  Warm  Water  Cove  Park,  Islais  Creek,  and  Heron's  Head  Park. 

In  addition  to  public  art  opportunities  at  the  various  outdoor  sites,  Mr.  Beaupre  also  proposed  that 
art  enrichment  funds  could  be  used  to  integrate  art  into  signage,  wayfinding  and  interpretation 
along  the  Blue  Greenway.  Because  the  northern  waterfront  areas  have  significant  public  artworks, 
the  Port  would  like  to  focus  the  art  enrichment  funds  on  the  southern  section  of  the  project  area  for 
greater  equity.  Mr.  Beaupre  is  working  with  Ms.  Pontious  and  Project  Manager  Eleanor  Beaton  on 
how  to  best  allocate  and  maximize  art  enrichment  funds.  The  grain  silos  located  at  pier  92,  which 
have  been  abandoned  since  the  1970s  are  being  considered  for  a  large-scale  public  art  project, 
possibly  using  a  light  element.  The  silo  project  would  be  paid  for  out  of  the  Port's  discretionary 
funds,  not  art  enrichment  monies.  If  implemented,  a  public  art  project  that  integrates  the  silos  may 
provide  an  attractive  gateway  to  the  Bayview  district,  and  may  be  a  destination.  Mr.  Beaupre 
emphasized  that  the  Port  is  committed  to  working  closely  with  the  surrounding  neighborhoods,  and 
that  the  public  art  competition  would  be  open  to  the  community. 
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Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  about  the  future  of  the  silos  to  which  Mr.  Beaupre  replied  that 
they  had  not  been  used  since  the  1970s  and  that  there  is  a  chance  that  they  may  be  demolished  in 
the  future.  Commissioner  Johnston  asked  if  the  silos  were  on  Port  property  to  which  Mr.  Beaupre 
replied  yes.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  whether  or  not  there  would  be  a  thorough 
community  process  and  if  so,  which  groups  will  the  Port  target.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  Arts 
Commission  would  work  with  the  shipyard  artists  and  their  existing  outreach  network  and  Mr. 
Beaupre  added  that  the  Port  is  currently  working  with  eight  different  community  groups  along  the 
Greenway,  as  well  as  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  and  resident  artists.  The  Arts 
Commission  and  the  Port  will  coordinate  its  community  outreach  efforts.  Director  of  Programs  Jill 
Manton  added  that  the  public  art  program  team  would  work  with  Project  Manager  Kate  Patterson  to 
research  additional  community  groups  and  artists  living  or  working  in  the  project  areas. 

Ms.  Manton  mentioned  that  as  the  port  considers  whether  it  would  like  one  large  sculpture  verses 
two,  the  scale  of  the  sculpture  should  be  taken  into  consideration,  because  even  a  very  large 
sculpture  might  be  dwarfed  by  the  magnificent  backdrop  of  the  bay  and  City.  She  also  noted  that  the 
scale  would  have  to  be  consistent  and  that  you  would  want  it  to  be  seen  from  land  or  from  the  sea. 
Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  complemented  Mr.  Beaupre  on  the  plan  and  asked  about  the  timeline. 
Mr.  Beaupre  said  that  the  Port  wants  to  move  quickly  on  the  grain  silos  and  that  in  a  year's  time 
they  would  want  to  start  the  art  enrichment  project.  Ms.  Pontious  confirmed  that  the  Public  Art 
staff  is  comfortable  with  the  timeline;  however,  the  earlier  it  could  start  in  2012,  the  better. 

The  Arts  Commission's  Public  Art  Program  staff  is  currently  working  on  a  budget  for  the  silo  project 
and  brainstorming  project  ideas  with  Mr.  Beaupre.  Both  parties  are  interested  in  using  the 
maximum  amount  of  space  on  the  silos  verses  a  small  area.  According  to  Mr.  Beaupre,  engineers 
will  do  a  structural  assessment  before  beginning  the  project.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  agreed 
that  it  would  be  better  to  do  something  all  over  the  structure  rather  than  just  on  one  little  square. 
There  was  also  discussion  about  designing  lighting  for  the  large  cranes  instead  of  the  silos. 
Commissioner  Johnston  asked  when  a  demolition  of  the  silos  might  occur.  Mr.  Beaupre  said  that 
the  demolition  would  be  a  multimillion  dollar  project  and  in  this  economic  climate,  it  is  not  a 
priority.  Commissioner  Johnston  said  that  the  port  just  struck  a  deal  with  a  concrete  recycling  firm 
and  his  concern  is  that  if  we  do  a  public  art  project  that  might  be  demolished  in  10  years,  that  the 
public  might  get  upset  and  he  cited  Brian  Goggin's  Defenestration,  which  was  supposed  to  be 
temporary  and  is  now  in  the  process  of  being  saved  because  the  community  likes  it.  Mr.  Beaupre 
said  his  commission  will  have  to  take  that  into  consideration.  Commissioner  Johnston  expressed 
his  concern  about  spending  money  on  something  that  would  eventually  be  taken  down. 

Ms.  Pontious  said  that  the  project  would  be  presented  as  long  term  temporary.  Ms.  Manton  stated 
that  if  the  project  goes  forward  that  it  would  be  the  largest  art  project  on  an  unutilized  building 
undertaken  in  San  Francisco.  She  added  that  it  has  the  potential  to  draw  an  audience  and  generate 
revenue  for  the  city,  and  she  cited  Olafur  Eliasson's  Waterfalls  in  New  York  City.  Commissioner 
Garcia-Nakata  restated  the  point  of  the  presentation,  which  was  to  put  this  project  on  the  table  and 
to  consider  some  of  these  issues  and  ideas.  Mr.  Beaupre  concurred  that  this  was  just  the  beginning 
of  a  long  process.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  we  would  present  the  project  again  to  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  at  a  later  date. 

4.  Public  Art  Program  Project  Administration 

Ms.  Pontious  gave  a  report  on  the  impact  of  small  projects  on  the  Public  Art  Program  administrative 
budget  and  possible  remedies.  The  impact  of  small  public  art  projects  has  recently  become  a  critical 
issue  because  public  art  staff  has  been  cut  back  and  the  program  also  carries  the  financial  burden  of 
the  civic  art  collection.  Additionally,  accounting  requirements  have  become  increasingly  difficult 
and  more  stringent,  which  is  an  added  drain  on  staff  time  and  resources.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  we 
have  to  start  to  look  at  smaller  budget  projects,  especially  the  Recreation  and  Parks  projects,  and 
determine  whether  or  not  they  can  be  undertaken  within  the  program's  means.  Ms.  Pontious  cited  a 
study  by  a  business  school  graduate  student  that  analyzed  the  cost  of  doing  a  small  public  art 
project.  In  order  for  the  Public  Art  Program  to  break  even,  the  administration  fee,  which  is  20%  of 
the  total  project  budget,  needs  to  be  at  least  $20,000.  In  many  instances  the  total  project  budgets  do 
not  provide  for  an  adequate  administration  fee. 

Commissioner  Johnston  stated  that  he  was  convinced  that  projects  had  become  increasingly  more 
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expensive  and  that  the  pubic  art  program  can  no  longer  sustain  its  current  practice.  However,  he 
wanted  to  know  what  the  impact  would  be  if  the  public  art  program  could  not  fulfill  the  art 
enrichment  ordinance  for  bond  projects.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  it  would  certainly  be  a  political 
issue,  because  the  Arts  Commission  would  have  to  decide  which  facility  would  get  the  art 
enrichment  funds.  As  it  stands  now,  bond  projects  can  either  be  spent  on  the  site  or  on  other  project 
sites  related  to  the  bond.  However,  with  the  Recreation  and  Parks  department  bonds,  the  Arts 
Commission  either  uses  the  funds  or  loses  them. 

Ms.  Pontious  said  that  either  we  have  to  decide  which  projects  we  can  do  or  we  have  to  scale  the 
project  to  the  budget.  Ms.  Pontious  and  Ms.  Manton  clarified  for  Commissioner  Beltran  that  the 
admin  fee  is  a  one  time,  fixed  amount.  Ms.  Manton  said  that  there  is  the  expectation  that  the  Arts 
Commission  will  meet  with  the  community  at  regular  intervals  and  involve  them  in  the  selection 
and  decision-making  process.  The  arts  commission  does  meet  with  the  community  during  its 
process;  however,  it  is  not  enough.  The  public  outreach  process  absorbs  a  significant  amount  of  the 
admin  fee  and  consequently  it  is  breaking  the  bank  of  certain  projects. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  posed  whether  or  not  there  was  a  way  to  establish  a  more  succinct 
community  process  and  how  would  the  Arts  Commission  communicate  that  it  is  not  going  to  work 
on  certain  projects.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Luis  R.  Cancel  was 
considering  putting  a  moratorium  on  projects  with  budgets  below  $100,000  on  the  table  and  was 
planning  on  having  a  discussion  with  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  about  a  possible 
solution  for  future  projects  that  clearly  outlines  the  public  process  and  project  design  parameters. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  encouraged  this  plan  and  for  the  Arts  Commission  to  have  a 
conversation  with  the  Recreation  and  Parks  department  on  protocol  and  setting  priorities.  Ms. 
Manton  cited  the  Library  Improvement  Public  Art  Projects  in  which  the  Arts  Commission  was 
allowed  to  pool  funds  and  divided  it  among  the  various  sites.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that  many  of  the 
projects  are  too  complex  and  the  staff  often  has  to  figure  out  how  to  execute  them,  which  adds  to 
the  admin  costs.  A  solution  would  be  do  simpler  projects,  like  purchasing  an  artwork  that  is  already 
extant.  Commissioner  Johnston  expressed  his  concern  that  voters  might  be  angry  if  they  found  out 
that  their  funds  were  being  pooled  for  another  park  in  a  different  area.  He  added  that  he  is  not  in 
favor  of  a  moratorium  on  projects  under  $100,000.  He  suggested  sitting  down  with  General 
Manager  Phil  Ginsberg  to  discuss  projects  in  the  pipeline,  to  explain  their  complexities,  and  to 
broach  the  idea  of  priorities.  Commissioner  Johnston  said  that  he  didn't  think  that  Arts 
Commission  would  be  able  to  raise  the  20%  fee  but  that  we  may  be  able  to  cap  a  portion  of  the  fee 
on  community  outreach.  He  added  that  the  Public  Art  Program  needs  to  establish  hard  boundaries 
when  it  comes  to  its  public  process  so  that  people  are  aware  and  know  when  and  how  to  participate 
in  public  meetings.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  added  that  whatever  process  is  implemented  it 
should  be  standard  procedure. 

Ms.  Manton  suggested  that  for  that  for  smaller  projects  we  should  state  up  front  that  we  will 
identify  existing  works  that  are  appropriate.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  Mission  Playground  might  be  a 
model  project  to  track  how  a  simplified  project  might  be  implemented.  Commissioner  Johnston 
stated  that  the  reality  is  that  the  large  portion  of  the  population  isn't  in  anyway  cognizant  about  how 
much  public  art  costs  or  even  exists.  He  thinks  they  would  react  negatively  if  they  were  told  they 
couldn't  participate  in  a  public  process. 

Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  made  two  points:  the  first  was  that  the  art  budget  is  often  inadequate 
for  smaller  projects,  because  the  cost  of  material,  fabrication  and  installation  is  so  high.  Secondly, 
she  proposed  creating  a  comprehensive  plan  for  a  group  of  projects.  She  used  the  Library 
Improvement  Project  as  an  example  stating  that  at  the  very  beginning  they  created  a  master  plan 
that  outlined  how  the  funds  would  be  allocated  and  how  many  community  meetings  would  be  held. 
Ms.  Moran  added  that  the  public  isn't  wedded  to  a  unique  artwork  for  each  project.  One  possible 
alternative  would  be  to  commission  one  artist  to  do  multiple  projects  or  to  purchase  an  existing 
work  of  art.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  concluded  that  whatever  policy  is  decided  that  it  needs  to 
be  clearly  communicated  to  the  public. 

Ms.  Pontious  outlined  the  next  steps,  which  are  as  follows:  the  Public  Art  Program  staff  will  work 
with  other  departments  to  reach  an  agreement  about  how  these  projects  can  be  restructured  (i.e. 
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pooling  funds,  direct  purchase)  so  that  they  can  be  managed  within  the  available  administrative  and 
Ms.  Pontious  would  pursue  a  conversation  with  the  head  of  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department. 
Commissioner  Johnston  stated  that  he  thinks  that  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  would 
respond  in  a  positive  way  to  the  Arts  Commission's  recommendations,  but  that  in  general  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee  is  not  supportive  of  a  moratorium. 

5.  Fulton  Playground 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  reported  on  a  proposed  public  art  approach  for  Fulton 
Playground,  which  will  be  implemented  in  conjunction  with  park  renovations.  Ms.  Loworn  met 
with  the  Fulton  Playground  Project  Manager  to  explore  possible  opportunities  for  the  artwork,  and 
she  said  that  she  has  been  working  closely  with  Ms.  Manton  and  Ms.  Pontious  to  streamline  her 
current  Recreation  and  Parks  projects  so  that  they  don't  end  up  costing  more  than  the  actual  budget. 
Fulton  Playground  is  a  40,000-square-foot  park  located  on  Fulton  Street  between  27th  and  28th 
avenues.  As  it  stands  now,  the  Playground  is  a  heavily  paved  site.  As  part  of  2008  Clean  and  Safe 
Bond,  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  will  renovate  historic  playhouse,  removing  barriers  and 
increasing  use.  There  are  plans  to  complete  a  small  garden  in  a  corner  of  the  site  that  will  include 
plantings,  pathways,  and  seating.  Ms.  Loworn  and  Ms.  Pontious  think  the  garden  would  be  an  ideal 
place  to  install  a  human-scale  sculpture  as  a  focal  point  in  the  garden's  central  planter.  The  current 
art  enrichment  budget  is  $51,636,  of  which  approximately  $38,000  would  go  towards  the  purchase 
or  the  commission  of  an  artwork. 

As  the  Playground  plan  further  develops  this  garden  may  be  reconsidered.  Ms.  Pontious  and  Ms. 
Loworn  discussed  alternative  locations  for  the  sculpture  with  Recreation  and  Parks  staff  and 
determined  that  the  front  of  the  building  would  also  be  an  appropriate  location.  The  Recreation  and 
Parks  Project  Manager  and  Architect  were  also  interested  in  an  artistic  treatment  for  the  fence. 
However,  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  staff  is  enthusiastic  about  the  possibility  of  purchasing  a 
sculpture  so  that  it  can  be  a  stand  alone  work  of  art  rather  than  doing  another  integrated  fence 
panel.  The  sculpture  selected  or  purchase  would  be  appropriate  for  the  setting,  which  is  a  garden 
within  a  playground,  and  should  therefore  appeal  to  children.  Ms.  Loworn  proposed  that  the  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission  look  for  artwork  that  is  contemplative,  playful  and  naturalistic.  She 
added  that  staff  would  do  research  at  galleries  and  look  for  artists  who  have  completed  public  art 
projects  and  find  out  if  they  have  existing  sculptures  available  for  purchase.  The  sculptures  would 
be  presented  to  the  selection  panel,  which  would  include  an  Arts  Commissioner,  a  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  representative,  and  two  community  representatives.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata 
expressed  her  happiness  in  the  fact  that  the  city  is  creating  more  green  spaces.

6.  Tutubi  Plaza  Art  Project 

Project  Manager  Eleanor  Beaton  presented  on  the  artist  selected  by  the  Tutubi  Plaza  Art  Project 
Selection  Panel.  The  project  scope  as  given  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  by  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  was  to  transform  the  plaza  into  a  pedestrian  area.  The  Redevelopment 
Agency  wanted  an  artist  to  create  an  artwork  that  would  cover  a  15'x  60'  area.  The  selected  artist  will 
create  a  camera-ready  artwork  that  can  be  translated  into  cement  formulated  from  a  patented 
asphalt-base  material.  This  material  has  the  ability  to  replicate  designs  and  is  being  used  all  over  the 
world.  The  project  contractor  will  take  care  of  the  fabrication  elements. 

The  selection  panel  chose  artist  Jovi  Schnell  who  is  a  San  Francisco  resident.  The  panelists' 
comments  focused  on  the  artist's  interesting  use  of  shapes,  the  fact  that  her  work  is  both  playful 
and  cerebral,  and  that  her  design  would  be  fun  for  children  in  the  area  to  walk  through.  The 
Selection  Panel  chose  artist  Michael  Bartalos  as  the  alternate.  Commissioner  Chew,  who  was  on  the 
Selection  Panel,  commented  that  the  selection  panel  was  diverse,  but  everyone  was  very 
enthusiastic  about  Jovi  Schnell.

7.  Moscone  Center  West 

Ms.  Manton  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  retrofit  of  Facsimile  by  Diller  +  Scofidio  at  Moscone 
Center  West.  On  March  6,  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  retrofitted  the  artwork;  however,  the 
work  is  ongoing.  Some  of  the  parts  that  came  were  different  than  the  construction  drawings  and 
consequently  modifications  had  to  be  made  in  the  field  to  some  of  the  equipment.  It  was  discovered 
that  an  electrical  box  interfered  with  the  movement  of  the  equipment.  There  was  a  full  complement 
of  engineers.  The  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  was  successful  in  replacing  the  wheel.  The  bogies 
were  also  fixed  and  guide  wheels  were  added  to  help  regulate  the  pressure  and  to  keep  the  system 
going  in  straight  trajectory.  However,  it  was  discovered  that  the  bogie  was  too  tight  and, 
consequently,  it  does  not  move.  These  issues  will  continue  to  be  resolved.  The  engineers  think  they 
can  adjust  the  bogies.  Currently,  the  project  is  stuck  on  Howard  Street  while  its  home  base  is  on  4th 
Street.  These  issues  will  continue  to  be  resolved. 

8.  Shanghai  Sister  City  Project 

Ms.  Manton  gave  an  update  on  the  installation  of  Three  Heads  Six  Arms  by  Zhang  Huan  for  the 
Shanghai  Sister  City  project.  Thanks  to  Commissioner  Chew  the  containers  and  the  shipping  were 
donated.  Matson  Navigation  Company  has  agreed  to  cover  the  cost  of  shipping  door  to  door.  The 
loan  agreement  with  PaceWildenstein  gallery  will  be  executed  when  the  insurance  is  in  place.  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission  is  helping  PaceWildenstein  procure  liability  insurance.  PaceWildenstein 
received  an  estimate  for  several  million  because  of  the  City's  policy  about  putting  private  property 
on  public  land.  Ms.  Manton  said  that  she  is  working  with  someone  locally  reduce  the  cost  of  the 
insurance  by  half.  The  sculpture  is  scheduled  to  ship  on  April  5  and  is  estimated  to  arrive  in  San 
Francisco  on  April  25.  The  Mayor's  Chief  of  Protocol  Matthew  Godeau  is  sending  letters  on  behalf  of 
the  Mayor  to  help  expedite  the  customs  paper  work.  Scott  Atthowe  has  generously  donated  the 
administration  time  associated  with  the  sculpture's  installation.  Ms.  Manton  is  currently  soliciting 
other  donations  include  a  free  plane  ticket  and  hotel  accommodations  for  the  artist.  Commissioner 
Chew  asked  if  the  sculpture  was  for  sale  to  which  Jill  replied  yes.  The  sculpture  will  be  on  loan  to 
the  city  for  1.5  years.  Ms.  Manton  is  currently  working  on  securing  the  permit  from  the  Recreation  & 
Parks  Department.  Ms.  Manton  also  recently  presented  the  project  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  was  granted  permission  to  pay  for  the  sculpture  using  PUC  art  enrichment  funds. 
The  dedication  will  be  announced  in  the  coming  weeks. 

9.  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue 

Ms.  Manton  reported  on  the  modified  selection  methods  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  project 
at  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue.  Artist  Ned  Kahn  was  originally  selected,  but  now  other  projects  related 
to  the  project  site  are  being  considered.  Rather  than  do  a  call,  Ed  Herrington  is  fine  with  the  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission  selecting  from  its  2009  prequalified  pool  of  artists  as  a  money  saving 
strategy.  Commissioner  Johnston  suggested  moving  the  bust  of  Michael  O'Shaughnessy  to  the  site. 
Ms.  Manton  said  that  she  agreed  and  that  in  addition  to  that  the  she  would  like  to  develop  some 
kind  of  interpretation  to  accompany  the  bust. 

10.  Planning  Code,  Section  149 

Ms.  Manton  reported  on  the  first  public  meeting  regarding  proposed  changes  to  section  149  of  the 
San  Francisco  Planning  Code.  SPUR  was  not  in  favor  of  changing  code.  Ms.  Manton  is  meeting  with 
Bob  Frieze  to  discuss  the  issue.  Supervisor  Bevan  Dufty  is  eager  to  move  it  forward.  Commissioner 
Johnston  said  that  Supervisor  Dufty  has  one  year  left  in  office,  and  that  he  is  very  supportive  of 
changing  the  code.  He  added  that  if  it  is  not  done  by  Supervisor  Dufty  it  will  be  done  by  Deborah 
Walker. 

11.  11.  Pink  Clouds 
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Ms.  Manton  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  Pink  Cloud  project.  Through  research,  the  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission  found  that  the  project  could  not  be  done  for  $50,000.  The  project  was 
looking  like  a  minimum  of  $150,000,  which  was  more  than  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 
could  spend.  In  addition,  the  community  was  not  happy  with  the  association,  and  Supervisor  Dufty 
ultimately  decided  that  he  didn't  support  the  project  either.  Consequently,  the  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission  will  put  the  project  to  rest  and  start  a  new  process  to  select  an  artwork  for  the  area 
sometime  in  the  future.

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2.  Baker  Street 

Director  of  Programs,  Jill  Manton  presented  Ned  Kahn's  preliminary  proposal  for  a  prototype  of  wind 
activated  turbine  sculptures  to  be  located  on  Baker  Street.  Ms.  Manton  discussed  the  location  and  nature 
of  the  site,  pointing  out  that  it  sits  adjacent  to  Crissy  Field  and  is  near  the  San  Francisco  Yacht  Club.  She 
reported  that  an  artists'  residency  for  this  site  had  been  proposed  to  Tony  Irons,  Deputy  General  Manager 
at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC")  years  ago  and  it  was  met  with  interest.  The 
SFPUC  wished  to  use  the  Baker  Street  site  to  demonstrate  to  the  public  that  having  wind  turbines  not  only 
generates  energy,  but  can  also  be  aesthetically  pleasing.  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  SFPUC  was 
particularly  interested  in  working  with  Ned  Kahn  who  has  world  renowned  expertise  as  an  artist  working 
with  wind. 

Ms.  Manton  then  presented  the  artist's  two  proposals  for  the  turbine  prototypes  and  discussed  the  varying 
degree  of  cost  involved  in  implementing  either  of  the  proposals.  Ms.  Manton  also  reported  that  the  SFPUC 
would  like  to  do  a  cost  share  with  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  ("SFAC")  to  realize  Ned  Kahn's 
project.  She  noted  the  benefits  of  using  SFPUC  engineers  and  other  soft  support  if  the  project  is  handled 
as  a  SFPUC  project.  Ms.  Manton  added  that  the  SFAC's  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  Luis  R.  Cancel,  is 
willing  to  explore  this  project  due  to  the  flexibility  the  SFPUC  has  afforded  in  the  past.

3.  Memorial  Court 

Public  Art  Program  Director,  Susan  Pontious  reported  that  the  Memorandums  of  Understanding  have  been 
signed  by  the  trustees  of  Memorial  Court.  She  also  stated  that  there  will  be  an  event  on  Monday  April  26, 
2010  in  the  Veterans  Building  where  the  site  can  be  viewed.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  when  funds  were 
originally  assembled  for  this  complex  in  the  1920s,  it  was  conceived  as  a  site  that  supported  the  arts  as  well 
as  honored  veterans.  Ms.  Pontius  states  how  honored  she  feels  to  have  a  project  moving  forward  that 
contributes  to  the  original  mission  of  the  site.  Ms.  Pontious  then  reported  that  a  Request  for  Proposals 
will  be  issued  in  the  next  couple  of  weeks  and  pointed  out  that  the  funds  are  in  place  to  get  through  the 
Request  for  Proposals  process. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  project  outline  for  Memorial  Court.

4.  Airport 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  project  updates  for  the  work  of  Charles  Sowers,  Nori  Sato  and  Janet  Echelman  at 
the  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Terminal  Two.  She  reported  that  Mr.  Sower's  work  will  require  a 
glass  case  for  protection.  The  artist  has  designed  a  hanging  track  that  permits  glass  panels  to  slide  allowing 
access  to  the  artwork.  Ms.  Pontius  pointed  out  that  the  cost  estimate  for  building  and  maintaining  the 
glass  case  is  $75,000  which  is  too  high  for  the  project  budget.  Ms.  Pontius  reported  that  she  will  be  talking 
to  Airport  officials  to  see  if  they  will  offer  support  in  funding  the  glass  case. 

Ms.  Pontious  then  presented  the  project  update  for  Nori  Sato's.  She  presented  images  of  panels  that  are 
currently  being  fabricated  in  Germany  and  expressed  how  the  artist's  desired  effect  of  light  change  and 
pixilation  is  being  accomplished. 

Lastly,  Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  project  update  for  Janet  Echelman's  work.  She  reported  that  a 
consensus  has  been  reached  regarding  the  design  of  the  floor.  The  artist  will  make  the  design  look  like  real 
shadows.  Ms.  Pontius  is  currently  waiting  for  samples  to  present  to  the  Commissioners. 

5.  Mission  Playground 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  presented  the  conceptual  design  of  artwork  fence  panels  by  Michael 
Bartalos  for  Mission  Playground.  Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  the  design  proposal  had  been  recently 
presented  at  a  Mission  District  community  meeting  to  get  feedback.  Following  that  meeting,  Bartalos 
further  developed  his  proposal  with  architects.  That  proposal  was  later  displayed  at  the  Mission  Cultural 
Center  as  well  as  on  the  SFAC's  website. 
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Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  the  concept  of  Mr.  Bartalos'  fence  panels  is  a  parade  of  playful  Mission 
characters  or  types  throughout  history  both  real  and  imagined.  She  went  on  to  say  that  both  the  Public  Art 
Program  staff  and  the  San  Francisco  Parks  and  Recreation  staff  have  reviewed  the  design  and  it  was  well 
received  by  all.  Ms.  Loworn  indicated  a  size  requirement  for  open  spaces  within  the  design.  She  then 
pointed  out  that  Mr.  Bartalos  will  review  his  design  to  be  sure  that  all  openings  are  in  accordance,  that 
there  are  no  sharp  edges  and  that  everything  will  be  structurally  sound. 

Ms.  Loworn  addressed  the  Commissioners  for  feedback  on  the  relationship  between  panel  placement  and 
the  location  of  existing  trees  in  the  park.  While  one  side  of  the  fence  is  designed  with  much  space  between 
the  panels,  the  other  side  of  the  fence  is  designed  with  the  panels  closely  grouped  together.  The  artist's 
justification  of  the  tight  grouping  is  to  have  the  procession  of  characters  read  like  a  parade.  A  discussion 
between  Commissioners  ensued  addressing  the  idea  of  breaking  up  the  panels  on  Valencia  rather  than 
going  with  the  artist's  original  intent  of  keeping  them  together.  They  concluded  that  they  would  like  to  see 
conceptual  drawings  that  show  both  options. 

Ms.  Loworn  closed  her  presentation  by  stating  that  Mr.  Bartalos  has  yet  to  select  the  color  and  paint  for 
his  project,  but  that  he  was  leasing  towards  black  to  create  stark  positive  and  negative  contrast. 
Additionally,  she  stated  that  black  would  not  clash  with  the  existing  mural  and  clubhouse  at  the  park 
location.  Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  Mr.  Bartalos  will  meet  with  the  project  architect  to  finalize  materials 
and  paint  choice.  Construction  documents  are  currently  being  completed  with  fabrication  projected  to  be 
final  by  September,  2011.

6.  Hunters  Point  Shipyard 

Amabel  Akwa-Asare  of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  (SFRA)  and  Helene  Fried,  Art  Consultant 
to  the  SFRA  presented  a  courtesy,  informational  presentation  of  public  art  for  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard 
redevelopment  project.  Ms.  Akwa-Asare  began  with  an  overview  of  the  Hunters  Point  Ship  Yard,  a  once 
active  navy  base  located  in  the  South  Eastern  part  of  San  Francisco.  Since  the  1970s,  the  Shipyard  has  been 
severely  neglected  and  the  SFRA  is  in  the  process  of  revitalizing  the  area.  Ms.  Akwa-Asare  discussed  how 
public  art  will  be  part  of  a  cultural  enhancement  project  funded  through  a  Federal  grant. 

Ms.  Akwa-Asare  then  reported  how  the  SFRA  implemented  a  public  workshop  in  May  2009  addressing  the 
type  of  artwork  the  community  would  like  to  see  at  the  Shipyard.  Based  on  results,  the  SFRA  initiated  a 
Request  for  Proposals  using  the  Call  for  Entry  system.  283  artists  submitted  work  for  review  and  32 
finalists  were  invited  to  submit  proposals  of  which  they  received  31.  A  public  reception  displaying  the  31 
proposals  was  held.  Following  the  reception,  a  jury  that  included  many  noted  Bay  Area  arts  professionals 
selected  nine  artists  out  of  the  31  to  move  forward  with  their  proposals. 

Ms.  Akwa-Asare  went  on  to  state  how  the  commissions  range  between  $35,000  and  $400,000  to  ensure  a 
greater  diversity  of  projects.  She  commented  on  the  diversity  of  the  nine  artists  themselves  being  both 
local  and  national  as  well  as  working  in  a  variety  of  mediums.  Ms.  Akwa-Asare  also  pointed  out  the  artists' 
commitment  to  working  with  the  youth  of  the  Bayview-Hunters  Point  Area  and  stressed  that  the  SFRA  is 
working  to  craft  a  program  that  will  involve  local  youth  in  the  development  of  the  artists'  projects. 

Following  Ms.  Akwa-Asare's  project  overview,  Ms.  Fried  presented  the  proposals  of  the  nine  artists:  Jerry 
Banish,  Jessica  Bodner,  Marion  Coleman,  Matthew  Geller,  Heidi  Harden,  Mildred  and  Walter  Hood, 
Matthew  Passmore/Rebar,  Eric  Powell,  and  Jason  Webster. 

Ms.  Akwa-Asare  concluded  the  presentation  by  stating  the  proposals  will  go  to  the  SFRDA  Commission  in 
May  2010.  The  projects  are  expected  to  be  complete  by  2012. 

7.  New  Business 

SOMA  West  McCoppin  Garden  Project 

Project  Manager  Eleanor  Beaton  presented  an  issue  with  the  South  of  Market  ("SOMA")  West  McCoppin 
Garden  Project.  Ms.  Beaton  gave  a  recap  of  the  project  parameters,  a  plan  to  transform  the  McCoppin  area 
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with  a  community  garden,  and  include  a  public  art  project.  She  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  the 
selected  Artists  finalists  for  the  project:  Seyed  Alavi,  Mark  Grieve  and  Scott  Oliver,  with  Michael  Hayden  as 
an  alternate.  Ms.  Beaton  advised  Commissioners  that  Mr.  Grieve  withdrew  from  the  selection  process  and 
the  alternate  Mr.  Hayden  has  taken  his  place. 

Ms.  Beaton  informed  the  Committee  that  preliminary  proposals  from  Mr.  Alavi  and  Mr.  Oliver  were 
reviewed  by  the  SFAC's  Public  Art  Program  staff  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  Landscape  Project 
Manager  where  issues  were  raised  about  the  longevity  and  maintenance  of  Alavi's  proposal.  After  asking 
Mr.  Alavi  to  address  those  concerns,  he  also  withdrew  from  the  selection  process. 

Ms.  Beaton  then  presented  the  Commissioners  with  two  artists  from  the  original  Selection  Panel  vote  that 
had  tallied  high  scores  from  the  Panel  process:  Cork  Marcheschi  and  Matthew  Passmore/Rebar.  She  asked 
that  one  be  chosen  as  an  additional  finalist  for  the  SOMA  West  McCoppin  Garden  Project.  The 
Commissioners  unanimously  voted  to  include  a  motion  to  approve  Matthew  Passmore/Rebar  as  an 
additional  finalist  for  the  Soma  West-McCoppin  Garden  Project  on  the  Full  Commission  Meeting  Agenda 
for  May  3,  2010. 

8.  Old  Business 
Shanghai  Sister  City  Project 

Ms.  Manton  presented  an  update  on  the  installation  of  Three  Heads  Six  Arms  by  Zhang  Huan  for  the 
Shanghai  Sister  City  Project.  She  reported  that  the  sculpture  has  been  shipped  and  is  scheduled  for 
installation.  An  unveiling  of  the  sculpture  will  take  place  on  May  12,  2010.  Ms,  Manton  reported  on  the 
program  highlights  of  the  unveiling  that  include  the  following:  the  blessing  of  the  sculpture  by  Buddhist 
monks,  a  speech  from  the  Consulate  General  of  the  People's  Republic  of  China  in  San  Francisco,  and  an 
interview  with  Zhang  Huan  by  Jay  Xu,  Director  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum.  The  interview  will  be  introduced 
by  the  SFAC's  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  Luis  R.  Cancel.

Jennifer  Loworn 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  reported  on  the  General  Hospital  Artist  Selection  Panel's  final  meeting 
wherein  they  evaluated  proposals  from  four  finalists  for  the  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Unit:  Entry  Drive 
Median:  Gliff  Garten,  Lorna  Jordan,  Anna  Valentina  Murch  and  the  artist  team  Living  Lenses.  The  panel 
unanimously  chose  Gliff  Garten's  proposal  and  ranked  Living  Lenses  as  the  alternate. 

Ms.  Loworn  then  presented  Cliff  Garten's  proposal  for  nine  stainless  steel  sculptures  to  be  installed  on  a 
landscaped  medium.  The  sculptures  vary  in  height  ranging  from  14  to  22  feet  tall  and  at  night  they  are 
intended  to  be  illuminated  by  colored  light  emitting  diode  lighting.  The  artist  proposes  to  study  the  lighting 
color  options  once  the  sculptures  are  fabricated.  Commissioner  Johnston,  who  took  part  in  the  panel 
meeting,  commented  on  the  varying  preference  of  color  for  the  lighting  and  suggested  that  the  issue  be 
brought  to  the  Commission  at  a  later  stage  for  final  approval.

Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  final  design  by  Tom  Otterness  of  mother  with  children  figures  for  the  Potrero 
Avenue  pedestrian  plaza  and  the  series  of  heart  figure  sculptures  for  the  pedestrian  walkway  leading  from 
Potrero  Avenue  to  the  main  hospital  entry.  She  stated  that  Mr.  Otterness's  final  design  is  a  refinement  to 
the  conceptual  design  which  was  approved  by  the  Commission  in  October  2009.  The  final  design  of  the 
mother  with  children  sculpture  contains  the  following  revisions:  it  is  to  be  installed  on  a  9"  high  base  due 
to  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  requirements  for  cane  detection  and  there  are  two  additional  heart 
characters  under  the  daughter's  arm.  The  final  design  of  the  hearts  sculpture  series  contains  the  following 
revisions:  the  series  includes  a  "helping  hands"  heart  to  represent  General  Hospital  staff  and  a  father 
figure  heart.  Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  the  final  design  had  been  presented  to  the  General  Hospital  Art 
Steering  Committee  where  it  was  received  favorably.

Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  art  glass  design  by  Mildred  Howard  for  the  3rd  Floor  curved  glass  element  and 
light  court  windows.  The  design  features  landscape  imagery  layered  with  brightly  colored  floral  elements. 
Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  the  current  design  is  an  extension  and  refinement  of  the  proposal  that  Ms. 
Howard  submitted  as  part  of  the  selection  process,  which  only  included  imagery  for  the  curved  glass 
element.  The  design  now  includes  complementary  imagery  for  the  two  light  court  windows  based  on  the 
same  landscape  and  floral  motif.  She  reported  that  Ms.  Howard's  current  art  glass  design  was  presented  to 
the  General  Hospital  Art  Steering  Committee  where  it  was  well  received.

5.  Mission  Playground 

Jennifer  Loworn 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  studies  for  placement  of  artwork  fence  panels  by  Michal  Bartalos  for  Mission 
Playground  along  the  park's  frontages  on  Valencia  and  19th  streets.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  the  studies 
were  being  presented  in  response  to  the  Commissioners'  request  to  view  possible  placement  variations  at 
the  Visual  Aits  Commission  meeting  on  April  21,  2010.  At  that  time,  the  Commission  gave  approval  of  the 
designs  of  the  fence  panels  and  asked  to  see  how  the  artist  envisioned  the  placement  of  his  work  in 
relation  to  the  background  elements  such  as  park  buildings  and  trees. 

Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  while  conducting  the  placement  studies,  the  artist  determined  that  splitting  the  set 
of  10  panels  between  the  Valencia  and  19th  street  frontages  made  the  artwork  less  visually  impactful  and 
weakened  the  artist's  concept  of  a  parade  of  characters.  To  resolve  these  issues,  the  artist  proposes  to  have 
the  full  set  of  10  panels  installed  on  the  Valencia  Street  frontage.  Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  Project  Manager  is  amenable  to  this  proposal  and  will  also  request  bids  for  the  cost 
of  producing  a  second  set  of  panels  to  be  installed  on  19th  Street.  If  the  bids  are  favorable  and  the  project 
can  afford  a  second  set  of  10  art  panels,  then  there  will  also  be  a  full  set  of  art  panels  installed  on  the  19th 
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Street  frontage. 

After  reviewing  the  studies  for  the  artwork  panel  placement  options,  the  Commissioners  agreed  that  more 
panels  were  necessary  to  achieve  the  artist's  desired  effect.  The  Commissioners  agreed  with  the  proposed 
approach  of  installing  all  ten  panels  together  on  the  Valencia  Street  frontage  and  stated  that  they  would  be 
pleased  to  have  a  second  set  of  10  art  panels  on  19th  Street  if  the  construction  budget  could  support  that 
cost.

Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  presented  Owen  Smith's  final  clay  molds  for  Laguna  Honda. 
Ms.  Pontious  mentioned  that  the  artist,  who  completed  several  mosaic  works  for  Laguna  Honda,  was  in 
the  process  of  creating  relief  sculptures  to  be  displayed  on  the  5th  level  resident  floors.  She  went  on  to 
describe  how  the  artist  was  inspired  by  the  1934  Works  Progress  Administration  murals  of  Glen  Wessel 
placed  in  the  historic  lobby  of  the  facility.  Ms.  Pontious  displayed  images  of  the  clay  models  and  sketches 
of  the  reliefs  each  integrating  a  theme  of  one  of  the  four  elements.  Commissioner  Johnston  commented 
on  how  proud  the  Laguna  Honda  staff  was  of  Owen's  mosaic  works  and  expressed  his  enthusiasm  for  the 
new  work  presented.

7.  San  Francisco  International  Airport  ("SFO")  Terminal  Two 

Eleanor  Beaton,  Susan  Pontious 

Project  Manager  Eleanor  Beaton  presented  Walter  Kitundu's  design  for  Bird  Song  Benches  and  Musical 
Bird  Mural  for  SFO  Terminal  Two  Children's  Area.  Ms.  Beaton  described  the  artist's  proposal:  a  wooden 
wall  with  photographic  imagery  of  various  types  of  birds,  and  two  benches  shaped  like  bird's  wings  that 
function  as  a  musical  instrument  similar  to  a  xylophone;  one  of  the  bird  wings  on  the  mural  is  also  a 
musical  instrument.  Ms.  Beaton  showed  photographs  from  a  recent  studio  visit,  which  illustrated  the 
mock-up  of  one  of  the  wall  panels.  She  also  provided  a  sample  cut-out  of  one  of  the  bird  heads  from  the 
wall  panel. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  Walter  Kitundu's  design  for  Bird  Song  Benches  and  Musical  Bird  Mural  for 
SFO  Terminal  Two  Children's  Area. 
Moved:  Sklar/Beltran 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  on  the  progress  of  Janet  Echelman's  project  for  SFO  Terminal  Two.  She  stated  that 
the  project  is  going  to  be  installed  by  the  general  contractor,  but  the  estimates  given  were  larger  than 
anticipated  and  there  is  concern  about  the  project  going  over  budget.  Ms.  Pontious  indentified  one  cost 
concern  was  the  fans  requested  by  the  artist  to  activate  her  sculpture.  The  artist  is  requesting  five  fans  that 
will  cost  a  total  of  $80,000.  Commissioner  Johnston  stated  that  Ms.  Pontious  should  discuss  this  element 
of  the  installation  with  the  artist  and  investigate  larger  costs  associated  with  the  fans  such  as  conduit  labor 
before  proceeding  with  the  purchase. 

8.  SFO  Boarding  Area  E 

Susan  Pontious 

Ms  Pontious  presented  the  project  outline  for  artist  designed  terrazzo  for  SFO  Boarding  Area  E.  She 
reported  on  SFO's  plans  to  refurbish  Boarding  Area  E,  which  will  consist  mainly  of  upgrading  finishes  and 
remodeling  gate  rooms  and  concessions.  This  boarding  area  has  a  fairly  low  ceiling,  and  no 
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un-programmed  wall  space.  The  new  terrazzo  floor  has  been  identified  as  the  main  art  enrichment 
opportunity.  Ms.  Pontious  further  explained  that  an  artist  designed  terrazzo  floor,  especially  one  that  uses 
rich  color,  will  bring  a  sense  of  vibrancy  and  liveliness  to  what  is  otherwise  an  uninspired  space.  The  final 
art  enrichment  budget  has  not  been  calculated  yet,  but  it  is  estimated  to  be  approximately  $250,000;  or 
approximately  $200,000  for  project  costs  and  $50,000  for  administration.  This  is  a  fast  track  project;  the 
architects  are  expected  to  be  hired  by  July,  and  the  remodel  finished  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  an  artist  will  be  selected  based  on  past  work  to  develop  a  design  for  the 
terrazzo.  This  design  will  be  incorporated  into  the  Boarding  Area  E's  construction  documents  and  executed 
under  the  Boarding  Area  E's  general  contractor.  The  artist's  contract  is  expected  to  be  $30,000  -  $35,000 
for  the  artist's  design  and  artist's  subcontractors  for  computer  work  and  construction  documents.  Ms. 
Pontious  mentioned  that  due  to  severe  time  restrictions,  a  fast  track  selection  process  will  be  used  and 
artist  eligibility  will  be  limited  to  San  Francisco.  A  new  Request  For  Proposals  will  not  be  issued;  artists 
already  in  the  pre-qualified  artist  pool  will  be  considered  for  the  project,  as  well  as  those  specifically 
invited  to  apply.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  Public  Art  Program  staff  will  develop  a  short  list  of  artists 
who  will  be  presented  to  the  selection  panel.  The  selection  panel  process  for  projects  under  $50,000  will 
be  used.  The  panel  will  consist  of  an  SFO  representative,  and  Arts  Commission  representative,  and  an  arts 
professional. 

Commissioner  Johnston  asked  if  there  were  federal  funds  being  used  for  the  project  that  would  prohibit 
limiting  geographical  eligibility.  Commission  Johnson  then  suggested  that  Ms.  Pontious  investigate  any 
restrictions  form  the  funding  source  and  then  proceed  accordingly.

Building:  Interior  Lobby 

Jill  Manton,  Regina  Almaguer 

Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  introduced  Ed  Harrington  and  Shelby  Campbell  from 
the  PUC  to  the  Commissioners  and  thanked  them  for  attending  the  meeting.  Ms.  Manton 
and  Consultant  Regina  Almaguer  then  presented  the  design  of  a  water  wall  by  artist  Ned 
Kahn  for  the  interior  lobby  of  the  PUC  Building  at  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue.  Ms. 
Almaguer  explained  the  artist's  concept  of  working  with  light,  power  and  water  to  create 
an  enclosed,  backlit  wall  utilizing  a  polycarbonate  panel  system  reinforced  by  stainless 
steel  rods  to  be  installed  along  the  building's  stairwell.  The  water  wall  is  designed  to 
encase  both  sides  of  the  stairwell  with  hidden  pumps  underneath  to  circulate  the  water. 
Ms.  Almaguer  further  explained  that  the  project  will  require  minimal  maintenance  as  the 
design  allows  access  to  the  lighting  and  water  pump  systems  that  will  be  maintained  by 
the  building  staff.  Commissioner  Beltran  raised  issues  surrounding  the  potential  for 
water  leakage  and  residue  build  up  within  the  structure.  Ms.  Manton  replied  that  the 
artist  is  in  the  preliminary  design  phase  and  will  work  with  a  conservator  to  address  these 
issues  before  entering  into  fabrication.

2.  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  PUC  Building:  Exterior  Facade 

Jill  Manton,  Regina  Almaguer 

Ms.  Manton  and  Ms.  Almaguer  presented  of  the  design  of  the  light-emitting  diode 
("LED'")  wall,  Firefly,  by  artist  Ned  Kahn  for  the  exterior  facade  of  the  PUC  Building  at 
525  Golden  Gate  Avenue.  Ms.  Almaguer  described  the  project  as  a  lattice  grid  system 
made  up  of  five  inch  polycarbonate  squares  that  move  in  the  wind.  The  panels  reflect 
sunlight  during  the  day  and  are  illuminated  at  night  to  emulate  the  light  of  a  firefly.  Ms. 
Almaguer  explained  that  each  panel  contains  an  imbedded  magnet  that  adheres  to  the 
building.  Low  voltage  electricity  will  run  along  the  building  support  beams  to  activate 
the  magnets  which,  in  turn,  activate  a  system  of  LED  lights.  Ms.  Almaguer  presented 
images  of  the  PUC  building  to  indicate  the  placement  of  Firefly  along  its  sloping  exterior 
lined  with  wind  turbines.  Mr.  Harrington  from  the  PUC  commented  that  the  project  will 
be  visible  from  both  the  building's  lobby  and  staircase  creating  a  dramatic  visual  effect. 

Ms.  Manton  ended  the  presentation  by  commenting  on  the  PUC  building's  association 
with  light  and  power  and  how  the  artist's  design  complements  and  enhances  that  concept. 
Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  added  that  she  has  a  particular  interest  in  buildings  that 
make  use  of  natural  resources  and  is  delighted  to  see  this  project  move  forward. 
Commissioner  Chew  agreed  stating  that  this  project  takes  advantage  of  one  of  San 
Francisco's  micro  climates,  thus  representing  the  city  in  a  new  and  unique  way.

3.  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  PUC  Building:  Grand  Stairway

Ms.  Manton  and  Ms.  Almaguer  introduced  the  artist  Bill  Fontana  who  had  created  a 
design  proposal  of  a  sound  installation  for  the  Grand  Stairway  of  the  PUC  Building  at 
525  Golden  Gate  Avenue.  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  she  received  news  of  a  possible 
^feasibility  of  the  project  after  the  agenda  had  been  published  and  that  there  will  be  no 
action  taken  at  this  time.  She  then  explained  to  the  Commissioners  that  Mr.  Fontana 
would  present  his  project  with  the  understanding  that  its  location  in  the  PUC  building  will 
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be  changed  pending  approval  of  a  new  proposal. 

Mr.  Fontana  presented  his  original  proposal  that  included  speakers  placed  in  the  Grand 
Stairway  of  the  PUC  Building.  He  explained  how  he  recently  learned  of  a  fire  code  that 
demanded  the  Stairway  be  designed  as  a  fire  exit  route.  With  the  new  design,  the  option 
of  powering  speakers  in  the  Stairwell  is  eliminated.  Mr.  Fontana  stated  that  he  is  open  to 
finding  a  new  location  for  the  work  within  the  building  as  well  as  working  with  a 
structural  engineer  to  make  his  current  proposal  compliant  to  reside  in  the  Stairway. 

Mr.  Harrington  additionally  stated  that  the  Stairway  was  originally  designed  to  be 
entirely  open  but,  due  to  fire  codes,  has  been  redesigned  as  an  enclosed  space.  He 
commented  that  it  might  be  beneficial  to  Mr.  Fontana's  project  to  relocate  it  for  desired 
effect  and  that  he  would  be  happy  to  work  with  the  artist  to  determine  an  alternate 
location. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  thanked  Mr.  Fontana  and  the  staff  of  the  PUC  for  attending 
the  meeting  and  stated  that  there  would  be  no  action  taken  at  that  time.  She  stated  that 
the  project  will  be  presented  at  a  later  date  with  a  motion  for  the  approval  of  the  design 
and  honorarium  once  feasibility  issues  were  worked  out  the  PUC  and  the  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department.

Two  of  the  artists'  sculptures  have 
been  installed  in  the  pathway  to  the  Ninth  Avenue  entrance  to  the  Richmond  Branch 
Library.  Ms.  Moran  described  the  sculptures  as  vessels  with  epoxy  bronze  domes 
depicting  maps  of  the  Bay  Area;  one  map  is  current,  the  other  is  from  1 50  years  ago.  Ms. 
Moran  further  explained  how  the  design  includes  small  oval  medallions  depicting  various 
modes  of  Bay  Area  transportation  throughout  history.  She  concluded  her  presentation  by 
stating  that  the  project  has  the  ability  to  reach  a  broad  public  and  that  she  is  very  pleased 
with  the  work

Ms.  Moran  presented  the  recommended  proposal  for  the  Central  Subway  Temporary  Art 
Program's  Chinatown  Pilot  Project  for  2010  -  201 1 :  The  Chinatown  Journey,  a  two  year 
multi-artist,  multimedia  art  project  proposed  by  the  Chinese  Culture  Center.  Ms.  Moran 
reported  that  the  Temporary  Art  Program  for  Central  Subway  is  funding  projects  in  each 
of  the  three  main  station  neighborhoods  with  the  pilot  project  to  take  place  in  Chinatown. 
Ms.  Moran  went  on  to  explain  how  an  initial  selection  process  had  previously  taken  place 
wherein  the  proposal,  The  Chinatown  Journey,  proposed  by  the  Chinese  Culture  Center, 
was  selected.  I  lowcvcr,  a  technical  error  was  identified  in  the  initial  Request  for 
Proposals  regarding  the  prohibition  of  geographic  restrictions  on  applicants  for  federally 
funded  projects,  such  as  Central  Subway.  Ms.  Moran  reported  that  the  Request  for 
Proposals  was  then  revised  to  eliminate  any  geographic  restrictions,  and  reissued.  The 
selection  panel  was  reconvened  and  the  proposal  made  by  the  Chinese  Cultural  Center 
was  selected  for  a  second  time.

7.  Palcga  Recreation  Center 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  presented  the  new  public  art  project  for  the  Palcga 
Recreation  Center,  which  will  be  commissioned  in  association  with  the  renovation  of  the 
site.  Ms.  Lovvorn  described  the  Palega  Recreation  Center  and  Playground,  which  is 
located  on  5.78  acres  in  the  Portola  District  in  southeastern  San  Francisco  bounded  by 
Hamilton,  Silliman,  Somerset  and  Felton  streets.  She  explained  that  this  park  is  home  to 
a  historic  Recreation  Center  built  in  1930,  two  tennis  courts,  a  basketball  court,  two 
baseball  fields,  a  soccer  field,  one  basketball  court  and  a  children's  playground.  Ms. 
Lovvorn  reported  that  as  part  of  the  2008  Clean  &  Safe  Neighborhood  Park  Bond 
Program,  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  plans  to  renovate  the  recreation  center 
and  site.  The  renovation  project  (building  and  site  work)  will  be  certified  "Silver"  as 
rated  by  the  Leadership  in  Energy  &  Environmental  Design  ("LEED")  certification 
system. 

Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  she  met  with  Palega  Recreation  Center  Project  Team  to  explore 
possible  opportunities  for  artwork,  which  she  presented  to  the  Commissioners.  Those 
opportunities  include  1.  Sculptural  elements  and  possibly  integrated  design  for  the  area 
near  the  Recreation  Center's  northeastern  corner  where  the  three  main  pathways  connect; 
2.  Integrated  and/or  functional  artwork  for  the  sitting  area  on  the  north  side  of  the  new 
children's  play  area;  3. Artwork  that  would  be  located  along  the  new  north-south  path  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Recreation  Center;  4.  Interior  tile  or  mosaic  murals  for  the  wall  behind 
three  large  windows  on  the  Felton  Street  facade  of  the  historic  building  and/or  for  the  row 
of  20  window  openings  on  the  western  side  of  the  historic  building;  or  5.  Artwork  that 
relates  to  the  environment  or  nature,  reveals  ecological  systems,  and/or  is  a  demonstration 
or  interpretation  of  environmental  sustainability.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  the  public  art 
project  budget  would  be  $190,000  for  design,  fabrication,  transportation  and  installation 
of  the  artwork.  She  described  the  proposed  artist  selection  process  including  artist 
eligibility,  the  issuing  of  a  Request  for  Qualifications,  potential  selection  panelists,  and 
the  selection  process  timeline.

(Staff  Report) 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  began  her  report  by  reminding  the  committee  that  as  the  City's  art 
enrichment  collection  enters  into  its  fortieth  year  an  increase  in  condition  and  maintenance  challenges 
should  be  anticipated.  In  the  case  of  Paul  Selinger's  Untitled,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
identified  the  artwork  as  a  potential  hazard  due  to  advanced  deterioration  and  contacted  the  Arts 
Commission  requesting  permission  to  remove  the  piece  from  the  park  in  which  it  is  currently  sited. 

Ms.  Cummings  explained  that  she  had  completed  the  due  diligence  required  by  the  Civic  Art  Collection 
guidelines  and  was  unable  to  locate  documentation  of  the  sculpture  in  its  original  condition,  making 
re-fabrication  impossible.  She  was  also  unable  to  locate  the  artist.  Upon  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney's  Office  it  has  been  determined  that  there  are  no  legal  constraints  to  the  de-accessioning  and 
destruction  of  the  artwork,  as  it  predates  both  VARA  and  CAP  A.  Ms.  Cummings  added  that  the  Arts 
Commission  will  post  notice  in  a  local  newspaper  prior  to  the  sculpture's  removal.

Ms.  Cummings  continued  by  saying  that  much  like  the  case  of  the  Paul  Selinger  piece  at  Broderick  and 
Bush  Mini  Park,  she  was  unable  to  locate  Armand  Trahan  or  other  examples  of  the  artist's  work.  She  then 
explained  to  the  commissioners  that  the  piece  had  collapsed  during  a  landscaping  project  initiated  by  City 
College  of  San  Francisco.  Upon  investigation,  it  was  determined  that  the  piece  was  never  bolted  together 
and  that  over  time  it  had  rusted  completely  from  the  inside  out,  a  condition  common  to  artwork 
manufactured  from  Corten  steel.  Given  the  overall  current  condition  of  the  sculpture  it  would  need  to  be 
completely  recreated,  a  process  that  would  require  $60,000  to  $75,000  for  fabrication.  Disposal  and 
recycling  of  the  existing  sculpture  would  cost  approximately  $500.

Ms.  Pontious  described  how  the  mock-up  is  comprised  of  butterflies  made  of  dichroic  plexi  ascending 
and  descending  along  a  rail  operated  by  viewer-activated  hand  cranks.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  this 
mock-up  was  the  first  Mr.  Sowers  had  produced.  Per  her  suggestion,  another  mock-up  with  aluminum 
butterflies  will  be  produced  by  Mr.  Sowers  and  presented  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  at  a  later  date.  Ms. 
Pontious  went  on  to  explain  that  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  ("ADA")  compliance  had  not  been  met  by 
this  project  at  this  time.

She  explained  that  the  Sunset  Playground  Artist 
Selection  Panel  had  chosen  the  artist's  work  with  a  recommendation  that  he  modify  his  design  to  be  more 
horizontally  distributed  along  the  frontage  fence  and  to  reduce  the  height  of  the  sculptural  elements  to  be 
pedestrian  scale.  Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  the  artist  has  since  revised  his  proposal  to  include  four 
sculptural  steel  elements  that  are  to  be  placed  along  the  top  of  the  playground's  Lawton  Street  fence 
extending  from  near  the  corner  of  29th  Avenue  to  the  main  gate  and  continuing  beyond  the  children's  play 
area.  Ms.  Loworn  explained  that  she  presented  the  revised  design  to  the  Sunset  Playground  project  team 
who  expressed  their  concerns  about  the  height  of  the  artwork  elements.  She  remarked  that  if  directed  the 
artist  could  reduce  the  height  without  compromising  the  integrity  of  his  design.

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Ms.  Pontious  presented  a  new  project  for  the  PSB  that  will  include  the  relocation  of  police  administrative 
headquarters,  a  restoration  of  a  historic  fire  station,  and  the  resizing  of  the  Hall  of  Justice.  The  PSB  is 
located  in  the  Mission  Bay  redevelopment  district  and  includes  an  art  enrichment  budget  of  3.2  million 
dollars.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  how  the  public  courtyard  and  a  space  behind  the  firehouse  are  potential 
sites  for  artworks.  Other  potential  artwork  sites  include  an  external  metal  screen  on  the  building's  fagade, 
a  concrete  wall  along  one  side  of  the  firehouse,  window  glass  treatments,  and  the  interior  of  the  fire 
station's  community  room.  Ms.  Pontious  expressed  concern  over  the  visibility  of  the  artwork  due  to 
limited  public  access  to  the  property.

Artist  Robert  Glass  presented  his  project  Frame,  proposed  for  installation  in  Lafayette  Square  Park.  The 
project  would  be  constructed  of  Plexi  glass,  iron,  wire  and  grease  pencils  to  form  a  translucent  grid  on 
which  a  viewer  may  trace  the  outline  of  the  landscape  framed  by  the  sculpture.  Mr.  Glass  explained  his 
intention  to  capture  the  view  from  an  elevated  section  of  Lafayette  Park  where  one  can  see  Alcatraz 
extending  to  Marin  County.  By  inviting  passersby  to  interact  with  the  piece,  Mr.  Glass  hoped  to  create  a 
space  of  reflection  through  transforming  a  three  dimensional  environment  into  a  two  dimensional  plane. 

Mr.  Glass,  who  is  currently  a  graduate  student  at  University  of  California,  Berkeley's  department  of 
Landscape  architecture,  has  the  support  of  Professor  Chip  Sullivan  as  well  as  the  Friends  of  Lafayette  Park. 
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He  concluded  his  presentation  by  asking  the  Commissioners  and  Public  Art  Program  Staff  if  they  had  any 
advice  regarding  the  implementation  of  his  project.  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  remarked  how  the 
proposed  design  of  the  sculpture  is  not  compliant  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  ("ADA").  He 
will  have  to  change  the  design  to  include  a  barrier  detectable  by  cane  in  order  for  the  work  to  become  ADA 
compliant.

2.  Central  Subway 

Judy  Moron 
Staff  Report 

Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  presented  a  staff  report  regarding  the  Central  Subway  Public  Art  Program 
prepared  in  conjunction  with  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  ("SFMTA").  Ms.  Moran 
noted  that  since  the  Central  Subway  Project  is  funded  by  a  grant  to  the  SFMTA  from  the  Federal  Transit 
Authority  (FTA),  the  contract  compliance  requirements  are  extremely  rigorous.  In  order  to  meet  these 
requirements,  the  artists'  contracts  must  include  the  full  contract  amount  required  and  scope  of  work 
needed  in  order  for  the  artists  to  complete  their  projects  rather  than  just  for  Design  Development  as 
previously  approved  by  the  Arts  Commission.  Therefore,  Ms.  Moran  asked  for  the  amendment  of  the  three 
previous  resolutions  to  now  include  an  increased  scope  of  work  and  a  new  total  not-to-exceed  contract 
amount.

3.  Valencia  Streetscape  Project 

Mary  Chou 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  completed  artwork  Valencia  Street  Posts,  a  series  of  four  posts 
topped  with  a  Victorian-inspired  sculpture,  by  the  artist  Michael  Arcega  installed  on  Valencia  Street 
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between  16th  and  19th  Streets.  Ms.  Chou  noted  how  the  posts  were  accented  by  a  Victorian  rug  pattern 
sandblasted  into  the  nearby  pavement.  She  remarked  that  the  sandblasting  was  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  who  will  also  assume  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
pavement.  Ms.  Chou  explained  the  intention  of  Mr.  Arcega  to  inspire  the  community  to  use  the  posts  to 
promote  local  activity.  She  then  showed  photographs  that  demonstrated  the  project's  success  shortly  after 
installation. 

Ms.  Chou  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  artist's  original  design  had  included  a  base  attached  to 
each  wooden  post.  She  explained  that  the  artist  had  ordered  the  bases  with  the  intention  of  cutting  them 
down  to  allow  for  more  community  use  of  the  posts.  Once  received,  it  was  apparent  that  the  bases  were 
made  from  a  material  that  did  not  allow  for  modification  and  the  bases  were  returned  to  DPW.  Both  the 
artist  and  staff  support  the  revised  design  of  the  artwork  as  installed,  without  the  base.  She  concluded  her 
presentation  by  requesting  the  approval  of  the  revised  design  and  the  inclusion  of  the  artwork  into  the 
Civic  Art  Collection.

4.  Church  &  Duboce  Streetscape 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  reported  on  the  conceptual  design  of  an  artwork  by  Primitivo 
Suarez- Wolfe  for  the  Market  Street  and  Church  Street  location  associated  with  the  Church  and  Duboce 
Streetscape  Improvement  Project.  Ms.  Loworn  explained  that  artwork  for  the  Market  Street  location  was 
added  to  the  original  project  scope  through  a  donation  of  funds  by  the  Castro/Upper  Market  Community 
Benefit  District.  This  companion  artwork  is  meant  to  act  as  a  landmark  or  gateway  into  the  neighborhood's 
residential  area  and  is  intended  to  be  conceptually  and  visually  consistent  with  the  artworks  that  the  artist 
proposed  for  the  intersection  of  Church  Street  and  Duboce  Avenue.  Ms.  Loworn  presented  images  of  the 
artist's  design  for  that  intersection  which  consists  of  cast  metal  replicas  of  domestic  seating  representing 
the  diversity  of  the  neighborhood  residents. 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  imagery  of  the  conceptual  design  for  a  vertical  painted  steel  sculpture  for  the 
Market  Street  location.  The  artwork  design  consists  of  an  elongated  gateway  inspired  by  the 
neighborhood's  historical  light  fixtures  as  well  as  a  nearby  church  steeple.  Director  of  Programs  Jill 
Manton  asked  if  there  would  be  DPW  work  going  on  in  the  neighborhood  at  the  time  of  the  project's 
installation  that  would  allow  the  sculpture's  footing  to  be  incorporated  into  existing  site  work.  Ms.  Loworn 
replied  that  DPW  would  be  conducting  work  in  the  area  at  the  time  of  installation,  but  not  on  the  artist's 
proposed  site  for  the  artwork.  Commissioner  Johnston  remarked  that  he  was  familiar  with  the  site  where 
the  DPW  would  be  working  and  thought  the  Market  Street  and  Church  Street  location  would  be  better  for 
the  artist's  work.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  she  would  ask  the  artist  to  produce  studies  for  both  locations  to  be 
presented  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  at  a  later  date.

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  Conceptual  Design  Phase  deliverables  by  Moto  Ohtake  for  artwork  for  Fulton 
Playground.  Ms.  Loworn  began  by  reminding  the  Commissioners  that  Fulton  Playground  spans  an  entire 
block  of  a  residential  area  in  the  Richmond  District.  She  displayed  the  site  plan  for  the  renovated  Fulton 
Playground  and  stated  that  Mr.  Ohtake's  artwork  will  be  installed  in  a  planter  that  is  prominently  located 
between  the  eastern  park  entrance  and  the  historic  club  house  at  the  edge  of  the  garden.  Ms.  Loworn 
stated  that  the  artist  is  known  for  his  kinetic  sculptures  that  make  use  of  wind  and  he  will  be  employing 
the  same  style  in  his  artwork  for  Fulton  Playground.  Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  artist's  conceptual  design 
for  the  sculpture  along  with  a  diagram  that  detailed  how  each  separate  part  moved.  She  also  showed  a 
video  of  the  artist's  design  mock-up  outdoors  and  activated  by  wind.  The  Commissioners  were  pleased  that 
the  artwork  would  be  able  to  make  use  of  the  site's  plentiful  winds.

Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  Design  Development  Phase  deliverables  by  Anna  Valentina  Murch  for  the 
General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Unit  Plaza  Artwork  project.  Ms.  Loworn  reminded  the  Commissioners  that 
Ms.  Murch  was  commissioned  to  do  an  artwork  in  the  connecting  area  between  hospital  buildings  on  the 
campus.  Ms.  Loworn  explained  that  for  this  project  the  artist  was  inspired  by  rivers  and  eddies.  The  artist 
responded  to  the  site  by  designing  a  series  of  seating  elements  integrated  with  landscape  architecture, 
various  lighting  elements  and  an  illuminated  sculptural  component  meant  to  act  as  a  beacon.  Ms.  Loworn 
presented  the  artist's  design  drawings  for  all  of  these  elements  along  with  a  site  plan  for  the  elements  and 
lighting  studies  showing  how  the  illumination  would  look  at  night.  During  the  next  phase  of  design  the 
artist  will  be  working  with  a  landscape  architect  to  integrate  these  elements  into  the  project's  construction 
documents.

8.  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  Gallery 

Aimee  Le  Due 

Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  was  originally  scheduled  to  present  the  upcoming  project  with  Mr.  Daniel 
Nevers  at  155  Grove  Street  and  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  Gallery's  exhibition  Isn't  It  Obvious? 
However,  due  to  Ms.  Shiffler's  travel  plans,  Gallery  Manager  Aimee  Le  Due  presented  in  her  stead.  Ms.  Le 
Due  described  the  curatorial  premise  of  Isn't  it  Obvious?  as  based  on  artists  using  their  practice  to  be 
critical  of  how  we  consume  the  banal.  Ms.  Le  Due  then  explained  the  work  of  the  participating  artists: 
Jasmin  Lim,  Lindsey  White,  Kristina  Lewis,  Matthew  Kennedy  and  the  team  of  Brion  Nuda  Rosch  and 
Chris  Sollars.  She  stated  that  the  artists  in  the  exhibition  are  critically  exploring  the  way  we  use  objects  in 
everyday  life.  Ms.  Le  Due  reported  that  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Luis  R.  Cancel  suggested  starting  a 
blog  with  space  for  public  comment  in  conjunction  with  the  exhibition  to  encourage  the  public  to  engage  in 
critical  dialogue.  This  is  something  that  the  Gallery  staff  is  interested  in  implementing.  Ms.  Le  Due  then 
presented  the  upcoming  project  by  Daniel  Nevers  at  155  Grove  Street,  You  Cant  Stop  Progress.  Mr.  Nevers 
will  create  an  installation  based  on  objects  typically  found  in  home  improvement  stores,  juxtaposing  real 
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objects  with  simulated  ones. 

Lastly,  Ms.  Le  Due  discussed  the  upcoming  Sister  City  Biennial:  an  exchange  between  The  CarriageWorks 
in  Sydney,  Australia  and  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery.  Ms.  Le  Due  reported  that  the  Gallery  has  chosen  the 
artists  Amy  Balkin,  Sergio  de  la  Torre,  and  the  artist  group  Rebar  to  participate  in  the  exchange.  The  three 
artists  from  Sydney  have  yet  to  be  determined.  Ms.  Le  Due  noted  that  Justine  Topfer  will  be  providing 
curatorial  services  for  this  project.

2.  Lotus  in  Motion,  the  Watercolor  Project 

Susan  Pontious 

Ms.  Lori  Halloran  presented  Lotus  in  Motion;  the  Watercolor  Project,  an  installation  proposed  by  her 
father,  the  artist  Gordon  Halloran.  Ms.  Halloran  described  the  project  as  a  series  of  floating  paintings 
inspired  by  the  water  lily  paintings  by  Claude  Monet  and  the  formations  of  ice  breaks  in  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.  Each  floating  element  is  approximately  4'  x  6'  in  diameter  and  is  constructed  of  polyethylene  foam 
sheets  coated  in  an  eco-friendly  varnish  and  then  painted  with  acrylic  paints.  The  sheets  are  set  adrift  in  a 
body  of  water,  held  together  by  a  thin  fishing  line  and  then  activated  by  motion  sensors  triggered  by 
passers-by  to  create  various  formations  and  color  relationships.  Mr.  Halloran  is  currently  implementing 
this  project  in  Miami  and  is  proposing  a  temporary  installation  for  the  pond  in  Walter  S.  Johnson  Park  in 
front  of  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  in  San  Francisco. 
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Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  informed  the  Commissioners  that  Public  Art  Program  staff  had  reviewed 
the  proposal  prior  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting  and  was  unable  to  give  it  a  favorable  review.  Ms. 
Pontious  stated  that  ultimately  this  project  would  have  to  be  approved  by  the  Recreation  and  Parks 
Department,  but  is  first  presented  to  the  Arts  Commission  to  comment  on  its  aesthetic  and  conceptual 
value.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  staff  s  main  concern  involves  the  lack  of  relationship  between  the 
project  and  the  chosen  site.  She  mentioned  the  sensitivity  of  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  setting,  stating  that  a 
temporary  installation  at  such  an  iconic  San  Francisco  location  would  be  problematic  to  City  residents  and 
visitors.  Ms.  Pontious  further  remarked  that  the  project  would  have  to  consider  multiple  ecological  factors 
and  overall,  the  Pubic  Art  Program  staff  did  not  find  the  project  compelling  enough  to  recommend. 

Commissioner  Johnston  explained  to  Ms.  Halloran  that  public  art  opportunities  are  typically  determined 
by  a  public  process  wherein  artists  compete  for  the  chance  to  implement  project  proposals.  He  expressed 
that  temporary  installations  endorsed  by  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  are  usually  implemented 
with  the  oversight  of  the  Public  Art  Program  Staff.  And  since  this  project  is  not  being  funded  by  the  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission,  there  would  have  to  be  external  funds  to  cover  the  administrative  efforts 
necessary  to  complete  the  project.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  suggested  that  the  artist  apply  to  the 
2011/2012  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  to  be  considered  for  future  pubic  art  projects  that  have  the  support  of 
the  Public  Art  Program  staff.  Commissioner  Beltran  commented  that  she  would  like  to  see  how  the  project 
is  realized  in  Miami  before  considering  the  project  for  approval. 

Ms.  Halloran  asked  the  Commissioners  for  advice  on  how  to  move  forward  with  the  project.  They 
recommended  she  find  a  champion  within  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  for  the  project  at  its 
proposed  site,  or  perhaps  find  another  site  that  would  be  less  problematic.  Commissioner  Beltran 
suggested  that  the  artist  should  consult  an  environmental  specialist  to  ensure  the  project  does  not  affect 
the  wildlife  or  natural  environment.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that  more  sophisticated  samples  and  mock-ups  of 
the  work  should  be  included  in  the  artist's  next  presentation.  Feeling  the  project  was  not  ready  for 
approval,  the  Commissioners  declined  to  take  action.

Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  presented  Here  and  Gone,  an  Art  on  Market  Street  kiosk  poster  proposal  by 
Elisheva  Biernoff.  Ms.  Moran  explained  that  Ms.  Biernoff  s  proposal  explores  the  history  of  San  Francisco 
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through  paintings  combining  cultural  themes,  icons,  historical  figures  and  architectural  elements.  She 
noted  that  each  of  the  six  posters  would  investigate  a  specific  era  and  would  comprise  multiple  images 
relating  to  Ms.  Biernoff  s  research.  Ms.  Moran  showed  some  preliminary  sketches  of  the  proposal  and 
asked  for  approval  to  begin  the  Design  Development  Phase  wherein  six  final  images  would  be  produced 
and  presented  to  the  Commission  at  a  later  date.

5.  Chinese  Recreation  Center 

Mary  Chou 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  Final  Design  for  Shan  Shan  Sheng's  artwork  at  the  Chinese 
Recreation  Center.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  artist's  proposal  design  had  been  modified  to  address  safety 
issues  relating  to  a  hanging  glass  structure.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  several  tests  of  safety  glass  were 
conducted  by  an  engineer  ensuring  that  if  a  glass  piece  fell,  it  would  crumble  instead  of  shatter.  She 
mentioned  the  other  major  concern  was  regarding  the  sway  of  the  glass  strands.  Ms.  Chou  described  the 
artist's  solution  of  steel  rods  attached  to  the  ceiling  and  then  attached  to  the  four  corners  of  each  glass 
element.  By  reinforcing  the  work  in  this  way,  it  sets  the  elements  in  place  and  prevents  movement  in  the 
event  of  an  earthquake.  Ms.  Chou  also  presented  a  sample  of  the  glass  character  for  review  by  the 
Committee. 

Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  asked  if  there  was  a  more  discreet  way  to  reinforce  the  work  that  would 
not  affect  the  aesthetic  of  the  artist's  original  design.  She  mentioned  that  there  were  other  attachment 
systems  that  would  be  more  appealing  such  as  Plexi  rods  and  suggested  directing  the  artist  to  a  glass 
manufacturer  to  come  up  with  a  different  anchoring  solution.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  remarked  how 
the  reinforcing  brace  overpowers  the  piece  and  suggested  that  the  artist  consider  working  in  a  medium 
other  than  glass.  She  recommended  possibly  working  in  a  translucent,  colored  plastic  material  that  might 
give  a  similar  effect.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  she  had  discussed  the  possibility  of  using  plastic  with  the 
artist  at  an  early  stage  in  the  Design  Development  process,  but  because  of  the  difference  in  aesthetic,  had 
settled  on  the  glass  medium.  The  Commissioners  agreed  not  to  take  action  at  this  time  and  advised  Ms. 
Chou  to  work  with  the  artist  to  develop  a  different  anchoring  solution  or  consider  working  in  a  new 
material.

6.  Transbay  Transit  Center 

Jill  Manton 

Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  presented  an  update  on  Tim  Hawkinson's  project  at  the  Transbay  Transit 
Center.  Ms.  Manton  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  the  artist's  project  stating  that  a  large  sculpture 
depicting  a  navigational  figure  would  be  constructed  from  concrete  and  other  remains  of  the  demolished 
former  Transbay  Terminal.  Ms.  Manton  remarked  how  the  client  for  this  project  had  instructed  the  artist 
to  create  a  powerful  landmark  piece.  The  artist  responded  by  designing  this  conceptual  work,  using  a  rough 
aesthetic  against  the  elegant  backdrop  of  the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  original  budget  for  this  project  was  1  million  dollars.  However,  after  realizing 
the  scope  of  work  involving  concrete  demolition,  storage,  earthquake  proofing  and  the  installation  of  a 
base  isolator,  the  budget  was  revised  to  1.8  million  dollars.  Ms.  Manton  informed  the  Commissioners  that 
after  much  negotiation  with  the  various  contractors  involved  in  this  project,  the  Pubic  Art  Program  Staff 
was  able  to  reduce  the  budget  to  1.45  million  dollars.  She  stated  that  her  goal  was  to  make  a  presentation 
to  the  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  with  the  endorsement  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee. 
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7.  Coit  Tower  Fresco  Murals 

Allison  Cummings 

Senior  Registrar  of  Collections  Allison  Cummings  reported  on  the  condition  of  the  WPA  era  murals  located 
within  Coit  Tower  and  their  upkeep.  Ms.  Cummings  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  while  the  murals 
are  part  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection,  there  is  no  funding  for  their  conservation.  She  further  noted  that  Coit 
Tower  falls  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Recreation  and  Parks  department  and  hopes  to  develop  a  mutually 
advantageous  solution  with  them  to  ensure  the  continued  maintenance  of  the  murals. 

Ms.  Cummings  gave  an  overview  of  the  ongoing  condition  concerns:  re-occurring  mineral  deposits  at  the 
ceiling  joints,  monitoring  existing  cracks  in  the  fresco  and  surrounding  support  that  are  affected  by 
environmental  fluctuations,  scratches  resulting  from  public  interaction  and  doorway  damage  from  vendor 
activity.  Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  the  general  maintenance  of  Coit  Tower  needed  to  be  addressed  as 
well:  cleaning  of  the  rotunda,  cobwebs  and  dust  in  windowsills,  and  moisture  damage.  Ms.  Cummings 
noted  that  while  the  maintenance  of  the  building  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Recreation  and  Parks 
Department,  it  greatly  affects  the  condition  of  the  murals  that  are  the  responsibility  of  the  San  Francisco 
Arts  Commission. 

Ms.  Cummings  noted  that  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  planed  to  establish  a  vendor  and  an 
elevator  operator  at  Coit  Tower  who  could  potentially  act  as  general  maintenance  staff.  However,  with  the 
murals  needing  repair,  Ms.  Cummings  hopes  to  access  a  stipend  from  the  Coit  Tower  revenue  stream  that 
would  allow  Collections  staff  to  restore  the  work.  Commissioner  Johnston  and  Commissioner  Garcia- 
Nakata  suggested  organizing  a  meeting  with  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  staff  to  establish  a 
mutually  beneficial  agreement  to  ensure  the  care  of  the  murals.

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  presented  the  Construction  Documents  Phase 
deliverables  by  artist  Bryan  Tedrick  for  artwork  for  Sunset  Playground  on  behalf  of 
Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn.  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  Mr.  Tedrick  had  gone 
through  seven  iterations  of  his  design  to  be  installed  as  a  series  of  sculptures  topping  the 
Sunset  Playground  fence.  Through  the  multiple  revisions,  the  artist  worked  to  streamline 
the  design  at  the  request  of  the  Selection  Panel  and  the  Commissioners.  Ms.  Manton 
noted  that  the  design  had  been  evaluated  and  approved  by  a  structural  engineer,  resolving 
the  Commissioner's  previous  concerns  regarding  the  relationship  between  the  work's 
height  and  weight. 

Ms.  Manton  stated  that  the  artist  is  in  the  process  of  finalizing  ..he  color  palette  and  finish 
for  the  work  and  showed  various  samples  that  the  artist  is  considering.  She  noted  that  the 
artist  will  be  hiring  Architectural  Resources  Group  to  evaluate  the  chosen  surface 
treatment  for  longevity  and  maintenance.  Commissioner  Beltran  commented  that  she 
liked  the  rich  tones  the  artist  had  chosen,  but  wondered  what  the  color  of  the  fencing  was 
and  how  it  would  relate  to  the  artwork.  Ms.  Manton  said  that  she  was  unsure  of  the  fence 
color,  but  would  convey  that  information  at  future  meeting.

Ms.  Manton  presented,  on  Ms.  Lovvorn's  behalf,  the  artists  recommended  by  the  Palega 
Recreation  Center  Artist  Selection  Panel  for  two  public  art  project  opportunities  (one 
interior  and  one  exterior).  Ms.  Manton  began  by  describing  ar:ist  Kelly  Ording's 
proposal  chosen  for  the  interior  artwork  opportunity.  The  artist's  design  comments  on 
the  history  of  the  Portola  neighborhood,  which  was  originally  settled  as  a  flower  nursery 
district  and  was  once  populated  by  many  windmills.  The  artist  will  be  working  with 
Pippa  Murray's  studio  to  fabricate  the  design  in  tile  mosaic.  Ms.  Manton  added  that 
Kelly  Ording  won  the  recommendation  from  the  Selection  Panel  by  one  point  over  artist 
Jeffery  Long.  The  Panel  as  a  whole  was  pleased  with  the  decision,  but  recommended 
that  the  artist  brighten  her  color  palette  and  adjusts  the  scale  of  her  work  to  be  read  from 
afar.  Commissioner  Beltran  noted  that  lighting  the  work  should  also  be  addressed. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  artist  team  Rebar  Group's  proposal  was  selected  for  the 
exterior  artwork  opportunity.  Rebar  Group  proposed  a  project  called  Zepyros,  inspired 
by  popular  wind  ornaments  of  the  same  name.  The  sculpture  consists  of  three  steel  masts 
at  various  heights  adorned  by  reflective  helix  forms  that  rotate  by  wind  activation.  As  the 
helixes  rotate,  they  become  a  visual  representation  of  the  various  wind  patterns  in  the

area  while  reflecting  the  activity  of  the  Center's  green  space.  Ms.  Manton  commented 
that  Rebar  Group's  proposal  was  a  unanimous  first  choice  selection  of  the  Selection 
Panel.

4.  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Boarding  Area  E  ("SFOBAE") 

Mary  Chou 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  an  update  of  Amy  Ellingson's  revised  design  for 
the  terrazzo  floor  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Boarding  Area  E  ("SFOBAE"). 
Ms.  Chou  began  her  presentation  by  reviewing  the  various  stages  of  the  artist's  design. 
She  noted  that  during  the  course  of  the  Design  Development  Phase,  the  artist  had  been 
working  closely  with  Public  Art  Program  staff  to  respond  to  color  palette 
recommendations  from  Airport  staff,  the  Airport  Art  Steering  Committee,  the  Airport's 
Design  Review  Committee  ("DRC")  as  well  as  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission's 
Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC").  Ms.  Chou  mentioned  that  Ms.  Ellingson  was  chosen 
by  the  Artist  Selection  Panel  based  on  her  previous  work  that  often  incorporates  bold 
color  with  strong  design  elements.  However,  it  was  recommended  by  Airport  staff  and 
the  DRC  that  the  artist  subdue  her  color  palette  to  be  more  appropriate  for  the  Airport 
setting.  In  order  to  maintain  the  artist's  original  intention  and  aesthetic,  a  recent  design 
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revision  included  a  change  from  color  to  black-and-white.  After  a  review  with  the  DRC, 
it  was  decided  that  the  contrast  in  the  black-and-white  version  was  too  great  and 
potentially  disorienting  to  the  public.  Ms.  Chou  then  worked  with  Ms.  Ellingson  to 
incorporate  warmer,  earthier  tones  and  soften  the  contrast  to  address  all  concerns 
expressed  by  the  DRC.  She  explained  that  the  latest  design  was  sent  to  Magnolia 
Editions  who  scanned  the  artist's  terrazzo  color  samples  to  create  a  life-sized  (true  to 
color  and  scale)  five-foot-by-fifteen-foot  mock-up  representing  the  midsection  where  the 
design  was  most  dense.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  this  mock-up  was  presented  to  the  DRC 
on  January  13,  201 1  who  expressed  approval  of  the  new  color  palette.  Ms.  Chou 
presented  the  mock-up  to  Commissioners  who  expressed  their  support  for  the  design  and 
current  color  palette. 

Ms.  Chou  introduced  Robin  Chiang,  an  architect  working  on  the  Airport  renovation  of 
Terminal  Two,  a  member  of  the  DRC,  and  one  of  the  Panelists  that  chose  Ms.  Ellingson 
for  this  commission.  Mr.  Chiang  explained  that  the  DRC  did  express  approval  for  the 
latest  version  of  the  design.  He  stated  that  following  the  meeting,  he  spoke  with  Judi 
Mosqueda,  Project  Manager  of  SFOBAE,  about  showing  the  design  to  Airport  Director 
John  Martin  as  Mr.  Chiang  was  under  the  impression  that  Mr.  Martin  had  not  yet  seen  the 
design.  Mr.  Chiang  stated  that  Ms.  Mosqueda  agreed  with  the  presentation,  and  that  he 
proceeded  to  show  the  artist's  mock-up  to  Mr.  Martin  and  other  members  of  the  Airport's 
senior  staff.  Mr.  Chiang  explained  that  after  the  viewing,  Ms.  Ellingson's  design  was 
rejected  by  Mr.  Martin.  Mr.  Chiang  mentioned  that  there  was  some  discussion  of  moving 
the  design  to  Tunnel  E,  but  ultimately  Mr.  Martin  concluded  that  Ms.  Ellingson's  design 
would  no  longer  continue  as  an  Airport  project. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  commented  that  it  was  unprecedented  for  a  decision  of  this 
kind  to  be  made  outside  the  normal  channels  and  procedures  as  determined  by  the  Airport 
Art  Steering  Committee,  the  VAC,  and  the  DRC.  Ms.  Mantor.  stated  that  the  selection 
and  development  of  an  artist's  proposal  is  a  public  process  and  the  decision  to  cancel  the 
project  should  not  be  made  privately  or  without  consulting  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission  staff.  She  suggested  pursuing  the  relocation  of  the  artist's  design  to  Tunnel 
E.  Ms.  Chou  replied  by  stating  that  Ms.  Ellingson's  design  is  site-specific  to  SFOBAE 
and  would  be  highly  compromised  if  moved  to  a  different  location.  Ms.  Chou  also  stated 
that  Blake  Summers,  Director  of  Airport  Museums,  had  shown  the  design  to  Mr.  Martin 
prior  to  the  last  DRC  meeting,  and  that  Mr.  Martin  had  said  he  would  defer  approval  of 
the  artwork  to  the  DRC.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  suggested  that  Ms.  Pontious  and 
the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  Luis  R.  Cancel  meet  with  Mr.  Martin  to  discuss  Amy 
Ellingson's  project  and  to  clarify  the  artwork  approval  process  for  all  permanent  artworks 
at  the  Airport.

5.  Gerald  Heffernon's  Rabbinoid  on  Cell  Phone 

Marcus  Davies 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cumming  presented  on  behalf  of  Registrar  Marcus  Davies,  the 
proposed  move  of  artist  Gerald  Heffernon's  sculpture  Rabbinoid  on  Cell  Phone  from  its 
current  location  at  Pine  Lake  Park  to  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  and  Rehabilitation  Center. 
Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  the  sculpture  was  originally  commissioned  for  Pine  Lake 
Park  in  2007  and  has  sustained  significant  damage  from  graffiti  ever  since.  She 
mentioned  how  the  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  felt  the  sculpture  would  avoid  consistent 
vandalism  if  moved  to  a  hospital  setting  such  as  Laguna  Honda.  Ms.  Cummings 
informed  the  Commissioners  that  administrative  staff  at  Laguna  Honda  has  approved  a 
gift  of  the  sculpture  to  the  hospital  and  the  exact  location  of  its  installation  will  be 
determined  in  the  next  few  weeks. 

Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  Atthowe  Fine  Art  Services  will  remove  the  bronze  sculpture 
from  Pine  Lake  Park  at  the  end  of  January,  201 1  and  transport  it  to  Artworks  Foundry 
where  the  patina  will  be  reslored  to  its  original  condition.  She  noted  that  the  foundry  will 
work  closely  with  the  artist  on  the  patina  restoration.  Ms. Cummings  explained  how  the 
original  boulder  acting  as  a  support  for  the  sculpture  at  Pine  Lake  Park  was  cost 
prohibitive  to  move  to  Laguna  Honda.  The  solution  agreed  upon  by  the  artist  and  Civic 
Art  Collection  staff  was  the  purchase  of  a  smaller  boulder  to  be  installed  with  the 
sculpture  at  Laguna  Honda  by  Atthowe  on  February  22,  201 1 .

The  tour  will  be  non-linear  in  format  allowing  users  to 
custom  select  information  in  both  secured  and  non-secured  areas.  All  information  will  be 
available  for  download  on  the  Public  Art  Program  website  and  on  the  Airport  website. 


Additionally,  each  stop  on  the  tour  will  contain  an  option  for  users  to  donate  to  ArtCare 
directly  from  their  phones.  Ms.  Patterson  explained  that  she  will  be  working  closely  with 
Earprint  Productions  to  develop  the  pilot  program  for  the  Guide  by  Cell  tour  which  will 
launch  in  April  201 1,  in  conjunction  with  the  opening  of  Terminal  Two.  She  added  that 
if  the  pilot  program  was  successful,  there  is  the  possibility  of  expanding  the  Guide  by 
Cell  tour  to  other  parts  of  the  Airport.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  remarked  that  the 
expansion  of  the  Guide  by  Cell  tour  could  be  an  opportunity  to  receive  grant  funding.

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cumming  presented  on  behalf  of  Registrar  Marcus  Davies,  an 
account  of  recent  vandalism  to  the  William  McKinley  monument  located  in  the 
Panhandle.  Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  the  McKinley  monument  is  the  single  most 
vandalized  piece  in  the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  much  of  staff  time  has  been  devoted  to 
documenting  damage,  filing  police  reports  and  restoring  its  base.  She  informed  the 
Commissioners  that  in  May  of  201 1,  Katie  Dunbar  (aka  KKKatie)  was  caught  and 
arrested  for  vandalizing  the  McKinley  monument  as  well  as  other  City  property.  Because 
of  meticulous  documentation  of  the  vandalism  carried  out  by  Mr.  Davies,  the  case  was 
brought  to  court  where  Ms.  Dunbar  was  convicted  of  a  felony.  Ms.  Cummings  noted  that 
the  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  is  in  the  process  of  seeking  compensation  from  the  Dunbar 
family  for  the  restoration  of  the  monument  base  in  the  amount  of  $40,000  as  estimated  by 
Katy  Untch,  Director  of  Architectural  Resource  Group's  Conservations  Services. 

Ms.  Cummings  expressed  that  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  has  begun  discussions  with  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  department  to  address  solutions,  including  possible  replanting  of 
the  area,  up-lighting,  and  period-appropriate  fencing.  The  staff  also  hopes  to  work  with 
neighborhood  associations,  already  a  strong  presence  in  the  Panhandle,  on  seeking 
private  funds  for  the  monument's  care.  Ms.  Cumming  concluded  her  presentation  by 
commending  the  diligent  efforts  of  Mr.  Davies  in  addressing  the  vandalism  of  the 
McKinley  monument  over  the  past  three  years.

1.  Chinese  Recreation  Center 

Mary  Chou 

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  introduced  artist  Shan  Shan  Sheng  who  presented  her  final 
design  for  interior  artwork  at  the  Chinese  Recreation  Center.  Ms.  Chou  reminded  the 
Commissioners  of  their  previous  request  that  Ms.  Sheng  either  revise  the  armature 
supporting  her  glass  characters  so  it  would  not  overpower  the  design,  or  perhaps  consider 
a  new  material  that  would  require  no  armature  for  support.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  artist 
had  investigated  various  plastics  as  a  replacement  for  glass.  She  explained  that  the  use  of 
laser-cut  sheets  of  plastic  would  take  away  from  the  sculptural  quality  of  the  characters, 
while  the  use  of  cast  plastic  would  require  the  fabrication  of  over  100  molds  that  would 
ultimately  be  cost  prohibitive.  Ms.  Sheng  presented  the  mock-up  demonstrating  her 
revised,  lighter  approach  to  the  armature  that  had  been  approved  by  a  structural  engineer. 
Ms.  Sheng  also  presented  her  past  work  and  spoke  about  her  extensive  experience 
working  with  glass.  Commissioner  expressed  support  for  her  mock-up,  which  eliminated 
the  horizontal  bars  that  were  in  the  previous  design  presented  to  Commissioners  in 
January. 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  Luis  R.  Cancel  asked  Ms.  Sheng  to  clarify  the  narrative  of 
the  sculpture.  Ms.  Sheng  explained  that  the  characters  would  comprise  phrases  that 
reference  the  Chinese  American  experience  in  the  Bay  Area,  including  the  passage 
through  Angel  Island  by  first-generation  Chinese  immigrants.  Mr.  Cancel  requested  that 
the  artist  present  a  translation  of  the  phrases  for  the  Commissioners'  approval  before 
proceeding  with  fabrication.  Commissioner  Johnston  agreed.

Gallery  Director,  Meg  Shiffler  presented  the  upcoming  exhibition  at  the  San  Francisco 
Arts  Commission  Gallery,  the  201 1  Sister  City  Biennial  scheduled  for  April  28  to  July  2, 
201 1 .  Ms.  Shiffler  described  the  exhibition  as  collaboration  between  the  Gallery  and  the 
organization  Carraige  Works  in  Sydney,  Australia.  She  explained  that  the  goals  of  the 
exhibition  are  to  provide  international  exposure  to  local,  Bay  Area  artists,  to  bring 
international  works  to  San  Francisco  and  to  create  a  platform  for  cross  cultural  dialogue. 
Additionally,  the  exhibition  aims  to  celebrate  our  Sister  City  relationships  around  the 
globe,  and  to  create  a  program  that  exploits  the  intersection  between  city  government  and 
the  arts.  Ms.  Shiffler  reported  that  she  will  be  working  with  the  Australian  independent 
curator,  Justine  Topher  on  the  exhibition  which  will  display  three  artists  or  artist  teams 
from  San  Francisco  (Amy  Balkin,  Rebar,  and  Sergio  de  la  Torre)  and  three  artists  or  artist 
teams  from  Sydney  (Chris  Fox,  Makeshift,  and  Josephine  Starrs  and  Leon  Cmielewski). 

Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  she  and  Ms.  Topher  asked  the  selected  artists  to  create  works 
addressed  to  the  Mayors  of  San  Francisco  and  Sydney  that  propose  visionary  solutions  to 
make  each  city  more  humane,  green  and  livable.  The  exhibitions  will  feature  the 
proposals,  (which  will  be  presented  in  a  wide  variety  of  media  including  video,  sculpture, 
drawing  and  performance),  and  a  catalog  that  will  be  handed  to  officials  from  each  City 
government.  Educational  programs,  free  and  open  to  the  public,  will  play  a  substantial 
role  in  each  city. 

Ms.  Shiffler  introduced  Gallery  Manager  Aimee  Le  Due  who  presented  three  digital  c- 
prints  by  artist  Jasmin  Lim  that  are  proposed  for  purchased  for  the  Civic  Art  Collection. 
The  three  prints  are  part  of  the  Gallery's  current  show  curated  by  Ms.  Le  Due,  Isn 't  it 
Obvious?  Ms.  Le  Due  described  Ms.  Lim's  work  as  photographs  of  water  on  plastic 
wherein  each  water  droplet  creates  a  new  perspective  point  for  the  viewer.  Ms.  Le  Due 
noted  that  Ms.  Lim  is  a  young,  San  Francisco  based  artist  who  has  exhibited  and  curated 
locally.  Mr.  Cancel  informed  the  Commissioners  that  he  had  identified  a  site  for  these 
works,  a  conference  area  in  City  Hall.

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  presented  the  Design  Development  Phase  deliverables 
by  Moto  Ohtake  for  artwork  at  Fulton  Playground.  Ms.  Lovvorn  noted  that  the  artist  was 
chosen  by  the  Selection  Panel  based  on  his  past  work  which  often  integrates  wind 
activated,  kinetic  elements.  Ms.  Lovvorn  explained  that  the  artist  will  be  incorporating 
those  elements  for  his  design  for  Fulton  Playground,  and  showed  a  miniaturized  mock-up 
consisting  of  brushed  stainless  steel  rings  that  rotate.  Ms.  Lovvorn  stated  that  the  artist 
has  been  working  with  a  structural  engineer  who  has  completed  the  engineering  of  the 
sculpture's  pier.  She  added  that  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  has  donated  the 
construction  of  the  pier  for  this  project,  allowing  the  original  budget  to  be  allocated 
towards  the  artwork  alone.  Ms.  Lovvorn  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  project 
budget  has  not  changed  since  the  Conceptual  Design  Development  phase  and  added  that 
the  community  is  very  enthusiastic  about  this  project.

4.  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Terminal  Two-  Walter  Kitundu 

Mary  Chou 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  final  design  for  Walter  Kitundu's  artwork  for  the  Children's  Area 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Terminal  Two  ("SFOT2").  Ms.  Chou  described 
the  artwork  as  a  large  mural  and  two  wooden  sculptural  elements,  both  incorporating 
interactive,  musical  elements.  The  mural,  depicting  images  of  bird  in  the  Bay  Area  taken 
by  the  artist,  includes  a  central  bird  whose  wings  can  be  played  as  a  xylophone  using  a 
rubber  mallet.  The  benches,  made  of  hand-cut  and  hand-stained  wood,  take  the  shape  of 
bird  wings  that  also  function  as  a  xylophone.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  rubber  mallets 
are  attached  using  nylon  string  to  both  the  mural  and  the  benches,  and  the  artist  has 
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designed  the  mallets  so  they  just  hang  from  their  attachment  points,  instead  of  designing 
a  retractable  system  that  could  be  broken  by  children  and  require  additional  maintenance. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  expressed  concern  about  the  length  of  the  approximately 
three-foot  nylon  string  that  attaches  the  mallet  to  the  mural  and  the  possibility  that 
children  would  get  tangled  in  that  string.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  she  would  consult  her 
colleagues  at  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  as  well  the  Bureau  of  Inspection  and 
Code  Enforcement  at  the  Airport  regarding  safety  around  the  length  of  the  string.

Ms.  Chou  described  the  artist's  past  work  of  exploring  systems  of  communication 
through  graphic  illustration.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  for  the  kiosk  posters,  Mr.  Huebert 
has  proposed  a  series  that  investigate  ways  of  traversing  San  Francisco  as  seen  from  the 
perspective  of  a  cyclist.

Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  project  was  funded 
by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  as  part  of  the  South  of  Market  Alleyways  Improvement 
Project.  Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  clarified  that  this  project  was  not  mandated  by 
the  two  percent  for  art  enrichment  ordinance  and  expressed  her  hope  that  this  was  the 
first  of  many  projects  in  partnership  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency.  Ms.  Chou 
mentioned  that  the  artist's  technique  of  working  with  painted  asphalt  was  a  new  approach 
that  potentially  could  be  adopted  by  artists  for  future  projects  with  the  Public  Art 
Program.  She  added  that  the  artwork  has  received  a  positive  reception  from  the 
community  and  has  inspired  a  local  business  to  adopt  the  alley  and  oversee  its 
maintenance.

Ms.  Chou  presented  a  project  update  and  the  revised  color  palette  by  artist  Amy 
Ellingson  for  the  terrazzo  floor  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Boarding  Area  E 
Ms.  Chou  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  her  report  in  February  201 1  explaining  how 
Ms.  Ellingson's  project  had  been  discontinued  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  the 
Airport,  John  Martin.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  Mr.  Cancel  and  Program  Director  Susan 
Pontious  had  recently  met  with  Mr.  Martin  to  discuss  the  artist's  design.  Ms.  Pontious 
explained  that  Mr.  Cancel  asked  Mr.  Martin  to  honor  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding 
outlined  between  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  and  the  Airport  and  allow  the 
project  to  continue.

Commissioner  Johnston  suggested  that  Ms.  Pontious 
present  this  work  to  the  Full  Commission  in  either  April  or  May.

Island  with  both  temporary  and  permanent  works.  She  noted  that  while  artworks  will  be 
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commissioned  through  private  funds,  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  Public  Art 
Program  will  be  managing  those  projects. 

Ms.  Manton  informed  the  Commissioners  that  she  had  recently  attended  the  media  tour  of 
the  SFOT2  remodel  where  she  was  introduced  to  the  Director  of  Virgin  America  Airlines. 
She  informed  the  Commissioners  that  during  their  conversation,  the  Director  of  the 
Airline  agreed  to  feature  the  new  art  program  at  SFOT2  in  a  video  that  will  be  played  on 
the  back  of  every  seat  on  flights  around  the  country. 

10.  Old  Business 

Ms.  Lovvorn  gave  an  update  on  the  201 1-2012  Prequalified  Artist  Pool  stating  that  an 
Artist  Selection  Panel  will  take  place  in  late  March  or  early  April  to  review  the  562 
applications.  Ms.  Lovvorn  requested  the  participation  of  one  of  the  Commissioners. 
Commissioner  Keehn  volunteered  to  serve  on  the  Panel.

Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  Director,  Judy  Nemzoff  introduced  Crimson 
Rose  of  Burning  Man  who  will  be  project  managing  the  temporary,  six  month  installation 
of  Karen  Cusolitos'  artwork  on  Market  Street  in  conjunction  with  the  ARTery  Project. 
Ms.  Rose  described  the  large-scale  metal  sculptures,  Valliant  and  Dandelion,  as  two  of 
the  artist's  signature  pieces.  She  noted  that  works  will  be  installed  across  the  street  from 
each  other  with  the  intent  of  creating  a  gateway  effect.  She  stated  that  the  works  will  be 
installed  three  to  four  feet  away  from  Market  Street  to  avoid  impeding  pedestrian  traffic. 


Ms.  Ncmzoff  added  that  the  sculptures  have  been  approved  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Disability,  the  United  Nations  Plaza  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  O'DPW").  Ms. 
Nemzoff  then  stated  that  the  works  have  been  evaluated  and  approved  by  a  DPW 
engineer.  The  sculptures  will  be  unveiled  on  May  13  ,  201 1  with  the  launch  of  the  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission's  Art  in  Storefronts  project.

Project  Manager  Carol  Marie  Daniels  introduced  Heidi  Hardin,  project  manager  for  the 
New  Neighbor  Mural  Project:  Civic  Leaders  with  Their  Constituents.  Ms.  Hardin 
presented  the  designs  by  artists  Malik  Seneferu  and  Eustinove  Smith  for  the  first  two  of 
12  mural  panels  to  be  displayed  on  the  fence  outside  the  Southeast  Community  Facility 
Commission  building  located  at  1800  Oakdale  Avenue.  Ms.  Hardin  explained  that  the 
artists  were  chosen  through  a  community  process  involving  an  ad  hoc  committee.  She 
noted  that  the  civic  leaders  depicted  in  the  murals  were  asked  to  select  their  constituents 
to  participate  in  the  process.  The  hope  is  that  over  time,  a  cross  section  of  neighbors 
would  be  represented  in  the  mural's  12  panels.  The  Commissioners  decided  to  postpone 
the  motion  to  approve  the  mural  designs,  stating  they  would  like  further  explanation  of 
the  artist  selection  process  as  well  as  a  more  developed  design  presentation.

2.  Southern  Exposure  Performance 

Judy  Moron 

Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  introduced  Courtney  Fink,  the  executive  director  of 
Southern  Exposure,  a  nonprofit  San  Francisco  arts  organization,  to  seek  design  approval 
to  present  a  public  performance  on  Market  Street  as  part  of  The  Cries  of  San  Francisco,  a 
multimedia  art  project  by  artist  Allison  Smith  to  take  place  on  June  4,  201 1.  Ms.  Fink 
began  her  presentation  by  showing  images  of  Ms.  Smith's  previous  work  to  demonstrate 
the  artist's  focus  on  reenactment  as  a  subject.  She  described  The  Cries  of  San  Francisco 
as  a  project  that  takes  the  form  of  a  participatory  public  re-enactment,  transforming 
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Market  Street  into  a  stage  for  about  50  artists  to  perform  melodic  cries,  activism  and  craft 
through  the  articulation  of  street  peddler  identities.  Ms.  Fink  explained  that  the  project 
takes  inspiration  from  the  cries  of  London  when  early  17th  Century  English  street 
merchants  would  hawk  their  wares  with  melodic  songs  and  calls.  She  further  explained 
that  the  project  is  nomadic  in  nature  and  would  take  place  along  Market  Street  between 
5'  Street  and  the  Embarcadero  with  Mint  Plaza  acting  as  a  starting  and  ending  point.  Ms. 
Fink  reported  that  she  is  currently  working  with  the  Friends  of  Mint  Plaza,  the  Street 
Closure  Department,  and  the  Police  Departments  at  the  north  and  south  stations  on 
Market  Street  to  implement  the  project,  and  will  be  seeking  approval  from  the 
Department  of  Pubic  Works,  if  the  Commissioners  approve  the  project.  Ms.  Fink  noted 
that  Ms.  Smith  is  a  highly  accomplished  artist  who  has  exhibited  in  numerous  venues 
both  nationally  and  internationally.  She  added  that  the  artists  involved  in  the  performance 
were  chosen  through  a  rigorous  application  and  selection  process  conducted  by  Southern 
Exposure  staff.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  expressed  some  concerns  about  the  various 
identities  that  the  artists  would  portray,  hoping  that  the  artists  would  be  sensitive  to  the 
various  cultural  groups  in  San  Francisco.  Ms.  Fink  responded  by  stating  that  Southern 
Exposure  holds  extremely  high  standards  that  were  upheld  to  address  such  concerns 
during  the  selection  process  of  the  artist  performers.

3.  Special  Program  for  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission's  80th  Anniversary 

Luis  R.  Cancel 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  Luis  R.  Cancel  opened  a  discussion  regarding  an  exhibition 
entitled  Shared  Histories:  Latino  Artists  in  San  Francisco,  1932-2012,  curated  by 
Anthony  Torres,  which  will  be  part  of  the  special  programming  associated  with  the  80th 
Anniversary  year  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  ("'SFAC")  in  2012.  Mr.  Cancel 
described  his  conversation  with  Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  about  the  various  ways  the 
80th  Anniversary  could  be  promoted  through  exhibitions  in  conjunction  with  the 
numerous  activities  associated  with  the  event.  Mr.  Cancel  explained  that  this  discussion 
led  to  a  conversation  with  San  Francisco  based  curator  Anthony  Torres,  a  well  respected 
Latino  scholar,  who  proposed  an  exhibition  highlighting  Latino  artists  working  in  San 
Francisco  over  the  80  years  of  the  SFAC.  Mr.  Cancel  added  that  1932  is  an  excellent  year 
to  begin  the  survey,  allowing  Mr.  Torres  to  incorporate  well  known  artists  such  as  Diego 
Rivera  and  Frida  Kahlo.  Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  as  the  timeline  of  the  survey  unfolded, 
there  would  be  opportunity  to  focus  on  lesser  known  artists  and  introduce  them  into  a 
larger  cultural  context.  Mr.  Cancel  described  the  exhibition  as  having  many  components 
including  collaborations  with  local  institutions  such  as  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  for 
Latino  Arts,  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  The  Mexican  Museum,  The  Art  Institute  of 
San  Francisco,  and  others.  Mr.  Cancel  remarked  that  the  SFAC  Gallery  would  host  an 
exhibition  of  the  most  contemporary  artists  surveyed  by  Mr.  Torres  and  would  be  curated 
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by  Ms.  Shiftier.  Mr.  Cancel  then  requested  approval  for  an  honorarium  for  Mr.  Torres  to 
begin  the  extensive  scholarly  research  needed  to  implement  an  exhibition  of  this  depth 
and  scale. 

Commissioner  Skiar  inquired  about  the  culturally  specific  focus  of  the  exhibition  and 
whether  or  not  other  ethnic  constituents  in  San  Francisco  would  be  represented.  Mr. 
Cancel  responded  by  stating  that  many  ethic  groups  will  be  honored  through  the  various 
programs  associated  with  the  80th  Anniversary  including  a  book  project  commemorating 
the  activities  of  the  SFAC  over  the  years.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  suggested  that 
while  conducting  research,  Mr.  Torres  might  take  a  curatorial  approach  that  would  relate 
the  work  of  the  exhibition's  artists  to  that  of  other  cultures.  Commissioner  Keehn 
remarked  that  the  connection  between  the  exhibition  and  the  80th  Anniversary  was 
unclear.  Both  Commissioners  Keehn  and  Garcia-Nakata  suggested  that  Mr.  Torres 
discover  links  between  the  artists  and  movements  represented  in  the  exhibition  and  the 
role  of  the  SFAC.  Commissioner  Keehn  proposed  the  inclusion  of  the  Mission  School  as 
a  way  to  broaden  the  exhibition's  cultural  focus  and  connect  it  back  to  the  SFAC.  Mr. 
Cancel  added  that  an  important  connection  to  make  is  between  the  SFAC  and  the  Mission 
Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts/  Mission  Grafica.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  agreed 
that  through  Mr.  Torres'  research,  intercultural  connections  could  be  made  while 
involving  the  role  of  the  SFAC.  Both  Commissioners  Johnston  and  Sklar  commented 
favorably  on  the  program's  inclusion  of  various  local  institutions  as  a  timely  and  positive 
attribute  of  the  exhibition.

4,  Review  of  Public  Art  Program  Current  Contracting 

Susan  Petitions 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  conducted  a  rev  iew  of  current  Public  Art  Program 
Artist  Selection  and  Contracting  processes.  Ms.  Pontious  began  by  stating  that  the 
minimum  time  frame  of  a  public  art  project  is  three  years,  while  some  last  for  up  to  ten. 
Because  of  this  range  of  duration,  it  is  imperative  that  the  Public  Art  Program  maintain 
consistency  in  its  practices.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  program  guidelines  and  a  sample 
artist  contract  are  available  on  the  website  for  review.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  at  the 
beginning  of  each  project  a  master  plan  is  established  to  determine  the  approach  to  the 
project,  goals,  and  objectives.  She  explained  that  Memorandums  of  Understanding  are 
issued  to  establish  how  the  Public  Art  Program  relates  to  other  agencies,  artists  and 
departments,  with  legal  contracts  issued  at  later  dates.  Ms.  Pontious  then  presented  the 
mission  statement  of  the  Public  Art  Program  explaining  that  the  context  of  an  artwork 
often  determines  its  meaning  and  how  it  relates  to  the  constituents  of  a  neighborhood. 
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She  noled  that  at  the  beginning  of  each  project,  the  following  questions  are  addressed: 
what  is  the  mission  of  the  artwork's  facility?,  who  is  the  audience?,  and  others.  Ms. 
Pontious  gave  an  example  of  the  recently  completed  public  art  program  at  Laguna  Honda 
and  walked  the  commissioners  through  the  steps-of  how  a  master  plan  for  artwork  was 
established  for  that  facility. 

Ms.  Pontious  described  the  process  for  selecting  artists  starting  with  the  Request  for 
Qualifications  ("RFQ")  or  making  selections  from  a  Prequalified  Artist  Pool.  She  went 
on  to  explain  how  Public  Art  Program  Staff  curates  a  short  list  to  present  to  a  Selection 
Panel  who  chose  finalists  to  compete  for  pubic  art  opportunities  by  making  proposals  for 
specific  sites.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  an  Arts  Commissioner  is  required  to  participate  as 
a  voting  member  on  every  Selection  Panel.  She  added  that  during  the  proposal  phase, 
finalists  work  closely  with  Public  Art  Program  staff  to  ensure  that  their  proposals  are  of 
high  quality  and  are  feasible.  She  explained  that  the  proposals  are  displayed  in  the 
community  of  the  art  site,  and  are  then  presented  to  the  Selection  Panel  who  chooses  a 
finalist  to  recommend.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  once  the  artist  recommendation  is  made, 
it  has  to  be  approved  first  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  and  then  by  the  Full 
Commission.  To  demonstrate  the  importance  of  Public  Art  Program  staff  working  with 
artists  as  they  develop  conceptual  proposals,  Ms.  Pontious  showed  several  examples  of 
proposals  that  had  not  gone  through  this  process  and  how  they  were  problematic  in 
various  ways.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  once  an  artist  is  chosen  for  a  project,  every 
stage  of  the  project  is  presented  to  the  VAC  to  ensure  that  design  intent  and  deliverables 
as  outlined  in  the  artist's  contract  are  being  met. 

5.  Public  Safety  Building 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Lovvorn  presented  the  revised  Public  Safety  Building  Public 
Art  Program  Outline  and  presented  the  finalists  as  recommended  by  the  Public  Safety 
Building  Artist  Selection  Panel.  Ms.  Lovvorn  explained  that  since  last  November  when 
the  Visual  Arts  Committee  approved  the  Public  Safety  Building  Public  Art  Program 
Outline,  several  meetings  with  the  project's  stakeholders  had  taken  place  resulting  in  a 
refinement  to  the  artwork  project  locations  and  selection  approach.  Ms.  Lovvorn  reported 
that  three  art  opportunities  have  been  identified  for  the  Public  Safety  Building  site:  a 
memorial  to  fallen  police  officers  located  in  the  entryway  to  the  police  headquarters; 
artwork  to  be  installed  at  the  new  fire  station  located  on  the  north  side  of  the  new 
building;  and  an  artwork  for  the  community  plaza  at  the  south  west  corner  of  the  building 
site.  Ms.  Lovvorn  noted  that  a  national  call  for  artists'  qualifications  was  issued  in 
November.  The  Public  Art  Program  received  over  400  applications.  Ms.  Lovvorn 
explained  that  the  Selection  Panel  comprised  of  nine  voting  members  met  on  March  7, 
201 1  and  chose  the  following  artists  for  each  of  the  opportunities:  Police  Memorial  Site 
finalists  -  Shimon  Attie,  Larry  Kirkland,  Paul  Kos  and  Catherine  Wagner;  Fire  Station 
Site  -  Franka  Diehnelt/Claudia  Reisenberger,  Donald  Lipski,  and  Matthew  Passmore 
(Rebar  Group);  and  South  Plaza  Site  -  Lawrence  Argent,  Douglas  Hollis,  Paul  Kos, 
Matthew  Passmore  (Rebar  Group)  and  Roxy  Paine.

2.  Planning  Code  Update 

JillManton 


Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  presented  the  updated  Planning  Code,  Section  429  which  includes  an 
option  for  developers  to  allocate  1%  of  funds  to  public  art  projects.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  goals  of 
signature  landmark  pieces,  rotating  temporary  art,  film  screenings  and  other  projects  would  be  indentified 
and  used  to  enliven  the  downtown  San  Francisco  area.  Ms.  Manton  commented  that  i.5%of  this  funding 
has  been  set  aside  for  the  conservation  artwork,  and  an  amount  (to  be  determined)  will  be  allocated  to 
grants  for  San  Francisco  based  artists  and  non-profit  organizations.  The  Commissioners  applauded  Ms. 
Manton's  efforts. 

3.  SFAC  Gallery 

Meg  Shiffler 
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Gallery  Director,  Meg  Shiftier  presented  the  work  of  Elizabeth  Axtman,  and  artist  included  in  the 
upcoming  exhibition  Three  Solo  Projects:  Elizabeth  Axtman,  David  Huffman  &  Travis  Somerville.  Ms. 
Shiftier  explained  that  all  three  artists  in  the  exhibition  examine  race  relations  in  America  from  an  African 
American  perspective.  Ms.  Shiftier  described  a  project  of  Ms.  Axtman's  where  the  artist  examines 
controversial  figures  known  for  bad  societal  behavior  by  either  sending  them  love  letters  or  creating  a  work 
that  apologizes  on  their  behalf.  Ms.  Shiftier  noted  that  Ms.  Axtman  will  be  working  in  a  similar  manner  on 
a  new  project  to  be  presented  at  the  SFAC  Gallery,  I  Love  You  Keith  Bardwell  (working  titile).  Ms.  Shiftier 
explained  that  the  central  figure  in  Ms.  Axtman's  work,  Keith  Bardwell,  was  a  Louisiana  Justice  of  the 
Peace  who  refused  to  marry  a  mixed  race  couple  in  2009  claiming  that  children  of  mixed  race  couples  have 
difficulty  indentifying  in  the  world.  She  explained  that  Ms.  Axtman's  artwork  responds  to  Mr.  Bardwell's 
claim  through  a  documentary  film  that  interviews  several  biracial  children  about  their  individual  stories. 

Ms.  Shiffler  went  on  to  present  the  work  of  Earnest  Jolly  and  Terry  Berber  who  will  both  create 
installations  at  the  SFAC  Gallery  window  installation  site  at  155  Grove  Street.  She  stated  that  each  artist 
will  exhibit  individually  starting  with  Mr.  Jolly  and  followed  by  Ms.  Berber.  Ms.  Shiffler  noted  that  Mr. 
Jolly  is  an  artist  that  primarily  works  with  form  and  light.  For  his  installation  at  Grove  Street,  he  will 
exhibit  this  type  of  work  while  incorporating  a  water  feature.  Ms.  Shiffler  also  noted  that  Ms.  Berber  will 
create  an  installation  inspired  by  science  and  technology.

4.  Art  on  Market  Street  Program  Selection  Process 

Mary  Chou 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  prefaced  Project  Manager  Mary  Chou's  presentation  of  the  revised 
selection  process  for  the  Art  on  Market  Street  poster  series  and  theme  for  the  2012  poster  series  by 
announcing  to  the  Commissioners  that  Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  is  retiring  after  14  years  with  the  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  Art  on  Market  Street  Program  had  been  Ms. 
Moran's  responsibility  since  1996  and  will  now  be  managed  by  Ms.  Chou.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata 
thanked  Ms.  Moran  for  her  exceptional  contribution  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission's  Public  Art 
Program  and  extended  her  appreciation  on  behalf  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee.  Ms.  Chou  also  thanked  Ms 
Moran  and  stated  that  she  hoped  to  uphold  her  standard  of  excellence  while  managing  the  Art  on  Market 
Street  Program. 

Ms.  Chou  informed  the  Commissioners  that  Public  Art  Program  staff  wishes  to  revise  the  artist  selection 
process  for  the  Art  on  Market  Street  poster  series  to  be  consistent  with  the  selection  process  established 
for  all  other  projects  within  the  Program.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  initially  a  selection  panel  determined 
the  artists  chosen  for  the  poster  series,  while  in  recent  years  that  process  was  replaced  by  a  curatorial 
selection  conducted  by  Ms.  Moran.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  Public  Art  Program  staff  requests  a  return 
to  the  original  panel  selection  process  in  the  event  of  Ms.  Moran's  retirement.  Ms.  Chou  described  the 
process  of  issuing  a  Request  for  Qualifications  wherein  artists  would  submit  examples  of  previous  work 
through  an  online  application  system.  She  reported  that  Public  Art  Program  staff  would  curate  a  short  list 
of  approximately  20  candidates  to  present  to  a  selection  panel  consisting  of  two  arts  professionals,  one 
Arts  Commissioner  and  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs.  She  further  explained  that  the  panel  would  choose 
six  to  eight  finalists  to  create  proposals  for  the  poster  series.  The  selection  panel  would  reconvene  to 
review  the  proposals  and  three  would  be  chosen  for  recommendation  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  for 
commissioned  work. 

Commissioner  Johnston  asked  if  a  return  to  the  panel  selection  process  would  require  more  staff  time  and 
produce  more  costs.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  panel  selection  process  could  potentially  take  more  time 
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than  the  current  model,  but  costs  related  to  proposal  development  would  not  increase.  Commissioner 
Johnston  inquired  if  the  change  in  selection  process  was  proposed  in  response  to  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs'  current  involvement  in  the  poster  series'  selection  and  design  process  and  if  the  issue  of  his 
inaccessibility  was  resulting  in  delays.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  current  process  has  become  too  time 
consuming  for  a  variety  of  reasons  and  hoped  the  proposed  system  would  streamline  the  process. 
Commissioner  Johnston  replied  that  he  had  reservations  about  the  change  since  the  curatorial  process  had 
worked  so  well  in  the  past.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  the  process  worked  because  Ms.  Moran  brought  a  high 
level  of  curatorial  knowledge  to  the  project,  but  the  process  has  become  cumbersome.  Ms.  Pontious 
commented  that  the  amount  of  research  involved  in  the  selection  process  takes  too  much  time  for  such  a 
small  budget  project. 

Ms.  Chou  reported  that  a  Request  for  Qualifications  for  the  2012  poster  series  will  be  issued  this  month 
with  the  proposed  theme  of  "celebrating  the  arts  in  San  Francisco"  in  honor  of  the  Arts  Commission's  80th 
anniversary  and  the  Art  on  Market  Street  Program's  20th  anniversary.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  should  the 
revision  of  the  selection  process  be  approved,  she  will  be  requesting  a  Commissioner  to  participate  in  the 
selection  panel.

5.  Chinese  Recreation  Center

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  revised  conceptual  design  for  Colette  Crutcher's  artwork  at  the  Chinese  Recreation 
Center.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  when  the  artist  selection  panel  chose  Ms.  Crutcher  for  the  commission, 
they  recommended  that  she  revise  her  design  to  be  more  integrated  with  the  design  of  the  building.  Ms. 
Chou  displayed  Ms.  Crutcher's  original  proposal  for  two  mosaic  panels  located  on  the  facade  of  the 
Chinese  Recreation  Center  to  demonstrate  the  panel's  recommendation.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  Ms. 
Crutcher  revised  her  design  to  achieve  this  integration  by  rounding  out  and  completing  the  previously 
truncated  forms.  Ms.  Chou  also  noted  that  the  location  of  the  two  panels  were  switched  in  order  to  create  a 
more  balanced  composition  and  to  respond  to  the  location  of  the  planted  trees  near  the  artwork  site.

6.  Port  Pier  92 

Mary  Chou 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  project  outline  for  artwork  at  Pier  92  for  the  Port  of  San  Francisco.  Ms.  Chou 
stated  that  the  Pubic  Art  Program  has  entered  into  agreement  with  the  Port  to  commission  an  artwork 
located  on  two  unused  grain  silos  at  Pier  92  as  part  of  a  Blue  Greenway  Project.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the 
surface  of  the  northern  silo  facade  has  been  identified  as  the  opportunity  for  artwork.  She  explained  that 
since  the  silos  can  be  seen  from  afar  on  highway  101,  she  envisioned  a  strong  and  graphic  artwork  that 
could  be  read  from  that  distance.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artwork  is  meant  to  be  long  term  temporary 
and  will  be  displayed  for  at  least  10  years.  She  added  that  the  Port  is  concerned  about  the  conservation  of 
the  silos  and  therefore,  the  artwork  will  be  reversible.  Ms.  Chou  expressed  her  enthusiasm  for  moving 
forward  on  this  project  which  had  been  pending  for  some  time.  Ms.  Manton  remarked  that  this  was  the 
first  time  that  the  Port  will  be  working  with  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  to  fund  public  art  projects. 
Ms.  Manton  added  that  the  Port  plans  to  write  an  Ordinance  that  will  name  the  Public  Art  Program  as  the 
manager  of  all  their  public  art  projects.

7.  SOMA  West  -  Skate  Park 
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Mary  Chou 
Staff  Report 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  project  outline  for  artwork  at  SOMA  West  Skate  Park.  Ms.  Chou  reminded  the 
Commissioners  that  the  SOMA  West  project  has  two  artwork  sites:  the  McCoppin  Garden  where  Rebar 
Group  was  selected  for  an  artwork;  and  the  Skate  Park  located  beneath  the  central  freeway.  Ms.  Chou 
explained  that  the  columns  underneath  the  freeway  have  been  identified  as  the  artwork  opportunity.  She 
noted  that  an  artwork  attached  or  painted  onto  the  columns  would  be  a  suitable  approach  to  the  site.  Ms. 
Chou  discussed  the  possibility  of  having  strong  pictorial  artwork  that  could  be  seen  from  cars  and 
pedestrians  passing  by.  She  also  discussed  the  potential  for  the  artwork  to  be  reflective  so  it  responds  to 
column  lighting  that  will  be  installed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the 
project  will  be  progressing  quickly  with  the  first  selection  panel  to  take  place  in  mid-May.

8.  Cabrillo  Clubhouse 

Susan  Pontious 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  the  public  art  program  outline  for  the  Cabrillo  Clubhouse.  Ms.  Pontious  explained 
that  the  Cabrillo  Clubhouse  is  a  new  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  project  located  near  the  Fulton 
Recreation  Center.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  Cabrillo  Clubhouse  is  a  historic  building  that  does  not 
allow  for  public  artworks  to  be  integrated  into  its  structure.  She  reported  that  the  green  area  surrounding 
the  Cabrillo  Clubhouse  will  be  renovated  to  include  two  play  areas  and  a  lawn  area.  Ms.  Pontious  reported 
that  the  artwork  opportunities  have  been  identified  as  either  a  free  standing  sculpture  or  an  artwork 
mounted  on  the  fence.  Ms.  Pontious  commented  that  the  artist  for  this  project  will  be  chosen  from  the 
2011-2012  Prequalified  Artist  Pool.

9.  Public  Utilities  Commission  Projects 

Susan  Pontious 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  an  update  on  Public  Utilities  Commission  projects  and  Memorandum  of 
Understanding.  Ms.  Pontious  began  her  presentation  by  stating  that  Ned  Kahn's  Firefly  Wall  at  525 
Golden  Gate  Avenue  will  be  one  of  the  most  spectacular  pieces  that  the  Public  Art  Program  has 
commissioned.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("PUC")  had  initially  agreed  to 
finance  the  building  supports  for  Firefly  Wall,  but  that  this  was  no  longer  the  case.  Ms.  Pontious  stated 
that  there  are  no  funds  that  can  come  out  of  the  project's  contingency  to  pay  for  the  building  supports 
which  may  lead  to  a  reevaluation  of  the  project's  scope. 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  she  attended  a  meeting  with  the  PUC  and  a  media  firm  hired  to  implement  a 
media  wall  at  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  expected  to  be  financed  through  Art  Enrichment  funds.  Ms. 
Pontious  described  the  plans  for  the  media  wall  to  consist  of  several  video  tiles,  possibly  using  archival 
photographs  for  content,  located  at  the  entrance  of  the  building's  cafeteria.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  it  is 
unclear  how  much  the  project  is  going  to  cost  and  what  the  impact  of  using  Art  Enrichments  funds  will 
have  on  the  Public  Art  Program's  working  relationship  with  the  PUC.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  the  media 
wall  project  presents  some  confusion  about  the  use  of  Art  Enrichment  funds  which  are  meant  to  be 
allocated  to  artworks  and  not  to  supporting  the  infrastructure  of  buildings. 

Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  PUC  has  been  examining  the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance,  which  does  not 
clearly  define  an  artwork,  in  an  attempt  to  fund  community  related  projects.  Ms.  Pontious  informed  the 
Commissioners  that  the  PUC  had  recently  requested  a  comprehensive  accounting  report  from  the  Public 
Art  Program  for  all  PUC  projects,  some  dating  back  several  years.  She  stated  that  her  accounting  staff  was 
able  to  produce  a  reconciled  report.  Ms.  Pontious  also  noted  that  PUC  staff  have  claimed  that  SFAC  has 
charged  27%  administration;  but  she  has  not  has  a  change  to  find  out  that  this  charge  is  based  on.  She 
stated  that  regarding  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding,  we  need  clarity  about  the  purpose  of  Art 
Enrichment  before  moving  forward  with  any  PUC  projects. 
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Commissioner  Johnston  recommended  obtaining  a  memo  from  the  Controller's  office  that  clearly 
identifies  administrative  overheads  related  to  pubic  artworks.  Commissioner  Johnston  also  recommended 
utilizing  both  the  Arts  Commissioners  and  the  PUC  Commissioners  to  find  uses  for  Art  Enrichment  funds 
that  accommodates  both  parties.  He  stated  that  he  had  concerns  about  broadening  the  definition  of  Art 
Enrichment  to  include  facilities  and  community  engagement.  Commissioner  Johnston  reasoned  that 
setting  the  precedent  to  use  Art  Enrichment  funds  for  projects  other  than  public  art  commissions  is  likely 
to  be  problematic.  Ms.  Manton  suggested  that  if  Art  Enrichment  Funds  were  to  be  used  for  projects  outside 
public  art,  then  perhaps  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  could  be  the  faction  to  determine  those 
projects.  Commissioner  Johnston  suggested  that  establishing  a  fixed  amount  of  the  Art  Enrichment  budget 
to  be  allocated  towards  non  public  art  commissions  may  be  more  effective  than  leaving  the  funds  open  to 
interpretation.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  agreed,  stating  that  a  negotiation  between  the  Public  Art 
Program  and  the  PUC  needed  to  take  place. 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  raised  the  issue  that  funding  community  driven  projects  with  Art 
Enrichment  funds  creates  vulnerability  for  the  Public  Art  Program,  not  only  in  terms  of  funding  projects, 
but  also  for  funding  staff  positions.  Commissioner  Johnston  noted  that  if  the  PUC  decides  to  fund  the  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission's  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  with  Art  Enrichment  funds,  it 
creates  a  danger  of  that  program  loosing  financial  support  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund.  Commissioner 
Johnston  advised  that  Public  Art  Program  asses  whether  or  not  the  PUC  was  interested  in  establishing  a 
percentile  ground  for  using  Art  Enrichment  funds  and  devise  ways  to  successfully  integrate  their  goals  into 
the  existing  funding  structure.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  suggested  that  a  meeting  between  the  PUC, 
Ms.  Pontious  and  Commissioner  Johnston  take  place.  Commissioner  Johnston  added  that  Commissioner 
Keehn  would  be  a  valuable  presence  at  the  meeting  as  well. 

10.  New  Business 

Ms.  Pontious  remarked  on  a  recent  article  in  the  New  York  Times  exploring  the  Civic  Art  Collection, 
describing  it  as  harmful  to  the  reputation  of  the  Program.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  Civic  Art  Collection 
has  been  working  with  extremely  limited  resources  and  staff  to  rectify  the  lack  of  registrar  work  dating 
back  to  1932.  Ms.  Pontious  described  the  efforts  of  the  staff  in  recent  years  to  create  databases  of  the 
collection  and  identify  work  that  is  missing  or  undocumented.  Ms.  Pontious  commented  that,  throughout 
its  history,  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  has  devoted  little  of  its  discretionary  funds  to  the 
Collections  Program  and  the  actual  budget  to  maintain  works  in  the  Collection  is  miniscule.  Commissioner 
Garcia-Nakata  inquired  if  Ms.  Pontious  developed  a  multi-phase  plan  to  present  to  the  Full  Commission  to 
request  additional  funding,  to  which  Ms.  Pontious  replied  that  she  and  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings 
were  developing  a  plan  for  the  inventory.  Commissioner  Johnston  remarked  that  he  would  discuss  a 
presentation  of  this  material  to  the  Full  Commission  by  Ms.  Pontious  with  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs. 
Commissioner  Johnston  noted  that  while  the  article  appeared  negative  in  tone,  it  presented  an  opportunity 
to  highlight  the  lack  of  funding  for  the  Collection  which  could  beneficial  in  establishing  future  support.

1.  Consent  Calendar 

1.  Motion  for  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  approve  the  mural  design  for  FAMILIA,  a  150' 
x  15'  painted  mural  by  artist  Victor  Reyes.  The  mural  is  to  be  placed  on  the  wall  of  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital's  Community  Health  Network  Building  located  at  2789  25th 
Street  which  faces  Potrero  del  Sol  Skate  Park.  This  project  is  a  collaboration  between  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital,  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  and  Buena 
Vista  Elementary  School  Parent-Teacher  Association.

2.  Motion  to  approve  the  Construction  Documents  Phase  deliverables  (finalized  lighting  plan, 
site  plan  and  refined  sculpture  designs  for  integration  into  architectural  construction 
documents)  by  Cliff  Garten  for  artwork  for  the  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Unit:  Entry 
Drive  Median.

2.  Redesign  of  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  Logo 

Luis  R.  Cancel 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Luis  R.  Cancel  informed  the  Commissioners  that  he  had  thought  about 
redesigning  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission's  ("SFAC")  logo  for  some  time,  and  felt  the  event  of  the 
80th  anniversary  was  the  perfect  opportunity  to  do  so.  He  reported  that  he  was  in  conversation  with  the 
designers  of  Studio  1500  who  offered  to  implement  a  complete  rebranding  of  the  agency,  including  a  logo 
redesign,  on  a  pro  bono  basis.  Mr.  Cancel  noted  that  in  any  branding  exercise,  it  is  difficult  to  decide  on  a 
logo  for  an  organization.  He  stated  that  with  15  Commissioners,  it  would  be  an  impossible  task  to 
coordinate  schedules  for  all  to  be  involved  in  the  process.  Mr.  Cancel  proposed  that  the  decision  of  the 
final  logo  be  devolved  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  with  himself  and  Commissioner  Chew  acting 
as  the  primary  liaisons  with  the  design  team. 
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Mr.  Cancel  introduced  Partners  and  Creative  Directors  of  Studio  1500,  Julio  Martinez  and  Eric  Schmitt, 
and  asked  them  to  discuss  their  background.  Mr.  Martinez  stated  that  he  and  Mr.  Schmitt  had  previously 
been  designers  at  Pentagram  Design  where  they  mostly  worked  on  large  projects.  Mr.  Martinez  explained 
that  he  and  Mr.  Schmitt  decided  to  create  their  own  design  company  that  would  allow  them  to  work  with 
smaller  agencies  and  continue  to  do  freelance  and  pro  bono  work.  Mr.  Martinez  expressed  that  Studio  1500 
focuses  primarily  on  brand  development  by  building  on  what  has  already  been  established  for  their  clients. 
He  stated  that  he  and  Mr.  Schmitt  were  particularly  excited  by  the  challenge  of  creating  a  new  logo  for  the 
SFAC.  Commissioner  Johnston  expressed  concern  that  the  SFAC  rebranding  would  not  receive  adequate 
attention  because  it  is  a  pro  bono  project  for  Studio  1500.  Mr.  Schmitt  argued  that  having  a  small,  efficient 
staff  allows  for  greater  personalized  attention  to  all  projects  in  their  scope  of  work.  Mr.  Martinez  stated 
that  he  understood  Commissioner  Johnston's  concern  regarding  pro  bono  work  and  explained  that  his 
design  firm  views  it  as  an  important  contribution  to  the  community.  He  added  that  Studio  1500  pursues 
pro  bono  projects  for  the  creative  stimulation  as  well  as  the  opportunity  for  high  visibility.  Commissioner 
Sklar  expressed  concern  that  Studio  1500  was  too  small  a  company  to  take  on  the  task  of  rebranding  the 
SFAC,  particularly  in  a  new  digital  age.  Mr.  Schmitt  replied  that  their  company  is  based  on  a  newer  model 
where  they  utilize  partner  relationships  to  address  technology  needs  not  supplied  within  their  team. 
Commissioner  Beltran  stated  that  the  SFAC  has  become  much  more  visible  in  the  past  few  years  and  is 
happy  to  have  such  high  level  designers  working  on  the  rebranding  efforts. 

Commissioner  Johnston  stated  that  he  was  unclear  about  devolving  the  final  logo  design  to  the  VAC  and 
suggested  that  it  be  brought  to  the  full  Arts  Commission  as  a  committee  report.  Mr.  Cancel  replied  that  the 
devolving  the  final  logo  design  to  VAC  would  streamline  the  design  process  and  ultimately  result  in  a 
sharper,  more  impactful  image.  Commissioner  Johnston  affirmed  he  was  in  favor  of  Commissioner  Chew 
and  Mr.  Cancel  working  with  Studio  1500,  but  wished  to  discuss  the  process  of  adopting  the  new  logo.  Mr. 
Cancel  stated  that  the  logo  design  would  have  to  be  in  a  highly  evolved  state  before  it  was  presented  to  the 
Full  Commission  and  suggested  devolving  the  primary  decision  to  the  VAC.  Commissioner  Johnston  noted 
that  typically  when  an  item  is  placed  on  the  Full  Commission  agenda  consent  calendar,  it  is  rarely  severed 
and  discussed.  He  stated  that  larger  issues,  such  as  adopting  a  new  logo,  should  be  presented  to  the  Full 
Commission.  Commissioner  Johnston  recommended  that  the  motion  be  revised.

3.  Bayview  -  Anna  E.  Waden  Branch  Library  History  Panels 

Susan  Pontious 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  reported  that  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  Branch  Library 
Improvement  Program  seeks  design  proposal  approval  for  large-scale  glass  History  Panels  to  be  installed 
on  the  exterior  facade  of  the  Bayview  -  Anna  E.  Waden  Branch  Library.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the 
History  Panels  are  being  developed  by  a  community  project  are  not  funded  through  the  Art  Enrichment 
Ordinance.  She  added  that  the  Art  Enrichment  project  associated  with  the  Bayview  Branch  Library  is  being 
developed  by  artist  Ron  Saunders.  Ms.  Pontious  introduced  the  Principal  of  THA  Architecture  Inc.,  Kacey 
Jurgens,  to  make  a  presentation  detailing  the  History  Panels  proposal. 

Ms.  Jurgens  noted  that  the  Bayview  Branch  Library  is  located  on  the  corner  of  Revere  Avenue  and  3rd 
Street  in  the  Bayview  neighborhood.  She  explained  that  the  Bayview  community  is  interested  in  having  the 
neighborhood,  its  residents  and  its  diverse  history  reflected  in  the  new  library  architecture.  To 
accommodate  this  request,  Ms.  Jurgens  stated  that  the  architecture  team  decided  to  incorporate  glass 
panels  containing  historical  neighborhood  images.  Ms.  Jurgens  explained  that  that  one  panel  is  devoted  to 
the  history  of  the  Hunters  Point  shipyards,  while  others  incorporate  recognizable  identifiers  of  the  area 
such  as  the  Bayview  Opera  House  and  various  community  gardens.  She  noted  that  while  the  color  of  the 
panels  had  not  been  decided  on,  she  was  hoping  to  incorporate  sepia  toned  images  against  an  off  white 
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background.  Ms.  Pontious  recommended  that  VAC  approve  the  conceptual  direction  of  the  panels  and  ask 
to  see  the  final  design  presented  at  a  later  date.

4.  Old  Business 

Judy  Moran  requested  an  opinion  from  the  VAC  regarding  the  possibilities  of  VAC  members  attending  the 
June  20th  Civic  Design  Committee  ("CDC")  meeting  in  order  to  discuss  the  integration  of  two  artworks 
into  the  revised  architectural  design  of  the  Central  Subway,  Union  Square/Market  Street  (UMS)  Station. 
For  the  June  20th  CDC  meeting,  she  reported  that  the  CDC  at  their  May  16th  meeting  asked  the  UMS 
Station  architects  to  incorporate  imagery  of  the  proposed  two  artworks  into  the  new  UMS  Station  designs 
so  the  CDC  could  assess  the  impact  of  the  architecture  and  the  artwork  on  one  another.  Given  the  complex 
and  extensive  integration  of  the  two  large  artworks  into  the  concourse  level  and  platform  level  of  the  UMS 
station,  Moran  was  concerned  that  the  roles  of  each  of  the  two  Commission  subcommittees  regarding 
approval  of  the  artwork,  as  opposed  to  approval  of  the  architecture,  might  need  to  be  clarified  at  the  CDC 
meeting. 

Ms.  Moran  also  mentioned  that  there  was  some  discussion  at  the  CDC  meeting  about  relocating  the 
entrance  of  the  UMS  Station  from  Geary  Street  to  Stockton  Street.  Commissioner  Johnston  confirmed  that 
a  decision  requiring  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  to  relocate  the  station  entrance  is 
outside  the  purview  of  the  CDC. 

Commissioner  Keehn  assured  staff  and  the  other  VAC  members  that  the  CDC  is  fully  cognizant  of  the  fact 
that  the  VAC  is  responsible  for  approving  the  artwork,  not  the  CDC.  Therefore,  it  was  decided  that  VAC 
members  would  not  attend  the  June  20th  CDC  meeting,  other  than  Commissioner  Keehn  who  serves  on 
both  committees. 

5.  Public  Safety  Building 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  reported  that  the  final  selection  panels  for  three  art  opportunities  at  the 
Public  Safety  Building  had  taken  place  on  May  10  and  May  17,  2011,  resulting  in  the  following  selected 
artists:  Shimon  Attie  for  the  Police  Memorial  site,  Paul  Kos  for  the  South  Plaza  site,  and  Merge  Conceptual 
Designs  for  the  Fire  Station  site.  Ms.  Loworn  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  artist  selection  was 
based  on  artist  interviews  and  presentations  of  past  work,  rather  than  conceptual  proposals. 

Ms.  Loworn  described  the  work  of  Mr.  Attie  chosen  for  the  Police  Memorial  site,  explaining  that  his 
practice  is  primarily  based  on  temporary  memorials,  which  often  take  the  form  of  installations  in  public 
space  involving  text  and  photographic  imagery.  The  panel  selected  Mr.  Attie  because  of  his  experience  with 
community  engagement  on  past  memorials  and  his  familiarity  and  sensitivity  to  the  nature  of  this  type  of 
project.  Ms.  Loworn  described  the  work  of  Mr.  Kos  chosen  for  the  South  Plaza  site,  and  noted  that  the 
panel  was  particularly  taken  by  Mr.  Kos's  project,  the  Poetry  /Sculpture  Garden  at  199  Fremont  Street,  San 
Francisco.  Ms.  Loworn  noted  that  the  ranking  of  the  South  Plaza  finalists  was  extremely  close,  but  there 
was  consensus  after  the  vote.  Ms.  Loworn  described  the  work  of  Merge  Conceptual  Designs  (Franka 
Diehnelt  and  Claudia  Reisenberger),  a  team  chosen  for  the  Fire  Station  site.  She  stated  that  the  team  had 
experience  creating  an  artwork  for  the  Fire  Department  of  San  Jose.  While  the  panel  liked  that  these 
artists  bring  this  experience  to  the  project,  the  artwork  for  the  Public  Safety  Building  would  be  unique  and 
specific  to  the  needs  of  this  site  and  stakeholders.  Ms.  Loworn  noted  that  the  artists  were  also  closely 
ranked  for  the  Fire  Station  site,  but  the  panel  had  consensus.  Commissioner  Beltran,  who  served  as  a 
panelist  for  this  project,  commented  that  the  selection  panel  was  thoughtful  and  thorough.

She 
presented  images  of  the  installed  artwork,  which  is  sited  near  the  entrance  to  the  playground.  The  mosaic 
sculpture  includes  salvaged  materials  such  as  asphalt,  concrete,  brick  and  terrazzo  from  the  old  facility 
with  brightly  colored  hand-carved  tiles  and  glass.  The  artwork  has  been  inspected  to  ensure  that  there  are 
no  sharp  edges.

The  artist 
pool  will  be  a  resource  for  staff  that  will  use  it  to  cull  candidates  for  new  public  art  projects  with  budgets 
under  $200,000.  Ms.  Loworn  described  the  statistical  composition  of  the  2011-2012  Prequalified  Artist 
Pool:  55%  San  Francisco  based  artists;  75%  Bay  Area  based  artists  (which  includes  San  Francisco);  and  12% 
out-of-state  artists.  She  thanked  Commissioner  Keehn  for  her  participation  in  the  selection  process.

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  work  of  finalist  Yoon  Lee  who  was  selected  by  the  panel  for  her  ability  to 
graphically  depict  motion.  Ms.  Chou  presented  finalist  Jovi  Schnell  who  was  selected  for  her  bold  color  and 
imagery  as  well  as  her  use  of  symbols.  Ms.  Chou  then  presented  the  alternate  finalist,  Ricardo  Richey 
whose  work  incorporates  strong  color  and  geometric  forms.

10.  Chinese  Recreation  Center 

Mary  Chou 
Staff  Report 
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Ms.  Chou  presented  Shan  Shan  Sheng's  revised  artwork  design  and  final  text  for  the  Chinese  Recreation 
Center.  Ms.  Chou  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  they  had  previously  approved  the  artist's  design 
deliverables  but  had  requested  a  review  of  her  text.  Ms.  Chou  presented  an  English  translation  of  Ms. 
Sheng's  text  that  includes  Chinese  poetry  from  the  Song  and  Tang  dynasties  and  characters  that  describe 
the  Chinese  American  experience.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  Ms.  Sheng  has  altered  the  placement  of  the  strands 
to  enhance  the  overall  design.  In  addition  to  approval  of  the  final  text,  Ms.  Chou  requested  the  approval  of 
this  change.

11.  Cabrillo  Clubhouse 

Susan  Pontious 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  Artist  Selection  Panel  for  the  Cabrillo  Clubhouse  will  take  place  at  the  end 
of  June  or  early  July  and  requested  the  participation  of  a  Commissioner.  Both  Commissioners  Beltran  and 
Keehn  volunteered.  Ms.  Pontious  commented  that  she  is  considering  the  use  of  a  chain  link  fence  material 
produced  in  the  Netherlands  for  this  particular  project.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  price  of  the  material 
would  allow  an  artist  to  create  a  design  and  stay  within  the  project  budget. 

12.  Public  Utilities  Commission 

Susan  Pontious 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  an  update  on  the  new  Memorandum  of  Understanding  ("MOU")  with  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  ("PUC").  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  she  and  Mr.  Cancel  and  Ms.  Manton  had 
recently  attended  a  meeting  with  PUC  staff  and  both  department  attorneys.  The  meeting  determined  that 
PUC  is  able  to  fund  community  based  projects  with  Art  Enrichment  funds  and  is  primarily  interested  in 
working  with  the  SFAC's  Community  Art  and  Education  ("CAE")  program.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  she 
was  able  to  deter  the  PUC  from  establishing  fixed  public  art  percentages  in  their  MOU,  and  hopes  to  work 
with  CAE  on  joint  projects.  She  expressed  her  wish  to  develop  a  program  that  would  meet  the  goals  of  the 
PUC,  but  would  not  exclude  public  art  opportunities.  Commissioner  Keehn  thought  that  based  on  a  later 
conversation  with  Juliet  Ellis,  the  PUC  was  open  to  public  art  commissions  and  was  willing  to  have  those 
projects  related  to  community.  She  stated  that  it  appeared  that  the  PUC  had  little  interest  in  administering 
the  public  art  process,  but  hoped  that  the  resulting  projects  were  community  focused.  Commissioner 
Keehn  expressed  belief  in  the  flexibility  in  the  types  of  projects  that  could  be  produced.  She  stated  that  it 
was  the  responsibility  of  the  SFAC  to  communicate  the  various  ways  that  public  art  may  be  involved  in  the 
PUC's  overall  plan.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  she  would  like  to  present  some  of  the  Public  Art  Program's 
smaller  budget  projects  that  directly  engage  and  reflect  specific  communities.  Commissioner  Johnston 
stated  that  it  was  also  important  to  communicate  the  community  benefit  of  having  large  scale,  significant, 
destination  public  art  projects  in  San  Francisco.  Ms.  Pontious  commented  that  she  would  work  with  SFAC 
staff  to  craft  a  proposal  for  how  the  PUC's  public  art  program  could  be  conducted.  Commissioner  Keehn 
noted  that  the  PUC  had  invited  her  to  attend  their  Commission  meeting  in  June  and  suggested  more 
interaction  between  SFAC  and  PUC  staff  in  general.  Both  Commissioners  Johnston  and  Keehn  noted  the 
importance  of  defining  the  SFAC's  role  in  PUC  public  art  projects  within  the  MOU. 

13.  Collections 

Allison  Cummings 

A.  Report  on  the  dispensation  of  artwork,  Flying  Dragon-Snake-Monkey-Bird,  by  Johanna  Poethig  at 
Boeddekker  Park. 

Project  Manager  Carol  Marie  Daniels  presented  the  work  Flying  Dragon-Snake-Monkey-Bird  by  Johanna 
Poethig,  currently  installed  at  the  recreation  center  at  Boeddekker  Park.  Ms.  Daniels  explained  that  the 
recreation  center  is  going  to  be  demolished  and  rebuilt,  and  she  is  currently  working  with  Ms.  Poethig  to 
relocate  her  artwork.  Ms.  Daniels  noted  that  the  new  recreation  center  will  not  have  enough  wall  space  to 
accommodate  Ms.  Poethig's  artwork.  Because  of  this,  there  may  be  a  possibility  of  altering  the  artwork  to 
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fit  within  the  given  space.  Ms.  Daniels  explained  that  she  discussed  the  possibility  of  moving  Ms.  Poethig's 
work  to  the  fagade  of  a  nearby  private  building  that  would  allow  the  work  to  remain  fully  intact.  She 
mentioned  that  the  current  owner  of  the  building  has  informally  expressed  interest.  However,  SFAC  staff 
did  not  see  this  relocation  as  an  optimal  solution  since  the  work  would  no  longer  exist  on  City  property. 
Ms.  Daniels  described  another  possible  option  to  relocate  the  artwork  to  the  Hamilton  Recreation  Center. 
She  stated  that  the  walls  opposite  the  swimming  pool  could  accommodate  the  height  of  the  artwork,  but 
would  require  some  alteration  of  its  length.  Ms.  Daniels  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  final 
decision  on  the  artwork  relocation  would  be  presented  to  the  VAC  for  approval  at  a  later  time. 
Commissioner  Johnston  suggested  de-accessioning  the  artwork  to  eliminate  the  need  for  alterations  and 
allow  the  artist  to  reinstall  in  a  location  of  her  choice.  Ms.  Daniels  confirmed  she  would  explore  that 
possibility  with  Ms.  Poethig. 

B.  Report  on  conservation  of  Peter  Voulkos  sculpture,  Untitled. 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  reported  that  the  conservation  of  Untitled  by  Peter  Voulkos  located  at 
850  Bryant  Street  has  been  completed.  Ms.  Cummings  displayed  images  of  the  sculpture  as  it  originally 
appeared  in  1971,  a  recent  image  depicting  the  work  before  the  restoration,  and  an  image  demonstrating 
the  work  post-conservation.  Ms.  Cummings  noted  that  previous  records  indicate  the  sculpture  was  made 
entirely  of  bronze,  but  the  work  is  actually  comprised  of  many  materials  including  brass  and  steel.  Ms. 
Cummings  explained  that  the  patina  on  the  various  materials  had  aged  in  different  ways,  resulting  in  a 
non-uniform  surface  and  color.  She  noted  that  through  the  funds  raised  by  ArtCare  and  the  efforts  of  Ruth 
Braunstein,  the  work  received  its  first  ever  total  repatinization.  Ms.  Cummings  explained  that  she  worked 
with  Artworks  Foundry  who  was  able  to  match  the  sculpture's  materials  and  created  a  consistent  color 
throughout  the  work. 

C.  Discussion  of  next  steps  with  de-accessioning  of  Masquerade  in  Black  by  Jay  DeFeo. 

Ms.  Pontious  recounted  the  decision  to  de-accession  Masquerade  in  Black  by  Jay  DeFeo,  stating  that  it  was 
a  difficult  painting  to  install  in  public.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  painting  is  extremely  large  and  a  public 
display  would  create  the  need  to  encase  it  in  plexi.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  while  advancements  have  been 
made  in  anti-glare  plexi  materials,  the  painting  has  a  dark  color  palette  and  encasing  the  work  would  make 
it  difficult  to  see  due  to  light  reflections.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  SFAC  had  voted  to  sell  the  work 
to  a  local  museum,  but  none  have  wanted  to  make  the  purchase.  She  commented  that  the  Commission 
would  need  to  determine  whether  or  not  they  wanted  to  consider  a  private  sale.  Discussion  ensued  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  SFAC  should  continue  to  hold  the  painting  in  the  possibility  that  an  appropriate 
installation  site  may  eventually  be  found. 

D.  Return  of  stolen  Mark  Adams  tapestry,  Pond  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  by  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department. 

Ms.  Cummings  presented  a  tapestry  work  by  Mark  Adams,  Pond  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  which  was  stolen 
from  the  Moscone  Center  in  2000.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  at  that  time  a  police  report  was  filed,  the 
work  was  rewoven  and  reinstalled,  but  the  original  was  never  found.  She  stated  that  earlier  this  year,  the 
rewoven  work  was  moved  to  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Terminal  2.  Ms.  Cummings  reported 
that  she  was  contacted  at  the  end  of  February  2011  by  Mr.  Adam's  estate  informing  her  that  someone  was 
selling  a  tapestry  closely  resembling  the  stolen  Pond  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  Ms.  Cummings  commented  that 
she  and  Ms.  Pontious  immediately  alerted  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  ("SFPD").  Ms.  Cummings 
noted  that  the  woman  selling  the  tapestry  had  advertised  it  on  Craigslist,  and  after  a  Police  sting  operation, 
the  woman  was  arrested  and  the  tapestry  impounded.  Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  unfortunately  the 
District  Attorney  opted  not  to  press  charges  and  the  woman  was  released  from  custody.  The  tapestry  was 
taken  into  the  possession  of  the  SFPD  and  Ms.  Cummings  identified  the  work  as  the  original.  Ms. 
Cummings  stated  that  she  was  currently  in  conversation  with  the  insurance  company  to  determine  the 
ownership  rights.

2.  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  Gallery 

Meg  Shiffler 

Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  presented  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  ("SFAC")  Gallery's  2012 
exhibition  calendar.  Ms.  Shiffler  began  her  presentation  with  plans  for  January  and  February  of  2012.  She 
noted  that  because  the  SFAC  will  be  celebrating  its  80th  anniversary  next  year,  she  looked  for  ways  in 
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which  the  number  80  could  be  included  in  the  Gallery's  program.  Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  80  is  the 
atomic  number  for  mercury  and  the  first  exhibition  of  the  2012  year  will  focus  on  artists  working  with 
science.  Ms.  Shiffler  described  the  practice  of  the  three  artists  she  is  considering  for  the  exhibition: 
Jonathan  Keets  who  incorporates  physics  and  scientific  experiments  into  his  work;  Philip  Ross  whose 
work  is  related  to  biology  and  often  decomposes  or  is  consumed;  and  Heather  Sparks  who  transforms 
biology  into  other  mediums  such  as  vellum.  Ms.  Shiffler  reported  that  she  is  considering  Tahiti  Pehrson 
for  a  commission  at  the  Grove  Street  space  that  would  address  the  theme  of  80  years  of  arts  in  San 
Francisco.  And  for  the  City  Hall  exhibition,  Ms.  Shiffler  stated  that  she  would  like  to  display  80  images 
from  DOUBLEtruck,  a  photojournalism  magazine. 

Ms.  Shiffler  reported  that  for  May  and  June,  she  would  like  to  work  with  Independent  Curators 
International,  a  non-profit  organization  based  in  New  York  City,  to  bring  the  traveling  exhibition  FAX  to 
the  Gallery.  Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  the  exhibition  displays  the  work  of  artists  exploring  the  medium  of 
the  fax  machine.  She  noted  that  FAX  started  with  100  artists  at  the  Drawing  Center  in  New  York  City  with 
20  artists  added  each  time  the  exhibition  traveled.  She  stated  that  20  San  Francisco  artists  would  be  invited 
to  participate,  and  their  work  would  be  shown  along  with  a  selection  of  artists  from  previous  participating 
cities.  Also  during  the  May  and  June  months,  either  Alison  Pebworth  or  Andrew  Schoultz  will  create  work 
for  the  Grove  Street  space.  City  Hall  will  display  an  exhibition  of  Bert  Bergen  and  other  local  silkscreen 
artists  through  August.  Also  in  August,  the  annual  exhibition  Murphy  and  Cadogan  will  be  hosted  at  the 
Gallery  and  the  Grove  Street  space.  Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  Murphy  and  Cadogan  is  an  exhibition 
displaying  the  work  of  Master  of  Fine  Are  candidates  who  have  received  the  Jack  and  Gertrude  Murphy 
Fellowships  and  the  Edwin  Anthony  and  Adelaine  Bordeaux  Cadogan  Fellowships  in  the  Fine  Arts  from  the 
San  Francisco  Foundation.  For  September  and  October,  Ms.  Shiffler  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  the 
previously  approved  exhibition  Shared  Histories,  an  80  year  history  of  Latino  Arts  in  San  Francisco 
curated  by  Anthony  Torres.  Ms.  Shiffler  reported  that  Mr.  Torres  is  currently  working  to  create  an 
exhibition  platform  that  would  allow  him  to  partner  with  various  cultural  and  academic  institutions  in  San 
Francisco  to  realize  multiple  exhibitions  addressing  one  theme.  She  reported  that  Mr.  Torres  has 
submitted  a  proposal  with  a  list  of  planned  exhibition  to  herself  and  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  that 
will  be  presented  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  in  the  near  future.  Ms.  Shiffler  described  the  SFAC 
Gallery's  participation  in  Shared  Histories  as  an  exhibition  focused  on  local,  emerging  contemporary 
Latino  artists  in  the  Bay  Area.  Artists  under  consideration  include  Jaime  Cortez.  Ana  Teresa  Fernandez, 
and  Pablo  Guardiola.  For  City  Hall,  Ms.  Shiffler  would  like  to  commission  eight  photographers  to  create  a 
series  of  ten  photographs  that  tell  stories  relating  to  the  Mission  District  in  San  Francisco.  Artist  under 
consideration  include  Ray  Potes,  John  Harding  and  Robyn  Twomey. 

3.  General  Hospital 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  presented  the  Construction  Documents  Phase  deliverables  by  Cliff 
Garten  for  artwork  for  the  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Unit:  Entry  Drive  Median.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  that 
the  deliverables  for  this  stage  represent  the  final  design  of  his  proposed  artwork,  which  consists  of  a 
grouping  of  eight  stainless  steel  sculptures  illuminated  at  night  by  programmable  LED  lighting  which  are 
to  be  installed  on  entry  drive  median.  The  artwork  includes  the  landscape  treatment  of  the  median,  which 
features  a  series  of  wave  like  berms  planted  with  tufted  grass.  She  noted  that  the  artist's  original  design 
had  included  nine  sculptures,  but  the  number  of  sculptures  was  reduced  to  eight  in  order  to  accommodate 
the  cost  of  additional  lights  and  increasing  the  density  of  the  rods  in  the  wider  sculptures,  which  will 
improve  the  effects  of  the  lighting.  Ms.  Loworn  submitted  Mr.  Garten's  final  budget  to  the  Commissioners 
for  review  and  stated  that  the  artwork  as  designed  at  this  phase  is  within  budget. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Construction  Documents  Phase  deliverables  (finalized  lighting  plan,  site 
plan  and  refined  sculpture  designs  for  integration  into  architectural  construction  documents  and  final 
budget)  by  Cliff  Garten  for  artwork  for  the  General  Hospital  Acute  Care  Unit:  Entry  Drive  Median. 
Moved:  Beltran/Keehn 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  the  Construction  Documents  Phase  deliverables  by  Anna  Valentina  Murch  for 
General  Hospital:  Plaza,  which  represents  the  final  design  of  the  proposed  artwork.  Ms.  Murch  had 
proposed  to  create  a  unifying  gesture  for  the  plaza  with  planters,  seating  elements,  sculpture,  lighting  and 
plantings.  She  noted  that  in  this  phase,  Ms.  Murch  has  refined  her  designs  to  detail  the  lighting  that  will 
illuminate  the  benches  both  internally  and  from  their  bases.  Also  added  to  the  artwork  are  a  series  of  three 
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benches,  which  are  designed  to  be  accessible  to  wheelchair  users  and  their  companions.  Ms.  Loworn 
presented  a  mock-up  of  Ms.  Murch's  circular  basket  seat  benches  that  will  be  installed  by  the  Emergency 
Room  entry.  She  concluded  by  presenting  the  artist's  overall  lighting  plan  and  final  budget. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Construction  Documents  Phase  deliverables  (revised  design  of  specific 
elements,  modification  of  site  plan,  final  budget  and  mock-up  of  stainless  steel  seating  element)  by  Anna 
Valentina  Murch  for  General  Hospital:  Plaza. 
Moved:  Beltran/Keehn 

Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  she  has  begun  investigating  ways  that  two-dimensional  artwork  may  be 
integrated  into  the  hospital  waiting  rooms  and  corridors  in  durable,  permanent  materials.  She  presented 
three  potential  prototypes  of  two-dimensional  artworks,  which  feature  artists'  imagery  translated  onto 
porcelain  enamel  panels  affixed  within  metal  powder  coated  frames,  which  mimic  the  look  of  traditional 
framed  artworks.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  porcelain  enamel  works  well  for  translating  imagery  that  uses 
earth  tones,  while  colors  like  bright  green  and  red  become  a  bit  muted.  She  explained  that  she  will 
continue  to  conduct  further  research  into  other  fabrication  techniques  in  order  to  develop  a  two 
dimensional  artwork  plan  for  the  hospital.  She  will  update  Commissioners  as  the  plan  develops. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  direction  (as  represented  by  initial  fabrication  samples)  of  the 
implementation  of  the  two  dimensional  artwork  program  for  corridors  and  waiting  rooms  of  the  General 
Hospital  Acute  Care  Unit.

6.  Art  on  Market  Street  Poster  Series  2012 

Judy  Moron 

Project  Manager  Judy  Moran  presented  on  behalf  of  Project  Manager  Mary  Chou,  the  past  work  of  six 
artist  finalists  and  one  alternate,  recommended  by  the  Art  on  Market  Street  Artist  Selection  Panel,  for  the 
development  of  a  proposal  for  the  Art  on  Market  Street  Poster  Series  for  2012.  Ms.  Moran  stated  that  the 
panel  consisted  of  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Luis  R.  Cancel,  Commissioner  Johnston,  Director  of 
Kearney  Street  Workshop  Ellen  Oh,  and  Katherine  Aoki,  artist.  Ms.  Moran  described  the  work  of  the  six 
finalists:  Julie  Chang  who  is  currently  designing  the  terrazzo  floor  for  the  Transbay  Terminal;  Felipe 
Dulzaides  who  has  completed  a  number  of  public  billboard  projects;  Christina  Empedocles  who  creates 
history  based,  wax  pencil  drawings  of  found  and  collected  ephemera;  Guillermo  Gomez-Pena,  a 
well-known  artist  whose  work  explores  cross  cultural  identities,  immigration  and  border  politics;  Paul 
Madonna  whose  illustrations  of  San  Francisco  scenes  have  regularly  appeared  in  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle;  Deth  P.  Sun,  whose  imaginative,  graphic  illustrations  were  the  favorite  of  the  panel;  and 
alternate  Ala  Ebtekar  who  often  juxtaposes  modern,  ancient  and  mythological  imagery.  Commissioner 
Johnston  added  that  there  was  little  disparity  among  the  choices  of  the  selection  panel.

7.  SOMA  West  Skatepark 

Staff  Report 
Judy  Moran 

Ms.  Moran  presented,  on  behalf  of  Ms.  Chou,  the  revised  artwork  opportunities  at  SOMA  West  Skatepark. 
She  explained  that  early  in  the  project's  development,  the  stakeholders  expressed  an  initial  interest  in 
seeing  reflective  sculptural  elements  attached  to  the  columns  at  the  project  site.  Ms.  Moran  reported  that 
recently  officials  at  the  California  Department  of  Transportation  have  eliminated  that  possibility  since 
reflective  materials  may  distract  traffic  in  the  area  and  attachments  to  the  freeway  columns  may  impede 
regular  visual  inspections  of  the  columns.  Ms.  Moran  noted  that  Ms.  Chou  met  with  the  SOMA  West 
Skatepark  design  team  and  decided  to  expand  the  artwork  opportunities  to  include  a  fence  treatment,  a 
sculptural  element  at  the  park's  entryway,  and  a  treatment  of  the  sound  wall.  These  new  opportunities 
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have  been  communicated  to  the  project  finalists  who  will  consider  them  as  they  develop  their  conceptual 
proposals.

8.  Central  Subway 

Judy  Moran 

Ms.  Moran  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  Central  Subway  Public  Art  Program,  stating  that  the  station 
artists  are  currently  working  on  developing  their  artwork  designs  with  the  Central  Subway  project 
architects.  She  stated  that  the  artists'  contracts  are  currently  undergoing  the  city's  certification  process 
which  requires  approval  and  signatures  from  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  in 
addition  to  the  Arts  Commission's  standard  contract  approvals  and  signatures  from  various  city 
departments.  Ms.  Moran  added  that  following  her  retirement  at  the  end  of  this  month  Ms.  Loworn  will 
become  the  Project  Manager  for  the  Central  Subway  Public  Art  Program. 

9.  Public  Utilities  Commission 

Jill  Manton 

Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  presented  the  revised  Memorandum  of  Understanding  ("MOU")  with  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  ("PUC").  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  PUC  was  willing  to  agree  to  a  fixed 
20%  fee  for  the  SFAC  in  the  MOU,  but  thought  that  25%  or  30%  was  a  more  accurate  representation  of 
staff  administration  time.  Ms.  Manton  explained  she  is  investigating  formulas  used  by  other  agencies  that 
calculate  administration  time  factoring  in  sick  and  vacation  hours  that  could  be  used  instead  of  agreeing  to 
a  fixed  fee.  She  noted  that  she  and  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  continue  to  refine  specific  language  in 
the  MOU,  and  final  revisions  were  nearly  complete.  Commissioner  Johnston  stated  he  was  reluctant  to 
create  a  system  tracking  administrative  costs,  fearing  it  might  become  complicated  and  create  extra  work 
for  staff.  He  stated  that  a  20%  fee  was  defendable  and  represented  a  balance  of  fluctuating  staff  hours  for 
various  projects.  Commissioner  Johnston  further  advocated  for  a  fixed  20%  fee,  noting  that  it  allowed  for 
budget  planning.  He  stated  that  the  Commission  would  conceptually  approve  the  MOU  with  the  details 
reviewed  at  a  later  time  and  asked  that  the  VAC  be  informed  of  any  responses  or  negotiations  from  the 
PUC  regarding  the  MOU. 

10.  Collections 

Jill  Manton 

Ms.  Manton  presented  an  update  on  the  de-accessioning  of  Masquerade  in  Black  by  Jay  De  Feo.  Ms. 
Manton  informed  the  Commissioners  that  she  was  considering  the  sale  of  the  work  to  a  private  collection, 
but  would  prefer  to  de-accession  the  work  to  a  public  institution.  Ms.  Manton  explained  that  she  had  been 
in  conversation  with  the  artist's  estate  and  it  is  open  to  selling  the  work  to  a  museum  outside  of  the  Bay 
Area.  Ms.  Manton  noted  that  it  was  also  the  hope  of  the  artist's  estate  that  the  work  remain  accessible  to 
the  public  and  requested  approval  of  the  Commissioners  to  solicit  interest  from  non-local  museums.

2.  Director's  Report 
Susan  Pontious 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  reported  that  she  and  other  Public  Art  Program  staff  had  attended  the 
Americans  for  the  Arts  Public  Art  Network  ("PAN")  Conference  last  month  in  June.  She  explained  that 
each  year  PAN  distributes  the  Year  in  Review  awards  to  the  best  public  art  projects  in  the  United  States. 
She  announced  that  three  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission's  ("SFAC")  projects  were  selected  to 
receive  that  award:  Three  Heads,  Six  Arms  by  Zhang  Huan;  and  two  separate  installations  by  Owen  Smith 
at  Laguna  Honda.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  some  highlights  of  the  conference  which  included  sessions  on 
examining  city  infrastructures  through  public  art,  crafting  messages  to  the  media,  and  a  lecture  by  Penny 
Balkin  Bach  from  the  Fairmont  Art  Association  regarding  the  afterlife  of  an  artwork. 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hearing,  particularly  noting  Supervisor  David  Chiu's 
interest  in  offering  San  Francisco  based  artists  a  significant  amount  of  commissions  though  the  Public  Art 
Program.  Ms.  Pontious  informed  the  Commissioners  that  in  the  last  Fiscal  Year,  the  program  awarded  55% 
of  projects  to  San  Francisco  based  artists  representing  65%  of  the  budget.  She  noted  however,  that  the 
statistics  can  vary  greatly  by  year  due  to  the  wide  range  of  project  completion  times  and  budget  amounts. 
Because  of  this,  some  years  will  appear  to  support  San  Francisco  based  artists  more  than  others,  but  will 
even  out  over  time.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  program  will  continue  to  support  local  artists  by  issuing 
geographically  specific  Requests  for  Qualifications. 
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Ms.  Pontious  summarized  the  past  year  for  the  Commissioners  noting  that  the  program  had  completed 
several  large  scale  projects  including  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Terminal  2  and  Laguna  Honda. 
She  reported  that  the  Transbay  Terminal  projects  had  received  approval,  the  Central  Subway  artist's 
contracts  were  being  finalized,  and  an  artist  team  had  been  selected  for  a  Veteran's  Memorial  that  has  been 
pending  for  75  years.  Ms.  Pontious  also  noted  the  achievements  of  instituting  new  programs  such  as 
ArtCare  and  Guide  by  Cell  tours.  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  the  goals  for  Fiscal  Year  2012  will  be  primarily 
focused  on  supporting  program  infrastructure.  She  noted  upcoming  changes  that  include  staff  members 
transitioning  to  higher  positions  and  a  new  bookkeeping  system  that  will  be  implemented  in  the  near 
future.  In  addition  to  these  changes,  Ms.  Pontious  stated  that  this  year's  goals  will  concentrate  on  the  Civic 
Art  Collection  and  the  completion  of  a  full  inventory.  A  temporary  position  will  be  created  to  support  this 
goal.  Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  Pubic  Art  Program  will  finish  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding 
("MOU")  with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("PUC")  and  find  ways  to  collaborate  with  the  SFAC's 
Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  ("CAE")  to  develop  interesting  projects.  Finally,  Ms.  Pontious 
noted  that  staff  aims  to  update  the  program's  website  and  publish  online  catalogues. 

3.  SFAC  Gallery 

Meg  Shiffler 

Gallery  Director  Meg  Shiffler  introduced  curator  Anthony  Torres  who  presented  his  work  on  the  project 
Shared  Histories.  Ms.  Shiffler  noted  that  Mr.  Torres  had  completed  the  initial  stages  of  research  for  what 
was  intended  to  be  a  larger  project.  However,  Interim  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  JD  Beltran  asked  for  a 
reevaluation  of  the  project  as  a  whole.  Ms.  Shiffler  explained  that  Mr.  Torres'  presentation  requests  the 
payment  of  an  honorarium  of  $5,000  for  work  he  has  done  to  date. 

Mr.  Torres  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  the  original  premise  of  Shared  Histories:  a  city-wide  project 
focused  on  lost  or  forgotten  Latino  artists  of  the  Bay  Area,  explored  through  exhibitions  hosted  by  various 
academic  and  cultural  institutions.  Mr.  Torres  commented  that  the  SFAC  Gallery  and  many  other 
institutions  have  agreed  to  participate  in  the  project.  Some  have  already  developed  exhibition  concepts 
while  others  are  yet  to  be  determined.  He  added  that  a  brochure  or  catalog  would  accompany  the  project  to 
further  demonstrate  the  overall  concept  and  articulate  the  various  issues  addressed.  Mr.  Torres  noted  that 
there  was  an  early  concern  about  the  cultural  specificity  of  the  exhibition  expressed  by  the  Commissioners 
at  a  previous  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  meeting.  In  order  to  address  that  concern,  Mr.  Torres 
explained  that  he  broadened  the  scope  of  the  exhibition's  thesis  to  include  other  constituencies  of 
underrepresented  artists  in  the  Bay  Area. 

The  Commissioners  further  discussed  the  curatorial  framework  of  Shared  Histories  with  Mr.  Torres  who 
described  his  research  and  his  connections  made  with  other  institutions.  Ms.  Shiffler  noted  that  the 
collaborating  institutions  are  ready  to  continue  developing  their  exhibition  concepts  in  response  to  Mr. 
Torres'  thesis.  Commissioner  Johnston  commented  that  although  the  SFAC's  agreement  with  Mr.  Torres 
has  ended,  the  Commissioners  may  wish  to  agendize  and  vote  on  entering  into  a  contract  with  Mr.  Torres 
for  him  to  continue  as  the  curator  of  Shared  Histories.  He  suggested  that  SFAC  staff  and  VAC 
Commissioners  meet  to  discuss  the  project  in  the  context  of  all  agency  activities  at  a  later  date.

Chou  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  three  finalists  had  been  selected  to  create  artwork  proposals  for 
the  available  art  opportunities:  the  freeway  columns  and  underpass;  the  sound  wall;  a  sculpture  element  at 
the  park's  entryway;  and  a  fence  treatment.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  selection  panel  was  comprised  of: 
Department  of  Public  Works  Landscape  Architect,  Koa  Pickering;  Exhibitions  Program  Manager  at 
Southern  Exposure,  Maysoun  WazWaz;  community  representative  Tessa  Springer;  and  Civic  Design 
Commissioner  Kimberlee  Stryker,  who  unanimously  selected  Ms.  Schnell  as  the  project  artist.  Ms.  Chou 
described  Ms.  Schnell's  artwork  proposal  which  references  the  Woodward  Gardens,  an  amusement  park 
formerly  located  near  the  project  site.  Ms.  Chou  explained  how  the  artist  translated  the  aesthetics  of 
Woodward  Gardens  into  strong,  graphic  imagery  with  bright  colors,  incorporating  symbolism  inspired  by 
celestial  imagery  and  clocks.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  artwork  will  be  painted  on  the  freeway  columns  and 
underpass  with  KEIM  silicate  paint  which  has  an  approximate  50  year  life  span.  Ms.  Chou  added  that  this 
material  had  been  reviewed  and  approved  by  Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings.

11.  Laguna  Honda 

Susan  Pontious 

Ms.  Pontious  gave  an  update  on  several  items  related  to  artwork  at  Laguna  Honda.  Ms.  Pontious  stated 
that  Public  Art  Program  staff  had  been  working  to  complete  the  two-dimensional  artwork  program  at  the 
hospital.  She  reminded  the  Commissioner  that  approximately  100  two-dimensional  artworks  were 
purchased  for  display,  and  31  of  those  were  selected  by  residents  for  limited  reproductions  for  patient 
rooms.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  Magnolia  Editions  was  selected  to  produce  the  reproductions,  and 
presented  the  final  artwork  proofs.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  a  survey  was  conducted  among  Laguna 
Honda  residents  to  indicate  the  popularity  of  each  image.  She  stated  that  this  data  will  inform  the  eventual 
print  count  of  each  artwork  to  allow  residents  to  have  the  image  of  their  choice.  In  addition  to  the 
two-dimensional  work  already  purchased,  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  director  of  the  Laguna  Honda 
cafeteria  was  interested  in  purchasing  artwork.  She  explained  that  if  the  budget  allows  for  it,  the  Public  Art 
Program  will  issue  a  Request  for  Proposals  and  commission  an  artist  to  do  photographic  series  at  a  local 
farmers  market. 
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Ms.  Pontious  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  sculpture  Rabbinoid  by  Gerald  Heffernon,  which  was 
recently  relocated  from  Stern  Grove  to  Laguna  Honda,  had  been  subject  to  complaints  from  hospital 
residents.  She  reported  that  some  residents  found  the  sculpture  to  have  racial  overtones  that  were  taken  as 
offensive.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  how  she  met  with  the  residents  to  provide  background  on  the  artist's 
work  so  they  could  see  the  Rabbinoid  in  context  of  the  artist's  practice.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  the  hospital 
staff  will  hold  a  "town  hall"  meeting  with  the  residents  to  discuss  removing  the  artwork.  She  noted  that  the 
hospital's  Executive  Committee  had  approved  the  artwork  prior  to  its  relocation  and  is  aware  of  the  costs 
associated  with  its  removal.

12.  Collections 

Allison  Cummings 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  reported  that  she  met  with  the  Telegraph  Hill  Dwellers  Association  in 
response  to  the  increasing  number  of  complaints  regarding  the  conservation  of  the  Coit  Tower  murals.  Ms. 
Cummings  stated  that  the  meeting  was  a  productive  opportunity  to  introduce  herself,  the  Civic  Art 
Collection,  and  the  mission  of  ArtCare.  As  a  result  of  the  meeting,  the  Telegraph  Hill  Dwellers  Association 
has  offered  to  help  fundraise  for  the  restoration  of  the  murals.  Ms.  Cummings  also  noted  that  she  recently 
applied  for  a  grant  offered  through  Bank  of  America  for  artwork  restoration  with  the  Coit  Tower  murals  as 
the  focus.  k 

Ms.  Cummings  reported  on  the  activities  of  ArtCare,  stating  that  a  press  event  was  held  regarding  the 
recent  restoration  of  Peter  Volkous'  sculpture  outside  850  Bryant  Street.  Ms.  Cummings  noted  that  an 
article  about  the  restoration  appeared  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  shortly  thereafter.  She  mentioned  a 
recent  ArtCare  fundraising  event  that  resulted  in  grant  from  the  Koret  Foundation  and  stated  that 
fundraising  efforts  will  continue.  Ms.  Cummings  confirmed  several  candidates  for  restoration  including 
works  by  Keith  Haring,  Stephen  DeStaebler,  Jim  Dine  and  Ruth  Asawa,  among  others.  She  commented 
that  ArtCare  may  start  developing  a  Board  and  eventually  move  towards  establishing  non-profit  status. 

Ms.  Cummings  announced  that  she  received  approval  from  Ms.  Beltran  to  create  a  temporary  position 
devoted  specifically  to  the  inventory  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection.  This  position  would  include  completing  a 
database  of  all  4052  objects  in  the  collection  that  are  both  permanently  sited  and  on  loan  to  183  city 
agencies.  The  work  will  entail  data  collection  and  entry,  documentation  and  updating  existing  records.  Ms. 
Cummings  explained  that  this  position  has  been  thoroughly  conceived  with  an  executable  plan  to  complete 
the  inventory  within  18  months. 

Ms.  Cumming  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  a  previous  report  on  the  vandalism  of  the  McKinley 
Monument,  stating  that  since  then,  all  graffiti  has  been  removed  and  the  base  of  the  sculpture  has  been 
cleaned.  Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  while  there  have  been  no  incidents  of  vandalism  since  the  cleaning, 
she  would  like  to  implement  the  installation  of  a  fence  around  the  sculpture's  base  to  avoid  future 
incidences.  She  noted  that  several  approaches  to  the  fence  treatment  were  being  considered  that  would 
affect  the  period  style,  location  and  cost.  Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  she  was  currently  looking  for 
financial  partners  to  collaborate  with  on  this  effort.

2.  Bernal  Heights  Library 
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Susan  Pontious 

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  presented  the  mural  designs  for  the  Bernal  Heights  Library  by  the  artist 
team  of  Precita  Eyes  Muralists  and  Reuben  Rude.  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  the  design  had  gone 
through  an  extensive  community  process  and  is  now  approved  by  the  Library  Commission.  She  introduced 
City  Librarian  Luis  Herrera  to  discuss  the  process  to  date.  Mr.  Herrera  reported  that  the  renovation  of  the 
Bernal  Heights  Library  was  completed  in  2009.  However,  the  treatment  of  the  existing  mural  on  the 
library's  facade  had  not  been  resolved  at  that  time.  Mr.  Herrera  noted  that  following  the  restoration,  a 
community  mediation  process  began  to  address  the  different  opinions  expressed  by  the  community 
regarding  the  removal  or  replacement  of  the  mural.  Mr.  Herrera  explained  that  eventually  consensus  was 
reached  among  the  Library  Commissioners  to  commission  a  new  artwork  for  the  exterior  of  the  library. 
Mr.  Herrera  reported  that  following  that  decision,  an  artist  team  was  selected  and  their  initial  artwork 
concepts  were  presented  to  the  Library  Commission  as  well  as  to  the  Bernal  Heights  community.  Mr. 
Herrera  clarified  that  in  July  the  design  was  granted  a  resolution  of  approval  and  is  now  being  presented 
for  endorsement  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC").  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  commented  on  the 
complex  nature  of  the  process  and  thanked  the  Library  Commission  for  all  its  work.  She  then  opened  the 
discussion  to  public  comment. 

Ellen  Egbent  addressed  the  Commissioners  stating  that  she  had  been  to  all  Library  Commission  meetings 
regarding  this  item  and  recognized  the  VAC's  role  in  endorsing  the  project.  She  noted  that  the  Library 
Commission  was  placing  the  aesthetic  evaluation  of  the  mural  design  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  VAC. 
Ms.  Egbent  expressed  her  hope  for  a  beautiful  artwork  for  the  exterior  of  the  library,  but  did  not  think  the 
current  design  proposal  was  of  artistic  merit. 

Commissioner  Johnston  congratulated  the  Library  Commission  for  navigating  a  contentious  debate  and 
arriving  at  a  good  solution  for  what  he  thought  was  a  tough  but  appropriate  discussion  for  the  Bernal 
Heights  Library.  He  recalled  seeing  the  original  mural  presented  at  an  earlier  VAC  meeting  and 
commented  on  its  state  of  disrepair.  Commissioner  Johnston  expressed  that  he  felt  the  Library 
Commission  had  done  due  diligence  to  arrive  at  an  approved  design  and  felt  the  VAC  should  endorse  it. 
Commissioner  Johnston  noted  that  although  the  design  will  be  executed  in  tile,  it  should  go  through  the 
same  review  process  of  murals  implemented  on  city  property. 

Rosanne  Liggett  addressed  the  Commissioners  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  mural  design.  She  stated  her 
opinion  that  the  Library  Commission's  vote  did  not  indicate  broad  community  support  for  the  project.  Ms. 
Liggett  added  that  because  the  library  building  represented  historic  WPA  era  architecture,  it  was  a  popular 
opinion  that  no  artwork  should  be  placed  on  its  facade  at  all.  Ms.  Liggett  presented  comments  by 
community  members  complied  on  a  blog  devoted  to  the  issue  and  communicated  the  shared  belief  that  the 
mural  design  looked  more  like  illustration  than  fine  art.  She  added  that  she  hoped  the  VAC  will  consider 
the  aesthetic  quality  of  the  design  as  they  vote  on  the  item. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  expressed  her  appreciation  of  all  perspectives  on  the  mural  design  and 
thanked  those  who  made  public  comment  for  taking  the  time  to  express  their  viewpoints.  Commissioner 
Garcia-Nakata  explained  that  while  some  may  not  be  in  favor  of  the  design,  it  had  been  vetted  through  the 
Library  Commission  and  the  VAC's  role  was  to  facilitate  the  next  steps  in  the  design  process. 
Commissioner  Johnston  added  that  Precita  Eyes  Muralists  had  a  good  track  record  of  producing  high 
quality  work  and  felt  confident  in  their  ability  to  execute  this  project.  Interim  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs 
JD  Beltran  commented  that  the  color  palette  of  the  mural  should  be  muted  to  compliment  the  WPA  era 
style  architecture  of  the  library  building.  Commissioner  Johnston  agreed,  citing  Owen's  Smiths  mosaic 
artworks  at  Laguna  Honda  as  a  good  example  to  follow.  Ms.  Pontious  suggested  that  the  artist  team 
present  tile  samples  and  a  revised  color  palette  at  a  VAC  meeting  in  the  future.

Public  Art  Project.  Ms.  Loworn  explained  that  this  project  is  an  extension  of  the  Third  Street  Light  Rail 
line  (known  as  "T-Third"),  which  will  connect  to  the  future  Central  Subway  line.  Ms.  Loworn  presented 
examples  of  completed  T-Third  line  platform  artworks,  demonstrating  the  uniformity  of  integrated  pole 
mounted  sculptural  elements,  shadow  casters,  and  paving  designs  at  these  platform  stations.  She  reported 
that  the  Central  Subway  Arts  Master  Plan,  which  was  approved  on  November  3,  2008  by  the  Arts 
Commission,  called  for  the  commissioning  of  a  large  unique  sculpture  for  the  marquee  pole  for  the  4th 
and  Brannan  Platform,  which  would  be  in  keeping  with  the  pole-mounted  sculptures  on  the  other  T-Third 
Street  platforms..  Ms.  Loworn  explained  that  a  new  Request  for  Qualifications  will  be  issued  nationally 
due  to  regulations  from  the  funding  agency  and  a  selection  panel  process  will  take  place  over  the  next  few 
months.

B.  Ms.  Loworn  gave  a  project  update  regarding  the  landmark  artwork  at  the  Chinatown  Station  of  the 
Central  Subway  Project.  She  reminded  Commissioners  that  artist  Yumei  Hou  was  selected  for  the  project 
and  presented  her  approved  proposal.  Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  Public  Art  Program  staff  was  having 
difficulty  entering  into  contract  with  the  artist  due  to  a  language  barrier  and  her  concerns  about  certain 
contract  provisions.  Ms.  Loworn  is  working  with  the  City  Attorney  to  explore  mofications  to  the  contract 
to  address  the  artist's  concerns.  Ms.  Loworn  is  also  working  with  the  project  team  to  coordinate  the 
structural  design  specifications  that  are  required  as  part  of  the  Construction  Documents  which  will  be  at 
100%  in  October.  Ms.  Loworn  also  noted  that  the  location  of  the  artwork  had  changed  due  to  revisions  of 
the  station's  architecture.  She  stated  that  she  would  present  the  new  location  to  Commissioner  for 
approval  at  an  upcoming  meeting. 

5.  Memorial  Court 

Susan  Pontious 

Ms.  Pontious  presented  an  update  on  the  Memorial  Court  Veteran's  Memorial  Project.  Ms.  Pontious 
reported  that  the  Memorial  Court  Artist  Selection  Panel  recently  selected  the  proposal  Passage  of 
Remembrance  by  the  team  of  artist  Susan  Narduli  and  landscape  architect  Andrea  Cochran.  Ms.  Pontious 
described  the  central  elements  of  Passage  of  Remembrance  as  a  basalt  octagon  with  a  stainless  steel 
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walkway  over  a  reflecting  pool.  Ms.  Pontious  noted  that  the  octagon  creates  pathways  for  the  viewer  to 
navigate  with  poems  by  famous  poet  and  World  War  I  veteran  Archibald  MacLeish  inscribed  on  its  walls. 
In  addition  to  the  octagon  form,  Ms.  Pontious  explained  that  Ms.  Cochran  had  altered  the  landscape  design 
of  the  court  to  include  a  slight  sloping  of  the  lawn,  and  the  addition  of  a  material  under  the  grass  to  allow 
wheelchair  accessibility.  Commissioner  Johnston,  who  served  on  the  selection  panel,  commented  on  the 
redesign  of  the  court  noting  that  the  changes  will  allow  the  space  to  become  activated  by  public  use.  Ms. 
Pontious  added  that  Passage  of  Remembrance  has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  War 
Memorial  Complex.

6.  Mission  Playground 

Marcus  Davies 

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  final  design  revisions  of  artwork  fence  panels  by  Michael 
Bartalos  for  Mission  Playground.  Mr.  Davies  explained  that  due  to  a  reduction  in  the  panel  height,  Mr. 
Bartalos  had  been  required  to  make  alterations  to  his  original  design  in  order  to  accommodate  the  new 
dimensions.  The  new  designs  for  the  ten  individual  panels  were  then  presented  to  the  committee.  Mr. 
Davies  also  explained  that  the  new  designs  had  been  carefully  reviewed  by  both  the  artist  and  the 
fabricator  to  assure  that  all  openings  within  the  panels  were  in  strict  compliance  with  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Building  Inspection  code  and  that  any  areas  of  potential  structural  fragility  had  been 
reinforced.  Upon  review  of  the  modified  design  the  committee  was  in  agreement  that  the  revision  process 
not  only  addressed  structural  needs,  but  resulted  in  an  overall  aesthetic  enhancement  of  the  artwork.

7.  Public  Utilities  Commission 

JillManton 

Director  of  Programs  Jill  Manton  reported  on  the  status  of  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  ("MOU") 
between  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  ("SFAC")  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("PUC").  Ms. 
Manton  explained  that  consensus  was  reached  between  the  SFAC  and  senior  level  staff  at  the  PUC  to 
finalize  the  MOU.  Ms.  Manton  noted  that  the  agreement  to  allocate  65%  of  funds  to  the  Community  Arts 
and  Education  Program  ("CAE")  and  35%  to  the  Public  Art  Program  remained.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  she, 
Ms.  Pontious,  CAE  Program  Director  Judy  Nemzoff  will  meet  to  devise  a  comprehensive  cultural  arts  plan 
for  the  PUC  that  will  include  support  to  cultural  centers  and  temporary  public  art  projects.  Ms.  Manton 
reported  that  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  was  added  as  a  partner  to  the  cultural  arts  plan.  She 
commented  that  the  trio  of  agencies  working  together  will  be  successful  in  revitalizing  various 
communities  through  the  arts.

8.  Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster  Series 

Mary  Chou 
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Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  proposals  by  artists  Julie  Chang,  Christina  Empedocles,  Paul 
Madonna  and  alternate  Guillermo  Gomez-Pena,  recommended  by  the  Artist  Selection  Panel  for  the  2012 
Art  on  Market  Street  Kiosk  Poster  Series.  Ms.  Chou  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  artists  chosen 
for  this  series  were  asked  to  create  proposals  responding  to  the  theme  of  "celebrating  the  arts  in  San 
Francisco."  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  panel  was  comprised  of  Commissioner  Johnston,  artist  Katherine 
Aoki,  Director  of  the  Kearney  Street  Workshop  Ellen  Oh,  and  former  SFAC  Art  on  Market  Street  Project 
Manager  Judy  Moran. 

Ms.  Chou  described  Ms.  Chang's  art  practice  as  often  appropriating  ethnic  imagery  and  combining  it  with 
that  of  gift  cards  or  wall  paper  in  a  strong  graphic  style.  For  this  series,  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  artist 
will  create  six  designs,  each  focusing  on  a  different  genre  of  art.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  panel  liked  how 
the  artist  included  elements  that  would  reveal  themselves  over  multiple  viewings.  They  did,  however, 
recommend  that  the  artist  fully  develop  her  concept  through  continued  research  into  each  artistic  genre. 
Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  panel  felt  confident  in  the  artist's  ability  to  execute  an  interesting  poster  series, 
and  assured  the  Commissioners  that  Public  Art  staff  will  work  with  her  to  accomplish  this.  Commissioner 
Garcia-Nakata  commented  that  permissions  to  use  specific  imagery  may  be  necessary  for  this  project.  Ms. 
Chou  replied  that  she  would  work  with  the  artist  to  secure  permissions  or  change  imagery  if  permissions 
become  cost  prohibitive. 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  work  of  Christina  Empedocles,  an  artist  that  creates  hyper-realistic  drawings  using 
wax  pencil.  For  the  poster  series,  Ms.  Empedocles  has  proposed  to  monumentalize  six  classic  films 
pertinent  to  San  Francisco  by  combining  found  movie  posters  and  collage  elements  into  her  drawings.  Ms. 
Chou  noted  that  the  panel  thought  this  series  was  successful  and  that  many  people  will  find  it  enjoyable 
and  engaging.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  panel  recommended  that  the  artist  include  more  contemporary 
movie  references  instead  of  focusing  predominantly  on  one  time  period.  Additionally,  the  panel  noted  that 
they  hoped  for  more  integration  of  the  found  movie  posters  and  collage  elements. 

Ms.  Chou  described  the  work  of  Paul  Madonna,  an  artist  best  known  for  his  comic  strip  All  Over  Coffee 
published  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  Mr.  Madonna  has  proposed  a  series  of 
posters  that  pair  quotes  from  local  arts  figures  with  a  classic  San  Francisco  scene.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the 
panel  enjoyed  the  pairing  of  text  with  the  street  scenes,  but  felt  that  the  artist  could  bring  more  of  his 
unique  perspective  of  the  work.  Commissioner  Johnston,  who  served  on  the  panel,  remarked  that  the 
scenes  chosen  by  the  artist  should  be  less  iconic  and  more  evocative  of  a  place.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that 
the  panel  also  questioned  some  of  the  artist's  choice  of  images  and  stated  that  she  he  would  bring  revised 
designs  to  the  VAC  to  review  in  the  future. 

Ms.  Chou  presented  the  work  of  the  alternate  for  the  poster  series,  Guillermo  Gomez-Pena.  Ms.  Chou 
explained  that  the  artist  is  well  known  for  his  performance  work  that  often  explores  cross-cultural  issues. 
Ms.  Chou  reported  that  for  this  poster  series,  the  artist  proposed  a  series  of  poetic  statements  paired  with 
photos  of  local  artists  and  personalities  produced  from  staged,  improvisational  photo  shoots.  Ms.  Chou 
noted  that  the  panel  was  concerned  about  the  poetic  statements  and  felt  they  would  have  to  be  developed 
to  specifically  address  the  theme  of  "celebrating  the  arts  in  San  Francisco."  They  were  also  less  interested 
in  the  artist's  studio  photography  practice  and  more  attracted  to  portraits  created  outdoors  in  San 
Francisco.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  should  Mr.  Gomez-Pena  be  asked  to  replace  one  of  the  three  selected 
artists,  she  would  work  with  him  to  address  the  panel's  concerns.

9.  Suspension  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  Loan  Program 

Allison  Cummings 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  opened  a  discussion  regarding  the  Civic  Art  Collection  City  Office  Loan 
Program  and  requested  temporary  suspension  of  the  program.  Ms.  Cummings  explained  that  the  program 
had  been  suspended  previously  in  2004  when  it  was  apparent  that  limited  staff  could  not  maintain  the 
program.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  the  program  was  reinstituted  in  2009  by  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs,  but  still  lacked  adequate  staffing  to  ensure  its  effectiveness.  Ms.  Cumming  commented  that  during 
this  fiscal  year,  the  Civic  Art  Collection's  primary  goal  is  to  make  significant  progress  on  the  collection 
inventory.  She  noted  that  temporarily  suspending  the  City  Office  Loan  Program  would  aid  in  this  task,  as 
artwork  location  changes  need  to  be  at  an  absolute  minimum  during  the  inventory.  Ms.  Cummings  added 
that  the  program  deserved  a  full  analysis  to  determine  its  mission,  its  associated  costs  and  how  it  can  be 
run  efficiently.  During  the  suspension,  no  new  loan  projects  will  be  undertaken;  however  exiting  loans  and 
return  requests  will  continue  to  be  administered. 

Motion:  Motion  to  rescind  Resolution  No.  0504-09-120,  which  re-implemented  the  Civic  Art  Collection 
Loan  Program  in  May  2009  at  the  request  of  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,  with  the  borrowing 
department  assuming  all  costs  associated  with  the  loan.

10.  Relocation  of  Artwork  at  Boeddeker  Park 

Carol  Marie  Daniels 

Project  Manager  Carol  Marie  Daniels  gave  an  update  on  relocating  the  mosaic  mural  Flying  Dragon- 
Snake-Monkey -Bird,  by  Johanna  Poethig.  Ms.  Daniels  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  mural 
currently  resides  at  the  clubhouse  at  Boeddeker  Park  which  is  soon  to  be  demolished.  Three  options  for 
relocating  the  mural  were  previously  presented  at  the  May  18,  2011  VAC  meeting.  Ms.  Daniels  reported 
that  the  option  to  relocate  the  mural  to  an  exterior  wall  on  private  property  adjacent  to  the  clubhouse  was 
no  longer  available.  Ms.  Daniels  explained  that  relocation  to  Hamilton  Pool  was  another  option,  but  would 
require  that  the  artist  redesign  her  work  to  fit  within  a  smaller  wall  space.  Ms.  Daniels  noted  that  this  is 
the  artist's  preferred  option.  She  explained  that  the  artist  is  proposing  to  add  additional  elements  to  other 
walls  in  the  building  to  create  a  unified  artwork  that  looks  intentional  in  that  space.  Ms.  Daniels  reported 
that  the  she  is  meeting  with  a  conservator  to  discus  the  feasibility  of  moving  the  mural  and  will  also 
investigate  the  costs  associated  with  relocation  to  Hamilton  Pool.  Ms.  Daniels  stated  that  the  third  option 
for  the  mural  is  to  demolish  it  along  with  the  clubhouse  at  Boeddeker  Park,  and  use  the  funds  that  would 
have  been  spent  on  the  relocation  on  a  new  artwork  by  Ms.  Poethig.  Ms.  Daniels  commented  that  the  staff 
at  Hamilton  Pool  is  excited  about  the  possibility  of  receiving  the  artwork.  She  will  report  back  on  progress 
at  a  future  VAC  meeting. 

11.  SFAC  Rebranding 

Kate  Patterson 

Public  Relations  Manager  Kate  Patterson  gave  an  update  on  the  SFAC  rebranding  efforts.  Ms.  Patterson 
reported  that  she  held  a  meeting  with  staff  and  Studio  1500  to  discuss  the  main  values,  philosophies,  and 
functions  of  the  agency  and  how  that  may  be  communicated  through  branding.  Ms.  Patterson  noted  that 
the  meeting  was  well  attended  with  representatives  from  each  program  present.  Ms.  Beltran  commented 
that  she  attended  the  meeting  and  felt  it  was  productive,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  rebranding,  but  as  a 
staff  exercise  to  define  the  principals  of  the  agency.  Ms.  Patterson  stated  that  Studio  1500  will  use  the 
comments  supplied  at  the  meeting  to  compile  a  creative  brief  which  will  be  shared  with  SFAC  staff. 

12.  Moscone  Center  West 

Jill  Manton 
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Ms.  Manton  presented  an  update  on  the  Facsimile  project  by  Diller  +  Scofidio  at  Moscone  Center  West. 
Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  LED  screen  on  the  building's  facade  is  currently  non  operational.  She  noted 
that  she  met  with  an  LED  engineer  to  determine  how  to  resolve  issues  of  functionality.  An  action  plan  for 
maintenance  will  be  carried  out  in  late  August,  early  September  of  this  year.  Ms.  Manton  commented  that 
certain  companies  had  expressed  interest  in  using  the  screen  for  promotional  use.  She  noted  that  she  will 
contact  Diller  +  Scofidio  to  determine  if  the  screen  may  be  used  for  non-art  projects. 

13.  New  Business 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the  sculpture  Conquest  of  Space  by  Rufino  Tomayo  has  been  refurbished  and 
will  be  reinstalled  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  later  this  month.

Jennifer  Loworn 

A.  Chinatown  Station  -  Landmark  Artwork  (Artist  Yumei  Hou) 

Staff  Report:  Yumei  Hou  Contract 
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Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  reported  on  the  Landmark  Artwork  Project  for  the  Central  Subway 
Chinatown  Station  by  Yumei  Hou.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  the  artist  is  not  willing  to  enter  into  the 
standard  agreement  with  the  City  for  the  full  scope  of  work  associated  with  the  implementation  of  a  public 
art  project  based  on  her  reservations  about  certain  contract  provisions.  Ms.  Loworn  noted  that  after 
working  with  the  Deputy  City  Attorney,  a  revised  contract  was  presented  to  Ms.  Hou,  which  she  finds 
acceptable.  Ms.  Loworn  explained  that  the  scope  of  services  in  the  revised  contract  has  been  limited  to 
Conceptual  Design  Development  and  review  of  artwork  implementation.  Additionally,  the  artist's  liability 
was  substantially  reduced  and  the  indemnity  clause  was  modified  so  that  the  artist  is  required  to 
indemnify  the  City  only  for  any  damages  that  arise  from  her  own  negligence.  Ms.  Loworn  noted  that 
during  Conceptual  Design  Development,  the  artist  will  work  with  an  outside  design  consultant  hired  by  the 
San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  ("SFAC")  that  is  compliant  with  City  contract  requirements.  Ms.  Loworn 
reported  that  in  the  unlikely  event  that  someone  should  sustain  damage  caused  by  the  artist  during  the 
Conceptual  Design  Development  phase,  the  City  would  be  responsible  to  pay  for  damages  using  SFAC 
operating  funds.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  the  exposure  to  possible  risk  is  low  since  the  artist  is  only 
working  on  the  conceptual  design.  Commissioner  Sklar  asked  if  this  is  an  agreement  model  that  the  Pubic 
Art  Program  will  be  using  from  now  on.  Public  Art  Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  stated  that  this 
particular  case  was  unique  and  will  not  be  used  as  a  model  for  future  contracts. 

Ms.  Loworn  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  at  last  month's  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  meeting, 
she  explained  how  the  location  of  the  Landmark  Artwork  will  change  due  to  revisions  in  the  Chinatown 
Station  architecture.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  the  she  and  the  project  team  propose  to  move  the  artwork  to  two 
locations:  the  south  wall  of  the  escalator  landing;  and  the  north  wall  of  the  ticketing  hall  which  is  near  the 
base  of  the  escalator.  Ms.  Loworn  noted  that  these  locations  are  in  direct  lines  of  vision  for  multiple  areas 
of  the  station  creating  high  visibility.  Ms.  Loworn  discussed  the  fabrication  method  for  this  artwork  that 
will  include  painted  water  jet  cut  steel  shapes  that  are  panelized  and  installed  with  a  system  of  stand  offs 
so  that  the  panels  are  at  approximately  3"  from  the  face  of  the  wall.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  that  although  a 
support  grid  will  be  noticeable  the  artist  will  be  directed  to  incorporate  that  as  part  of  her  design.  She  noted 
that  the  work  will  include  a  3"margin  at  its  top  and  an  18"  margin  at  its  bottom  to  allow  for  installation  and 
protection  from  floor  cleaning.  Ms.  LoWorn  added  that  the  scale  and  placement  of  the  artwork  at  the  two 
wall  locations  were  modified  since  the  presentation  last  month  to  address  Commissioner  Johnston's 
concerns  that  the  artwork  be  designed  to  fill  the  walls  rather  than  resemble  a  framed  painting.

B.  Chinatown  Station  —  Wayfinding  Artwork  (Artist  Tomie  Arai) 

Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  revisions  to  the  Central  Subway  Chinatown  Station  architecture  would  also 
change  the  location  of  the  Wayfinding  Artwork  by  Tomie  Arai.  Ms.  Loworn  described  Ms.  Arai's 
Conceptual  Design  proposal  of  incorporating  contemporary  and  historical  images  related  to  the  Chinatown 
neighborhood  into  the  station's  entryway  and  glass  elevator  shaft.  Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  although 
these  opportunities  are  no  longer  available,  the  artist  in  collaboration  with  the  project  architect  has 
identified  the  following  new  opportunities:  the  Stockton  Street-facing  parapet  facade  of  the  station;  and 
the  end  walls  of  the  platform.  Ms.  Loworn  noted  that  the  artist  is  still  determining  whether  she  will  use 
art  glass  or  porcelain  enamel  as  her  fabrication  materials.

Allison  Cummings 

A.  Loan  Request  from  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  of  San  Francisco 

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  reported  that  she  received  a  request  from  the  de  Young  Museum  in 
San  Francisco  for  the  loan  of  Stephen  De  Staebler  artwork's  Stele.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  the  sculpture 
is  currently  on  long  term  loan  to  a  city  department  as  a  part  of  the  office  loan  program,  and  would  like  to 
see  it  temporarily  displayed  in  a  museum  context.  She  also  noted  that  the  de  Young  would  bear  all  costs 
associated  with  loan.  Ms.  Cummings  commented  that  she  was  in  favor  of  the  loan  to  grant  more  public 
exposure  to  this  work  and  to  the  Civic  Art  Collection  as  a  whole.

B.  Collections  by  the  Numbers  -  summary  report  on  FY10/11  collection's  activity 

Ms.  Cummings  provided  a  summary  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  department  for 
Fiscal  Year  2010  -2011.  Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  funding  for  the  collection  had  increased  as  a  result  of 
the  activities  of  the  previous  year.  She  stated  that  staff  had  participated  in  two  fundraising  events  for  the 
ArtCare  program  and  received  53  individual  donations  for  the  conservation  of  artworks  in  the  collection. 
Ms.  Cummings  noted  that  140  objects  were  accessioned  into  the  collection,  resulting  in  a  3.5%  increase  to 
the  scope  of  the  collection,  while  2  artworks  were  de-accessioned.  She  added  that  the  Civic  Art  Collection 
staff  oversaw  the  conservation  and/or  maintenance  of  47  artworks,  and  responded  to  20  incidents  of 
vandalism.  Ms.  Cummings  mentioned  that  the  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  administered  the  conservation, 
framing  and  installation  of  21  significant  artworks  from  the  collection  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  Terminal  Two.  Additionally,  they  administered  multiple  city  office  loan  projects,  documenting  and 
relocating  95  artworks  from  the  portable  collection.  Ms.  Cummings  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  the 
role  that  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  plays  in  commissioning  new  public  artworks  by  reviewing  Art 
Enrichment  proposals  and  advanced  design  concepts  for  the  Public  Art  Program  staff.  She  reported  that  22 
projects  were  evaluated  in  the  Fiscal  Year.  Ms.  Cummings  noted  that  the  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  fielded 
numerous  collections  inquiries  from  within  the  agency,  the  general  public  and  the  press,  while  providing 
documentation  for  five  collections  related  Sunshine  Requests.  And  finally,  Ms.  Cummings  reported  that 
the  Civic  Art  Collection  staff  participated  on  camera  for  two  Culture  Wire  episodes. 

C.  Mark  Adams  Tapestry  Recovery  Update 

Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  she  went  to  court  this  month  to  retrieve  the  Mark  Adams  Tapestry  from  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Department.  Ms.  Cummings  noted  that  the  person  who  previously  possessed  the 
tapestry  put  in  a  petition  to  have  it  returned  to  her  personal  residence.  However,  Ms.  Cummings  was 
successful  in  explaining  the  Civic  Art  Collections'  ownership  of  the  work.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  that  the 
tapestry  will  go  to  a  fine  art  storage  facility  where  it  will  be  evaluated  by  a  conservator  and  held  as  the 
Commission  determines  the  disposition  of  the  artwork. 

D.  Hidalgo  Monument  in  Dolores  Park  -  tree  damage  and  vandalism  abatement 

Ms.  Cummings  reported  that  a  tree  had  fallen  on  Juan  Olaguibel's  1962  monument  Miguel  Hidalgo  y 
Costilla  located  in  Dolores  Park.  Ms.  Cummings  noted  that  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  had 
removed  the  fallen  tree  while  she  arranged  for  ARG  Conservation  Services  to  evaluate  the  damage  to  the 
sculpture.  Ms.  Cummings  stated  while  no  structural  damage  was  sustained,  ARG  Conservation  Services 
took  the  opportunity  to  remove  graffiti  on  the  sculpture  and  seal  connection  points  in  the  bronze  for 
waterproofing.  The  work  was  completed  in  time  for  the  annual  Mexican  Independence  celebration  in 
Dolores  Park. 

4.  North  Beach  Library 

Mary  Chou 
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Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  presented  the  artist  Bill  Fontana's  proposal  as  recommended  by  the  Artist 
Selection  Panel  for  an  artwork  at  the  new  North  Beach  Library.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artist  has 
proposed  an  audio  composition  compiling  the  sounds  of  the  North  Beach  neighborhood  that  will  be  played 
through  speakers  installed  around  the  exterior  perimeter  of  the  library.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  a  sound 
sample  was  presented  to  the  selection  panel  representing  a  preliminary  version  of  the  artists'  composition. 
She  commented  that  in  the  final  version,  the  artist  plans  to  incorporate  historical  recordings  of  long  term 
North  Beach  residents  reflecting  on  their  experiences  in  the  neighborhood.  Ms.  Chou  mentioned  that  there 
was  a  lot  of  discussion  among  the  panelists  regarding  the  content  of  the  artist's  audio  composition.  She 
noted  that  the  preliminary  sample  included  a  lot  of  environmental  sounds  such  as  trolley  cars,  sea  lions 
and  water  from  the  Bay.  Ms.  Chou  explained  how  the  panel  felt  the  sounds  were  too  expected  for  the 
neighborhood  and  hoped  the  artist  would  include  sounds  more  specific  to  the  library,  sounds  that  reflect 
the  various  languages  spoken  in  the  area,  and  sounds  that  incorporate  the  area's  rich  literary  history.  Ms. 
Chou  noted  that  the  panel  was  also  concerned  about  the  placement  of  the  speakers  and  felt  the  artist 
should  work  with  the  architect  to  relocate  them  to  other  areas  in  or  around  the  library.  Ms.  Chou  stated 
that  the  panel's  feedback  was  communicated  to  the  artist  who  is  willing  to  adapt  his  audio  composition  and 
the  placement  of  the  speakers  as  the  design  develops. 

Ms.  Chou  mentioned  that  the  library  is  located  in  an  area  with  a  lot  of  ambient  noise.  In  order  to  address 
concerns  of  noise  pollution,  the  artist  is  proposing  to  attach  a  microphone  on  the  roof  of  the  library  to 
measure  ambient  sound  levels.  She  explained  that  through  this  technology,  the  volume  of  the  artist's  audio 
composition  could  adjust  according  to  the  existing  volume  of  neighborhood  sounds.  Commissioner 
Johnston  commented  that  the  area  is  heavily  activated  by  the  use  of  the  nearby  playground,  library  and 
trolley  cars,  as  well  as  pedestrian  and  street  traffic.  He  expressed  concern  that  the  community  would 
respond  unfavorably  towards  a  sound  based  installation  since  it  would  add  to  the  already  high  noise  level. 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  JD  Beltran  remarked  that  the  artist  uses  specialized  speakers  that  concentrate 
sound  in  particular  areas  and  that  the  audio  would  not  be  heard  unless  one  was  in  a  specific  location  in 
relation  to  the  position  of  the  speakers. 

Commissioner  Johnston  expressed  that  he  shared  the  same  concerns  of  the  panel  regarding  the  content  of 
the  audio  composition.  He  felt  that  in  its  current  iteration,  the  audio  composition  did  not  distinguish  itself 
enough  from  the  North  Beach  environmental  sound  or  provide  anything  but  expected  content.  Ms.  Chou 
introduced  Mindy  Linetzky,  bond  program  administrator  at  the  Department  of  Pubic  Works,  who 
participated  as  a  non-voting  member  of  the  selection  panel,  to  share  her  viewpoint  on  the  panel's  selection. 
Ms.  Linetzky  felt  that  the  selection  panel  chose  Bill  Fontana  on  the  strength  of  his  past  work  with  the 
expectation  that  the  artist  develop  the  idea  under  the  direction  of  the  project  architect  and  SFAC  staff.  Ms. 
Linetzky  noted  that  the  panel's  recommendation  was  to  accept  Bill  Fontana  and  his  proposal  pending 
further  development  of  the  content  of  his  sound  composition  and  the  location  of  the  speakers.  Ms. 
Pontious  suggested  amending  the  artist's  contract  to  include  Conceptual  Design  Development  as  a 
deliverable  before  entering  into  the  Design  Development  phase  and  revising  the  motions  to  include  the 
panel's  recommendations.

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Ms.  Chou  presented  the  conceptual  designs  for  three  artworks  at  the  new  Public  Safety  Building.  She 
explained  that  all  three  artists  had  met  with  the  project  team  and  stakeholders  to  discuss  their  conceptual 
designs  earlier  this  month.  Ms.  Chou  began  her  presentation  by  describing  the  conceptual  design  of  artist 
Shimon  Attie  who  was  selected  to  create  a  memorial  to  fallen  police  officers  in  the  main  entryway  of  the 
Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  proposal  incorporates  a  large  glass  cylinder  suspended 
from  a  ceiling  oculus.  The  glass  cylinder  contains  transcriptions  of  expressions  of  gratitude  to  police 
officers  that  the  artist  intends  to  collect  from  the  community.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  artist  has  included  a 
polished  stone  backdrop  that  wraps  slightly  around  the  glass  cylinder  which  is  etched  with  the  phrase 
"where  proudly  valor  sadly  sleeps."  She  explained  that  while  the  wording  is  still  not  finalized,  the  phrase  is 
meant  to  contextualize  the  memorial  and  inspire  viewers  to  have  their  own  expression  of  gratitude.  Ms. 
Chou  noted  that  opposite  the  glass  cylinder,  the  artist  has  created  a  space  to  reflect  on  an  existing 
memorial  taken  from  the  current  Hall  of  Justice  with  the  names  of  fallen  officers  carved  into  granite.  The 
space  incorporates  another  polished  stone  wrap  as  well  as  a  seating  area.  Ms.  Chou  said  that  the  artist  is 
currently  working  with  the  building  architects  to  determine  the  color  of  the  stone  backdrops,  and  showed 
the  Commissioners  renderings  with  both  gray  and  black  as  options.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  artist 
originally  intended  to  have  the  oculus  function  as  an  operable  skylight,  but  that  SFAC  staff  felt  that  this 
was  not  feasible;  Commissioners  agreed.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  project  team  and  stakeholders,  including 
three  representatives  from  the  Bay  Area  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Fund  ("BALEAF"),  all  responded 
favorably  towards  the  design  and  were  in  support  of  the  project  moving  forward. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asserted  that  the  artist  should  work  on  the  wording  of  the  phrase  behind  the 
glass  cylinder.  She  commented  that  as  it  now  stood,  the  phrase  seemed  awkward  and  contained 
grammatical  errors  that  should  be  corrected.  Ms.  Beltran  commented  that  the  stone  background  should  be 
dark  color  to  create  contrast,  allowing  the  artwork  and  its  text  to  be  visible  from  a  distance  and  at  night. 
Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  inquired  about  the  structural  feasibility  of  the  glass  cylinder  suspended  from 
the  ceiling.  Ms.  Chou  responded,  stating  that  minimal  attachments  on  the  cylinder  and  suspension  cables 
would  prevent  the  glass  from  swaying  during  an  earthquake.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that  the  design  has  been 
evaluated  by  two  structural  engineers  who  both  thought  it  could  be  executed  without  problems. 

Ms.  Chou  described  the  conceptual  design  for  the  community  plaza  at  the  Public  Safety  Building  by  Paul 
Kos.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  artist  is  proposing  several  elements  for  the  plaza  including  a  large  bronze 
bell  that  rings  twelve  times  a  day  at  noon,  a  granite  seven-pointed  star,  landscaping,  and  boulders  to  create 
entry  points  and  seating.  Ms.  Chou  stated  that  the  artist  would  like  to  include  a  water  element  to  turn  the 
granite  star  into  a  fountain.  She  and  the  artist  are  working  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  explore 
that  option.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  if  the  water  element  is  not  feasible,  the  artist  is  in  favor  of  utilizing  the 
star  as  a  seating  area.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  when  the  SFAC  staff  reviewed  the  proposal,  they  thought  the 
entryway  boulders  were  too  large  and  blocked  the  sightline  of  the  bell.  Because  of  this  feedback,  the  artist 
is  currently  sourcing  other  boulders  and  is  experimenting  with  different  sizes  and  configurations.  Ms. 
Pontious  noted  that  the  project  team  liked  the  basic  elements  of  Mr.  Kos'  design,  but  felt  it  needed  further 
editing.  The  project  team  directed  him  to  work  closely  with  the  building's  landscape  architect  to  pare  down 
the  design.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  commented  that  she  liked  the  direction  of  the  proposal,  but 
agreed  that  the  design  should  be  simplified.  Commissioners  also  expressed  their  support  for  the  star  as  a 
seating  element  instead  of  a  water  feature  as  it  would  allow  for  more  seating  in  the  plaza. 

Ms.  Chou  discussed  the  conceptual  design  by  the  artist  team  Merge  who  was  selected  to  produce  an 
artwork  for  the  fire  station  at  the  Public  Safety  Building.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  after  reviewing  several 
design  options,  staff  recommended  to  the  Project  Team  a  proposal  based  on  the  City's  cisterns.  In  their 
proposal,  Merge  replicates  the  circular  pattern  of  the  cisterns  in  terracotta  tile  on  the  facade  of  the  fire 
station  which  extends  to  the  sidewalk  to  become  brick  seating.  Also  proposed  is  the  inclusion  of  text  etched 
into  the  building's  facade  explaining  the  use  of  cisterns,  and  applied  enamel  panels  with  photographs  of 
every  cistern  in  the  City.  Ms.  Chou  noted  that  the  building  architects  were  not  in  favor  of  the  amount  of 
treatment  on  the  facade.  Ms.  Pontious  added  that  the  architects'  use  of  a  rusticated  grid  in  the  concrete  as 
a  unifying  element  creates  challenges  in  executing  Merge's  proposal.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  stakeholders 
in  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  ("SFFD")  had  some  reservations  about  the  concept  of  the  design. 
Particularly,  they  felt  that  that  the  public  is  generally  unfamiliar  with  the  function  of  cisterns,  and  felt  the 
form  of  the  cisterns  as  represented  in  the  proposal  did  not  reflect  the  work  they  do  in  the  community.  Ms. 
Chou  remarked  that  the  architects  liked  an  earlier  version  of  Merge's  cistern  proposal  which  had  a  more 
simple  treatment  of  the  facade  and  a  greater  emphasis  on  sculptural  seating.  However,  Ms.  Chou 
commented  that  the  SFFD  would  like  the  artist  team  to  revisit  their  conceptual  design  altogether.  Ms. 
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Chou  stated  that  she  will  continue  to  work  with  Merge  to  develop  additional  concepts.

Program  Director  Susan  Pontious  introduced  Kanya  Dorian  from  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  who  presented 
the  proposed  modification  to  the  Art  Ribbon  on  the  Embarcadero  Promenade.  Ms.  Dorian  noted  that  in  the 
past,  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  had  requested  authority  to  raise  the  Art  Ribbon  to  address  pedestrian  traffic 
flow.  She  explained  that  the  Port  is  now  requesting  the  removal  of  a  particular  bollard  integrated  into  the 
Art  Ribbon  design,  as  well  as  the  leavening  of  certain  raised  sections  of  the  Art  Ribbon  to  be  reconstructed 
flush  with  the  pavement.  Ms.  Dorian  explained  that  these  modifications  would  allow  for  ramps  compliant 
with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  ("ADA")  to  be  installed  along  Pier  26  on  the  Embarcadero 


Director  of  Policy  and  Strategic  Initiatives  Jill  Manton  inquired  if  the  modification  was  necessary  since  it 
was  proposed  to  an  unusual  portion  of  the  Art  Ribbon.  Ms.  Dorian  replied  that  the  addition  of  the  two  ADA 
compliant  ramps  would  reduce  the  amount  of  sidewalk  at  Pier  26.  Reconstructing  the  Art  Ribbon  to  be 
flush  with  the  pavement  would  allow  more  room  for  pedestrian  traffic.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission  ("SFAC")  staff  is  recommending  the  accommodation  of  Port's  request.  She 
commented  that  the  Art  Ribbon  was  designed  to  be  modular  so  sections  could  be  removed  or  altered.  Ms. 
Manton  added  that  the  Art  Ribbon  artist  should  be  notified  of  the  modification  and  requested  that  SFAC 
staff  see  submittals  of  colored  concrete  and  inspect  the  final  work.

Project  Manager  Mary  Chou  stated  that  during  the  September  Visual  Arts  Committee  ("VAC")  meeting, 
Commissioners  had  approved  artist  Bill  Fontana's  design  for  a  sound  sculpture  at  the  North  Beach  Branch 
Library  upon  certain  revisions  of  his  proposal.  Ms.  Chou  explained  that  the  Commissioners  had  asked  Mr. 
Fontana  to  revise  the  selection  of  sounds  included  in  his  composition  and  to  work  with  the  project 
architect  on  the  location  of  the  artwork's  speakers.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that,  following  the  request  of  the 
VAC,  she  and  Mr.  Fontana  led  a  tour  of  Mr.  Fontana's  sound  sculpture  exhibition  Sonic  Shadows  at 
SFMOMA  on  October  13,  2011  for  project  stakeholders  including  staff  of  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  members  of  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library  Artist 
Selection  Panel.  She  noted  that  the  tour  allowed  participants  to  experience  Mr.  Fontana's  work  with  it  use 
of  directional  sound  and  to  respond  with  any  questions  regarding  his  design  for  the  North  Beach  Branch 
Library. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  inquired  about  the  stakeholders'  response  to  the  meeting  and  Mr.  Fontana's 
design.  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  the  response  was  largely  positive  with  some  questions  about  the  location  of 
the  artwork's  speakers.  She  noted  that  the  project  architect  had  proposed  imbedding  some  speakers  into 
the  landscaped  areas  outside  of  the  Library.  However,  due  to  concerns  from  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  regarding  the  installation  of  speakers  in  the  landscaping,  and  to  remain  consistent  with  the 
artist's  original  concept  for  the  artwork,  Ms.  Chou  reported  that  all  speakers  will  be  installed  along  the 
eaves  of  the  Library.  Ms.  Chou  introduced  Mr.  Fontana  to  present  the  revisions  to  his  design. 

Mr.  Fontana  showed  the  Commissioners  a  diagram  indicating  the  location  of  the  artwork's  speakers.  Mr. 
Fontana  explained  that  mounting  the  speakers  to  the  Library's  eaves  will  enable  the  transmittal  of  an 
ambient  audio  composition  of  sounds  specific  to  the  North  Beach  neighborhood  that  will  merge  with  and 
respond  to  the  neighborhood's  existing  ambient  sounds.  Mr.  Fontana  cited  the  bell  chimes  of  Saints  Peter 
and  Paul  Church  as  a  signature  sound  element  of  the  North  Beach  area.  He  communicated  his  idea  to  do  a 
12  hour  recording  of  the  bell's  cycle  which  would  play  off-time  with  the  actual  bell  chimes  of  the  church  to 
create  a  musical  framing  element  for  the  sound  sculpture  as  a  whole. 

Mr.  Fontana  specified  other  sources  of  sound  he  will  include  in  the  composition:  field  recordings  of  a  wide 
range  of  situations  (Chinatown  markets,  Cafes);  recordings  of  signature  events  (Columbus  Day  Parade, 
Chinese  New  Year  Parade);  the  Telegraph  Hill  Dweller's  archives  of  oral  histories  of  North  Beach 
residents;  the  Earwax  Productions'  archive  of  North  Beach  Beat  Generation  recordings;  and  the  artist's 
personal  archive  of  recordings.  Mr.  Fontana  stated  that  he  hoped  to  create  a  library  of  sounds  not  only  in 
the  form  of  a  sculpture,  but  as  an  actual  library  accessible  in  the  North  Beach  Branch.  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  JD  Beltran  suggested  that  an  iPod  dedicated  to  Mr.  Fontana's  sound  library  could  be  accessed  by 
library  users  of  the  North  Beach  Branch. 

Commissioner  Johnston  asked  Mr.  Fontana  to  elaborate  on  his  reason  for  incorporating  the  sound  of  the 
bell  chimes.  He  commented  that  the  bell  is  a  way  of  measuring  time  throughout  the  day  and  wondered  if 
Mr.  Fontana's  sound  sculpture  would  compete  or  interfere  with  the  sounds  of  the  actual  bell.  Mr.  Fontana 
explained  that  the  bell  recording  would  be  programed  to  play  off -time  with  the  actual  bell.  He  commented 
that  in  his  experience  doing  similar  projects,  this  type  of  recorded  delay  creates  an  interesting  relationship 
to  the  real  sound  it  mimics.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  commented  that  she  was  happy  to  see  the 
inclusion  of  oral  and  literary  history  in  the  sound  composition  and  raised  the  issue  of  the  sound  sculpture 
adding  to  the  already  high  level  of  noise  in  the  area.  Mr.  Fontana  responded  by  saying  he  is  interested  in 
how  most  people  have  learned  not  to  listen  to  the  sounds  of  their  environment.  He  stated  that  all  his 
projects  incorporate  found  objects  in  the  form  of  sound  re-contextualized  to  create  new  perspectives.  He 
hopes  to  bring  attention  to  everyday  sounds  and  establish  a  dialog  between  them  and  the  listener.  In 
response  to  the  concern  about  noise  level,  Ms.  Pontious  emphasized  that  the  sounds  from  the  sculpture 
can  only  be  heard  in  direct  proximity  to  the  speakers  which  are  highly  directed. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 
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Robert  Livingston  said  that  he  came  to  San  Francisco  in  1999,  was  homeless  and  slept  every  night  in  the 
doorway  of  the  North  Beach  Branch  Library.  He  noted  that  he  obtained  a  Street  Artist  license  from  the 
SFAC  and  sold  his  goods  at  Fisherman's  Wharf.  He  stated  his  opposition  to  Mr.  Fontana's  sound  sculpture 
saying  that  the  idea  was  a  "slippery  slope"  and  was  bad  for  the  City.  Mr.  Livingston  commented  that,  in 
general,  the  City  has  too  much  noise  and  people  want  to  make  an  imprint  on  the  environment  wherever 
they  can.  He  stated  that  Mr.  Fontana's  artwork  represented  an  "insidious  niche"  as  an  artificial  copy  of  real 
sound.  Mr.  Livingston  added  that  he  became  homeless  because  he  wanted  to  be  somewhere  quiet  such  as 
North  Beach  at  3:00  a.m.  He  described  Mr.  Fontana's  artwork  as  "Orwellian,"  stating  that  soft  sounds  can 
be  undesirable  and  potentially  bothersome.  Mr.  Livingston  stated  that  he  was  also  tired  of  art  that  has  an 
agenda  to  teach  the  public  something.  He  added  that  sound  waves  are  substantive,  have  mass  and  do  affect 
us.  Mr.  Livingston  then  reiterated  his  opinion  of  the  artwork  as  a  "slippery  slope." 

Peter  Warfield,  executive  director  of  the  Library  Users  Association  stated  that  he  had  serious  concerns 
about  what  is  going  on  at  the  Arts  Commission.  He  noted  that  the  agenda  did  not  include  an  item  for 
general  public  comment  and  would  appreciate  sound  amplification  at  the  meeting.  Mr.  Warfield  stated  that 
the  North  Beach  Branch  Library  item  interested  him  because  he  was  concerned  about  the  public  awareness 
of  the  project.  He  stated  that  he  goes  to  every  Library  Commission  meeting  and  did  not  recall  the 
SFMOMA  tour  being  mentioned.  He  emphasized  that  he  was  concerned  about  decisions  being  made  about 
public  art  projects  without  proper  input  from  the  public.  Mr.  Warfield  referenced  Mr.  Fontana's  temporary 
artwork  Spiraling  Echoes  at  City  Hall  stating  that  he  was  puzzled  by  the  artist's  choice  of  sounds  which  he 
felt  potentially  added  to  noise  pollution.  Mr.  Warfield  also  commented  that  Mr.  Fontana's  view  of  what 
constituted  the  sounds  of  North  Beach  may  differ  from  other  people's  viewpoints.  Mr.  Warfield  asked  how 
the  power  needed  to  sustain  the  sound  sculpture  would  impact  the  North  Beach  Branch's  Leadership  in 
Energy  and  Environmental  Design  status.  He  asked  how  the  artwork  would  be  experienced  by  those  who 
are  hearing  impaired.  He  also  asked  if  the  Arts  Commission  was  prepared  to  issue  iPods  or  CDs  to  the 
public  to  access  the  library  of  sounds  the  artist  is  proposing. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  revised  conceptual  design  of  Bill  Fontana's  proposed  artwork  for  the  North 
Beach  Library  and  proceed  to  design  development. 
Moved:  Johnston/Keehn 

3.  Church  Duboce 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Project  Manager  Jennifer  Loworn  gave  an  update  regarding  the  proposed  location  for  Gateway  by 
Primitivo  Suarez-Wolfe.  Ms.  Loworn  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  artist  was  commissioned  to 
create  a  two-part  project.  The  first  is  a  series  of  cast  chairs  for  the  intersection  of  Church  Street  and 
Duboce  Avenue;  the  second  is  a  landmark  artwork  to  be  located  near  the  intersection  of  Church  and 
Market  streets.  Ms.  Loworn  noted  that  the  location  of  the  landmark  artwork  had  been  discussed  with  the 
Commissioners  at  a  prior  meeting  and  that  two  locations  were  considered:  the  base  of  the  Safeway  steps 
on  Church  Street  at  Market;  and  the  bulb  out  on  Market  and  14th  streets.  Ms.  Loworn  mentioned  that  the 
Commissioners  had  preferred  the  Safeway  location,  which  is  privately  owned  property.  In  the  process  of 
requesting  permission  to  install  the  artwork  at  that  location,  staff  encountered  legal  and  long  term 
logistical  problems  that  made  installation  at  this  location  infeasible.  Due  to  these  factors,  Ms.  Loworn 
requested  that  the  Commissioners  reconsider  the  bulb  out  location  for  this  artwork.  She  presented  a 
rendering  by  the  artist  showing  the  artwork  at  the  approximate  proposed  installation  location  on  the  new 
bulb  out  and  stated  that  the  artwork,  if  installed  at  this  site,  would  be  a  highly  visible  element  along 
Market  Street. 

Commissioner  Chew  asked  about  the  title  of  the  artwork,  Gateway,  since  the  area  is  considered  more  of  a 
crossroads.  Ms.  Loworn  said  that  the  artist  was  asked  to  create  a  "gateway  artwork"  and  the  title  is  a 
reference  to  that  concept.  She  added  that  the  Castro/Upper  Market  Community  Benefit  District  is 
supportive  of  this  project. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  asked  if  there  were  explanatory  documents  for  this  item.  He  noted  that  an  explanatory 
document  was  distributed  at  the  meeting  regarding  the  prior  agenda  item.  Mr.  Warfield  requested  copies  of 
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all  explanatory  documents  related  to  the  meeting's  agenda. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  location  of  Gateway  by  Primitivo  Suarez-Wolfe  to  be  installed  at  the 
planned  bulb  out  at  Market  and  14th  streets. 
Moved:  Johnston/Chew 

4.  Central  Subway 

Jennifer  Lovvorn 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  an  update  on  the  Central  Subway  public  art  projects.  Ms.  Loworn  began  with  an 
update  on  the  Wayfinding  artwork  by  artist  Tomie  Arai  for  the  Chinatown  Station  of  Central  Subway.  Ms. 
Loworn  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  the  new  artwork  locations  they  approved  at  the  September  VAC 
meeting:  the  parapet  and  platform.  Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  the  artist  worked  with  her  architects  to  come 
up  with  a  layout  design  for  the  art  glass  panels  that  include  irregular  shapes  and  utilize  custom  color 
attachments  to  blend  in  with  the  artist's  imagery.  Ms.  Loworn  emphasized  that  currently,  she  is  working 
with  Ms.  Arai  to  integrate  the  structure  of  her  artwork  into  the  architect's  constructions  documents.  She 
noted  that  development  of  imagery  will  take  place  at  a  later  stage  and  will  involve  community  input  and 
archival  research  of  historic  photographs. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  stated  that  he  was  used  to  having  explanatory  materials  available  to  the  public  and  asked  if 
the  visual  presentation  for  this  item  was  provided  to  the  Commissioners  prior  to  the  meeting.  Mr.  Warfield 
stated  that  he  would  like  to  inspect  the  visual  presentation  materials  the  Commissioners  have  viewed.  He 
repeated  his  request  to  view  explanatory  documents  from  previous  items. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  Conceptual  Design  Phase  (proposed  materials)  for  the  artwork  by  Tomie  Arai 
for  Central  Subway  Chinatown  Station. 
Moved:  Chew/ Johnston 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  an  update  on  the  Landmark  artwork  by  artist  Erwin  Redl  for  the  Union  Square 
Market  Street  Station  of  Central  Subway.  Ms.  Loworn  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  Mr.  Redl  was 
selected  to  create  artwork  along  the  station  concourse  comprised  of  light-emitting  diode  ("LED")  panels. 
She  noted  that  Mr.  Redl's  concept  is  based  on  the  Beatles  song  Lucy  in  the  Sky  with  Diamonds,  thus  the 
artist  has  arranged  the  LED  lighting  panels  in  a  diamond  grid  pattern  spanning  the  length  of  the 
concourse.  Ms.  Loworn  reported  that  Mr.  Redl  had  been  working  with  the  project  team  and  an  electrical 
engineer  to  refine  the  details  of  his  design.  Commissioner  Johnston,  who  served  on  the  artist  selection 
panel  for  this  project,  mentioned  that  the  selection  process  was  highly  competitive  and  felt  Mr.  Redl's 
project  will  be  amazing.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  inquired  if  the  project  was  keeping  within  the 
projected  timeline  and  budget.  Ms.  Loworn  replied  that  the  project  was  currently  both  on  time  and  within 
budget. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  said  that  he  appreciates  and  likes  what  the  Arts  Commission  has  done  and  did  not  want  his 
comments  to  reflect  otherwise.  He  stated  that  he  would  like  to  be  provided  with  the  explanatory 
documents  for  item  two  on  the  agenda.  Mr.  Warfield  asked  how  he  may  view  the  visual  presentation  for 
this  item. 

Through  the  Chair,  Commissioner  Johnston  noted  that  Arts  Commission  staff  is  available  to  help 
members  of  the  public  access  information  after  the  meeting  adjourns. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  Design  Development  Phase  of  the  artwork  by  Erwin  Redl  (Paramedia  LLC)  for 
Central  Subway  Union  Square  Market  Street  Station. 
Moved:  Johnston/Chew 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  an  update  on  the  Wayfinding  artwork  by  artists  Jim  Campbell  and  Werner  Klotz  for 
the  Union  Square  Market  Street  Station  of  Central  Subway.  Ms.  Loworn  stated  while  much  work  had  been 
done  on  this  project,  there  are  problems  which  have  been  encountered.  Ms.  Loworn  reminded  the 
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Commissioners  that  the  artist  team  had  proposed  a  large  scale  installation  featuring  a  ribbon-like 
arrangement  of  shiny,  metallic  discs  suspended  from  the  ceiling  installed  in  a  loop  extending  from  the 
platform  level  through  the  escalator  area  to  the  concourse  and  returning  through  the  opposite  escalator 
area  to  the  platform  level  to  close  the  loop.  Ms.  Loworn  explained  that  the  concourse  location  at  this 
station  was  given  over  to  the  Landmark  artwork,  and  therefore  eliminated  from  the  proposed  ribbon 
sculpture.  She  added  that  the  escalator  area  has  become  problematic  due  to  changes  in  the  architectural 
design.  The  current  configuration  of  the  escalator  area  is  open  from  above  and  would  leave  the  artwork 
vulnerable  to  objects  being  dropped  on  it.  She  added  that  in  the  event  that  the  artwork  required 
maintenance,  it  would  be  difficult  to  access  the  highest  portions  of  the  artwork  in  the  escalator  area  due  to 
the  need  for  complex  and  costly  scaffolding.  She  stated  that  this  would  be  problematic  for  the  Arts 
Commission  who  is  responsible  for  maintaining  the  artwork.  She  indicated  that  the  staff  recommendation 
is  to  further  truncate  the  artwork  and  limit  the  installation  to  the  platform  level.  Ms.  Loworn  noted  that 
the  artists  are  not  pleased  about  the  need  for  a  change  to  their  design  at  this  late  stage.  Ms.  Pontious  stated 
that  the  architects  have  completed  90%  of  the  construction  documents,  therefore  decisions  about  this 
work  have  to  be  made  quickly.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  commented  that  there  were  many  conditions 
pending  and  felt  the  discussion  should  be  continued  at  the  November  VAC  meeting.  Commissioner 
Johnston  agreed  that  the  motion  should  be  continued  to  a  later  date.  Ms.  Pontious  requested  direction 
from  the  VAC  regarding  limiting  the  artwork  to  the  platform  area  and  not  including  the  area  above  the 
escalator.  The  Committee  agreed  with  this  direction. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  agreed  with  the  Commissioners  that  the  item  should  not  move  forward.  He  stated  that  he 
heard  practical  suggestions  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners  during  the  discussion  of  this  item  and  agrees 
with  the  Committee's  non-action. 

THE  FOLLOWING  MOTION  WAS  TABLED 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  Conceptual  Design  (artwork  placement)  of  the  artwork  by  Jim  Campbell  and 

Werner  Klotz  for  Central  Subway  Union  Square  Market  Street  Station. 

Moved: 

Ms.  Loworn  presented  an  update  on  the  Landmark  artwork  by  artist  Catherine  Wagner,  for  the  Moscone 
Station  of  Central  Subway.  Ms.  Loworn  noted  that  this  project  is  currently  in  the  Design  Development 
Phase  and  has  evolved  very  slightly  since  the  approved  proposal.  Ms.  Loworn  noted  that  the  artwork 
design  now  features  6  laser  etched  granite  panels  installed  flush  with  the  station  walls,  floor  to  ceiling.  Ms. 
Loworn  pointed  out  that  one  panel  has  been  split  into  two  to  accommodate  the  location  of  a  door  on  the 
concourse  level.  Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  asked  for  the  dimensions  of  the  panels.  Ms.  Loworn  replied 
that  two  sizes  will  be  installed:  ~13'  x  16';  and  ~n'  x  15'. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr.  Warfield  requested  to  inspect  the  visual  presentation  materials  related  to  this  item. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  Design  Development  Phase  of  the  artwork  by 
Catherine  Wagner  for  Central  Subway  Moscone  Station. 
Moved:  Chew/Keehn 

Following  the  actions,  Commissioner  Keehn  gave  a  brief  update  on  decisions  made  at  the  October  17,  2011 
Civic  Design  Review  Committee  ("CDRC")  meeting.  Commissioner  Keehn  explained  that  the  design  for  the 
Central  Subway,  4th  and  Brannan  Street  Platform  had  been  revised.  She  noted  that  a  pole  designated  for  a 
sculptural  artwork  has  been  separated  from  the  platform  shelter. 

5.  SFAC  Gallery 

Aimee  Le  Due 

Gallery  Manager  Aimee  Le  Due  presented  the  SFAC  Gallery  exhibition  for  January  11  -  April  14,  2012, 
Undetected  and  Vast.  Ms.  Le  Due  stated  that  the  exhibition  will  take  place  at  the  main  gallery  as  well  as  the 
155  Grove  Street  installation  site,  and  will  present  six  local  artists  ranging  from  the  very  emergent  to  the 
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very  established.  She  explained  that  the  exhibition  attempts  to  challenge  how  we  visualize  space  that  is 
either  so  large  or  so  small  that  it  is  imperceptible.  Ms.  Le  Due  noted  that  all  six  artists  incorporate 
scientific  methods  in  their  work  and  will  all  be  creating  new  pieces  for  this  exhibition.  Ms.  Le  Due 
presented  the  work  of  the  six  artists  who  will  participate  in  Undetected  and  Vast:  Luca  Antonucci,  Reenie 
Charriere,  Jonathon  Keats,  Phil  Ross,  Heather  Sparks  and  Gail  Wight. 

Ms.  Le  Due  described  the  work  of  Luca  Antonucci  who  has  created  books  and  prints  related  to  astronomy 
and  specifically  the  Hubble  Ultra  Deep  Field  imaging  system.  Ms.  Le  Due  noted  that  Ms.  Charriere  is 
exploring  the  rhizomatic  movement  of  organic  forms  taking  shapes,  such  as  swarms  or  movement  of  wind, 
and  will  create  a  an  installation  for  the  Grove  Street  space  called  Floe.  Ms.  Le  Due  reported  that  Jonathon 
Keats  is  proposing  a  university  for  cyanobacteria,  based  on  the  claim  that  microorganisms  may  understand 
the  nature  of  the  universe  better  than  the  human  brain.  She  explained  that  Phil  Ross'  work  experiments 
with  mushrooms  grown  inside  woodchips  that  form  bricks  for  architectural  forms.  Ms.  Le  Due  explained 
that  Heather  Sparks  will  create  images  of  the  solar  system  from  scanned,  pixelated  images  of  her  skin 
illuminated  by  LED  sculptures.  And  finally,  Ms.  Le  Due  mentioned  that  Gail  White  will  create  a  series  of 
photographs  of  bones  of  frogs,  hummingbirds  and  other  creatures  arranged  as  mandalas. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  commented  that  she  thought  the  premise  of  the  exhibition  was  interesting. 

Motion:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  and  to  approve 
honorarium  payments  in  the  amount  of  $1200  for  the  following  artists  in  the  SFAC  Gallery's  January  2012 
exhibition:  Luca  Antonucci,  Jonathon  Keats,  Philip  Ross,  Heather  Sparks,  Gail  Wight  and  $2000  for 
Reenie  Charriere,  for  the  SFAC  Gallery's  January  2012  window  installation  at  155  Grove  Street. 
Moved:  Chew/Keehn 

6.  Public  Utilities  Commission 

JillManton 

Ms.  Manton  reported  on  the  status  of  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  ("MOU")  between  the  SFAC  and 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("PUC").  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  in  the  final  MOU,  65%  of  art  enrichment 
funds  have  been  allocated  to  projects  with  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  Program  ("CAE")  and  35% 
of  those  funds  will  go  towards  Public  Art.  Ms.  Manton  noted  that  she  is  working  closely  with  Judy  Nemzoff 
from  CAE  and  Ms.  Pontious  to  discuss  the  MOU  and  future  projects.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  in  the 
beginning  of  the  program,  projects  will  be  focused  in  the  Bayview  neighborhood. 

Ms.  Manton  pointed  out  that  although  it  was  not  mandated  that  the  PUC  work  with  SFAC  in  managing  art 
enrichment  projects,  the  agency  chose  to  develop  that  partnership.  She  stated  that  she  was  very  excited 
about  the  collaboration.  Ms.  Manton  explained  that  the  funding  sources  for  art  enrichment  projects  will 
come  from  the  Water  Safety  Improvement  Program  and  from  Bond  funding.  She  stated  that  the  PUC  was 
enthusiastic  about  how  the  SFAC  could  help  them  bring  goodwill  to  the  City  through  public  art.  Ms. 
Manton  stated  the  she  hoped  the  projects  starting  in  Bayview  will  make  a  great  impact  on  the  City.  Ms. 
Manton  noted  that  since  both  CAE  and  Public  Art  will  be  managing  the  PUC  projects,  she  imagined  that 
projects  will  be  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  since  two  departments  are  involved. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  congratulated  Ms.  Manton  on  navigating  a  complex  discussion  and  MOU 
negation.  Ms.  Beltran  noted  that  this  is  a  great  accomplishment  for  the  SFAC  in  terms  of  resources.  She 
commended  the  efforts  of  Ms.  Manton  and  the  Commissioners  applauded. 

Commissioner  Garcia-Nakata  called  for  public  comment. 

Mr,  Warfield  said  that  it  was  troubling  that  the  MOU  was  not  immediately  available  to  the  public  to 
inspect,  nor  was  a  previous  draft  available.  He  requested  to  view  both  documents. 

Motion:  Motion  to  approve  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.

7.  Cabrillo  Playground

Project  Manager  Marcus  Davies  presented  the  work  of  artist  Colette  Crutcher  as  recommended  by  the 
Artist  Selection  Panel  for  an  artwork  at  Cabriilo  Playground.  Mr.  Davies  explained  that  this  project  consists 
of  an  artist  design  translated  into  a  medium  called  Lace  Fence  that  will  surround  the  Cabriilo  Playground. 
He  showed  a  sample  of  Lace  Fence  to  demonstrate  its  image  making  capabilities,  and  noted  that  the 
sample  was  also  presented  to  the  CDRC.  Commissioner  Keehn  added  that  the  budget  for  this  project  has 
increased  and  now  allows  for  an  artist  design  to  be  expanded  around  the  perimeter  of  the  playground.  Mr.

Devi  Joseph,  community  representative;  Suzanne  Dehne,  community  representative;  Paulina  Araica, 
project  manager,  Recreation  and  Parks  Department;  and  Jasmine  Kaw,  landscape  architect,  department  of 
public  works.  Mr.  Davies  stated  that  the  panel  reviewed  the  qualifications  of  20  artists  from  the  2010-2011 
Prequalified  Artist  Pool  and  selected  artist  Colette  Crutcher.  Commissioner  Chew  recalled  that  there  was 
considerable  discussion  about  this  artist.  Mr.  Davies  explained  that  the  panel  was  drawn  to  Ms.  Crutcher's 
use  of  lines  and  patterns,  as  well  as  her  choice  of  imagery.

Senior  Registrar  Allison  Cummings  reported  on  the  opportunity  to  permanently  deposit  all  bound  copies
